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PREFACE TO THE PRESENT EDITION. 


The Garden of the Soul lias for many years 
enjoyed the favour and respect of the Catholics 
of this kingdom. It is partly the composition, 
partly the compilation of the Venerable Dr. 
Challoner, Bishop of Debra, and Vicar Apostolic 
in the last century. Two convincing proofs may 
be brought of its estimation and merit. The 
first is, that almost every prayer-book subse- 
quently composed has more or less been an imi- 
tation of it, or has copied its arrangement or its 
j substance. The second will he found in the 
many editions through which it has passed, in 
! various parts of England, since its first publi- 
cation. 

But the natural consequence of this frequent 
republication has been the introduction of consi- 
derable variations, so that hardly two modem 
editions will be found perfectly to agree. And 
as particular editions are more used in one part of 
the country than another, peculiar phrases and 
forms have become so familiar in different places, 
that an attempt to substitute any standard of 
‘uniformity mif^ht appear vain. Still, the best 
means of attaining so desirable an end must con- 
sist, in the publication of an edition, which, while 
all pains have been taken to render it correct, 
may, by its neatness and cheapness, obtain a wide 
circulation, and gain admission into our schools, 
and into the families of the poor. Such is th 
object of the present edition. 
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PREFACE. 


No particular changes of moment have beem! 
introduced into it: hardly one which had not the 
sanction of previous editions. At the same time 
> several later additions have been retrenched, or 
thrown into an appendix. On the whole, it will 
be found to follow a middle course between 
others, restoring several things which were only 
to be found in older editions, yet admitting many 
later improvements. Some hymns, however, 
have been yaried. Still, great caution has been 
employed in altering even the phraseology, or in 
the introduction of any other changes. 

The principal feature of the Garden’ of the 
Soul, is its completeness as a manual of devotion j 
for it blends solid instruction with prayer; and 
provides the Catholic with all that is requisite to 
sanctify every day. and in more special mannei 
the Sunday, whether by public, or domestic, 01 
personal acts of worship. It contains, moreover 
all those favourite devotions which are usually 
practised in the Church; as well as fuller in] 
structions and prayers for the solemn duty ol 
receiving the Sacraments, and more especially 
Penance and the Holy Eucharist. It is humblj 
hoped that every one will approve of the desigi 
of bringing so useful a book within the reach ol 
our poorer brethren. Those who have under 
taken the direction of the edition have, and caa 
have, no other airfi. They have considered it i 
work of charity, tending, both in itself, and in itj 
consequences, to the honour of God, and to tti 
diffusion of true piety towards Him. And thi 
encourages them to hope that His blessing wil 
be upon their work. To him they eonsequentl] 
commend it. May those who use this little bool 
sometimes, of their charity, remember befon 
.God those who have laboured to prepare it fa

The Sundays in Lent, unless leave be given to the contrary. 

All the Fridays of the year ; but if Christmas Day fall upon a Friday, 
it is not a day of abstinence. 

N B. That the Catholie Chureh commands all her children, upon 
Sundays and Holy-days of Obligation, to be present at the great Eucha- 
ristic Sacrifice, which we call the Mass, and to rest fVom servile work 
on those days, and to keep them holy. 

Sndly, She commands them to abstain from flesh on all days of fast, 
ing and abstinence ; and on fasting days to eat but one meal. 

3rdly, She commands them to confess their sins to their pastors at 
least once a-year. 

4thly, She commands them to receive the blessed Sacrament at least 
onee a-year, and that at Easter, viz. between Palm Sunday and Low 
Sunday. 

The fourth Council of Lateran, Can. 21, ordains, “ That every one oi 
the faithful of both sexes, after they come to the years of discretion 
shall, in private, faithfully confess al! their sins, at least once a-yeai] 
to their pastor: and take care to fulfil, to the best of their power, th< 
penance enjoined them : receiving reverently, at least at Easter, th« 
Sacrament of the Eucharist, unless, perhaps, by the counsel of theil 
pastor, for some reasonable cause, they judge it proper to abstain frora 
ft for a time ; otherwise let them be exeluded out of the Church whilst 
living, and when they die be deprived of Christian buriaL"

CHRISTIAN DOCTRINE; 

OR, A SUMMARY OF CHRISTIAN FAITH 
AND MORALITY. 


SECT. I. 

What every Christian must believe . 

1. T? VERY Christian must believe that there is 

Xj one God, and no more than one God: That 
this God is a pure Spirit, the Lord and Maker of 
heaven and earth, who has neither beginning nor 
end, but is always the same; is every where pre- 
sent; knows and sees all things; can do all things 
whatsoever he pleases, and is infinite in all per- 
fections. 

2. Every Christian is bound to believe, that in 
this one God there are three Persons, perfectly 
equal, and of the same substance; the Father, 
who proceeds from no one; the Son, who is bom 
of the Father before all ages; and the Holy 
Ghost, who proceeds eternally from the Father 
and the Son: and that these three persons have 
all the same age, the same power, the same wis- 
dom, and are all three one and the same Lord, 
one and the same God. 

3. We must all believe, that this God created 
the Angels to be with him for ever, and that one 
part or them fell from God by sin, and became 
devils: That God also created Adam and Eve. 
the first parents of all mankind, and placed t

in the earthly paradise, from which they were 
justly banished for the sin they committed in 
eating of the fruit of the forbidden tree; and that 
by this transgression of Adam we are all born in 
sin, and must have been lost for ever, if God had 
Hot sent us a Saviour. 

4. We are bound to believe in this Saviour of 
all mankind, Jesus Christ, the Son of God, true 
God and true man; perfect God from all eternity, 
equal to his Father in all things; and perfect 
man, from the time of his coming down from 
heaven for us, having a body and soul like ours. 

5. We must believe, that this Jesus Christ, 
our Saviour, who had been long foretold by the 
prophets, was, at God’s appointed time, conceived 
in the womb of the Virgin Mary by the power of 
the Holy Ghost, without having any man for his 
father, and was born Of her, she still remaining' a 
pure virgin: That during the time of his mortal 
life, he founded the Christian religion by his 
heavenly doctrine and wonderful miracles, ana 
then offered himself a sacrifice for the sins of the 
whole world, by dying upon a cross, to purchase 
mercy, grace, and salvation for us : And that 
neither mercy, nor grace, nor salvation, either 
can, or ever could, since Adam’s fall, be obtained 
any otherwise, than through this death and 
passion of the Son of God. 

6. We must believe that Jesus Christ, after ho 
had been dead and buried for part of three days, 
rose again on the third day from death to life, 
never to die any more; and that, for the space 
of forty days, he was pleased, at different times, 
to manifest himself to his disciples, and then 
ascended into heaven in their sight; where, as 
man, he continually intercedes for us. Thence 
he sent down the Holy Ghost upon his disciples, 
to abide with them for ever ? as he had promised, 
and to guide them and their successors into all 
♦ruth.

7. We must believe the Catholic or universal 
Church of Christ, of which he is the perpetual 
Head, and his Spirit the perpetual Director; 
which is founded upon a rock, and is ever victo- 
rious over all the powers of death and hell. This 
church is always one, by all its members profess- 
ing one faith, in one communion, under one chief 
pastor succeeding St. Peter, to whom Christ com- 
mitted his whole flock. St. John , xxi. 15, 16, 17. 
This same church is always holy, by teaching a 
holy doctrine, by inviting all to a holy life, and 
by the eminent holiness of many of her children. 
She is catholic or universal, by subsisting in all 
ages, by teaching all nations, and maintaining all 
tnith: she is apostolical, by deriving her doctrine, 
her communion, her orders, and her mission, by 
an uninterrupted succession from the apostles of 
Christ. 

. 8. With this Catholic church the scriptures 
both of the old and new testament were deposited 
by the apostles; she is, in her pastors, the guar- 
dian ana interpreter of them, and the judge of 
all controversies relating to them. These scrip- 
tures, thus interpreted, together with the tradi- 
tions of the apostles , are to be received and admit- 
ted by all Christians for the rule of their faith 
and practice. 

9. We must believe that Jesus Christ has insti- 
tuted in his church seven sacraments, or mysteri- 
ous signs and instrumental causes of divine grace 
in our souls. — Baptism, by way of a new birth, by 
which we are made children of God, and washed 
from sin. Confirmation , by which we receive the 
Holy Ghost by the imposition of the hands of the 
successors of the apostles. Acts, viii. The blessed 
Bifcharist, which feeds and nourishes our souls 
with the body and blood of Christ, really present 
under the forms of bread and wine, or under 
either of them. Penance , by which penitent sin- 
ners are absolved from their sins, by virtue o 
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commission given by Christ to bis ministers. Si 
John , xx. and St. Matt . xviii. Extreme Unction 
which wipes away the remains of sin, and arm; 
the soul with the grace of God in the time of sick 
ness. St. James , v. Holy Orders, by which th< 
ministers of God are consecrated. And M atrimony 
which, as a sacred sign of the indissoluble unior 
of Christ and his church, unites the married couplt 
in a holy band, and imparts a grace to them suit- 
able to that state. Eph. v. 

10. We must believe, that Jesus Christ has alsc 
instituted the great eucharistic sacrifice of his 
body and blood ? in remembrance of his death and 
passion. In this sacrifice he is mystically immo- 
lated every day upon our altars, being himseli 
both priest and victim. This sacrifice is the 
principal worship of the new law, in which, and 
by which, we unite ourselves to Jesus Christ, and 
with him, and through him, we adore God in spi- 
rit and in truth, give him thanks for all his bless- 
ings, obtain his grace for ourselves and the whole 
world, and pardon for all our sins, and those of 
the living and the dead. 

11. We must believe that there is, in the cath- 
olic or universal church of God, a communion of 
saints, by means of which we communicate with 
all holy ones , and in all holy things. We commu- 
nicate with the saints in heaven, as our fellow- 
members under the same head, Christ Jesus: we 

f ive thanks to God for his gifts to them, and we 
eg a share in their prayers. We communicate 
with all the saints upon earth, in the same sacra- 
ments and sacrifice, and in a holy union of faith 
and charity. And we communicate with the 
faithful, who have departed this life in a more 
imperfect state, and who, by the law of God’s jus- 
tice, are for a w hile in a place of suffering, by ot- 
tering prayers and alms, and sacrifice to Goa for 
them. 

12. We must believe also the necessity of divine 
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grace, without which we cannot make so much as 
one step towards heaven: and that all our good, 
and all our merits are the gift of God: that Christ 
died for all men: that God is not the author of 
sin: and that his grace does not take away our 
free-will. 

13. We must believe that Jesus Christ will 
come from heaven at the last day to judge us all: 
that all the dead, both good and bad, snail rise 
from their graves at the sound of the last trum- 
pet, and snail be judged by him according to 
their works: that the good shall go to heaven 
with him, body and soul, to be happy for all eter- 
nity, in the enjoyment of the Sovereign Good; 
and that the wicked shall be condemned, both 
body and soul, to the torments of hell, which are 
most grievous and everlasting. 


SECT.* II. 

What every Christian must do in order to Life 
* everlasting . 

Behold one cszne end said to Jesns, Good Muster, •what shall Ido, that 
I mar have life everlasting ? And he said to him , If thou wilt enter inU 
We, keep the commandments. St. Matt. rtx. 17. 

1. I? VERY Christian, in order to life everlasting, 
JLj must worship God as his first beginning 
and last end. This worship is to be performed 
first by faith, which makes both the understand- 
ing and the will humbly adore and embrace ail 
those truths which God has taught, however ob- 
scure and incomprehensible they may be to our 
weakness. 2ndly, By hope, which honours the 
infinite power, goodness, and mercy of God, and 
the truth of his promises ; and upon these grounds 
raises the soul to an assured expectation of mercy 
grace, and salvation, through the merits of Jesus 
Christ. 3rdly, By charity, which teaches us 
love God with our whole hearts, for his own sr 
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and onr neighbours as ourselves, for God’s sake* 
4thly, By ihe virtue of religion, the chief acts of 
which are adoration, praise, thanksgiving, obla- 
tion of ourselves to God, sacrifice and prayer, 
which ought to be the daily employments of a 
Christian soul. 

2. We must fly all idolatry, all false religions 
and superstition; under which name are com- 
prehended all manner of divinations, or preten- 
sions to fortune-telling; all witchcraft, charms, 
spells, observations of omens, dreams, Ac. All 
these things are heathenish and contrary to the 
worship of the true and living God, and to that 
dependance which a Christian soul ought to have 
on him. 

3. We must reverence the name of God, and 
his truth, by a religious observance of all lawful 
oaths and vows, and by carefully avoiding all 
false, rash, unjust, or blasphemous oaths and 
curses. 

4. We must dedicate some notable part of our 
time to his divine service: and more especially 
consecrate to him those days that he has ordered 
to be sanctified, or kept holy. 

5. Under God, we must love, reverence, and 
obey our parents, and other lawful superiors, 
spiritual and temporal, and observe the laws of 
the church and state: also, we must have a due 
care of our children, and of others that ar# 
under our charge, both as to their souls and 
bodies. 

6. We must abstain from all injuries to ottf 

neighbour’s person, by murder or any other vid* 
lence, and from all hatred, envy, and desire of i* 
venge; as also from spiritual murder, which 111 
committed by drawing him into sin, by wonL] 
actions, or ill example. ‘ 

7. We must abstain from adultery, and from dR 

uncleanness of thoughts, words, and actions, bM 
srond the lawful use of marriage. H 
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fc. We most not steal, cheat, or in any other 
way wrong our neighbour in his goods or pos- 
tessions. We must give to every one his own; 
pay our debts, and make restitution for all un- 
just damages which we may have caused. 

9. We must not wrong our neighbour in his 
character or good name, by detraction or rash 
judgment; or in his honour by reproaches and 
affronts; or rob him of the peace of his mind, by 
scoffs and contempt ; or of his friends by carrying 
stories backwards and forwards. In all these 
cases, whosoever wrongs his neighbour is obliged 
to make restitution or satisfaction. 

10. As we are commanded to abstain from all 
deeds of lust and injustice, so are we also strictly 
obliged to restrain all desires in these kinds, and 
to resist the irregular motions of concupiscence. 
So far the ten commandments; which are a short 
abridgement of the whole eternal and natural 
law, which admits of no dispensation. 


SECT. III.

Christian .

MsotTATTOir, consisting of considerations on the great truths of 
Christianity, pioua affections, and manifold elevations of the «oul 
t»8od, and serious resolutions of devoting one’s self to him, is allovrsd 
to be on* of the most important exercises of a Christian life, and such 
••ought to be performed daily, by aa many a a would serve God in 
gMd earnest. The time most proper for it is the morning. The most 
Prop er p lace one* closet, or any other where one can be most recollect- 
ed. me chief subjects to be meditated on, especially for beginners, 
ve.ths^snd for wfiich we came into this world, the benefits ef God, 
sad Ole many motives which we have to love and serve him : the van- 
itysffhe honours, riches, and pleasures of this life; and how very sud- 
daaty ah these things vanish away ; the enormity of sin, and the mnl- 
titans «f o«r own sins in particular ; the certainty and uncertainty of 
death: and «he neceasitv of preparing for its the account which wa 
tlwmy give to an all seeing Judge: the eternal joys of heuvr-

rad the eternal torment* of hell: the presence and majesty of God: the 
Mfe and death of Jesus Christ : the examples of his saints : the state of 
. our own interior, in order to gain the knowledge of ourselves* pur pas- 
sions and vices, etc. 

The method of meditation prescribed by that great master in spirit- 
uality, St. Francis de Bales, m his Introduction, part the 2nd, isaa 
follows : 

First, place yonrself in the presence of God, by a lively faith that ha 
sees and beholds you, and is most intimately present in the centre of 
your soul : prostrate yourself in spirit before him, to adore this sove- 
reign Lord, whose majesty fills heaven and earth : make an offering of 
your whole being to him ; and humbly beg his pardon for all your past 
treasons and sins. 

Secondly, Implore with fervour and hnmility his light and grace, 
that you may perform this important exercise as you ought. 

Thirdly, Consider attentively upon the subject which you have cho- 
sen for your meditation (which you ought to nave prepared over night,) 
and let the truths of heaven sink deep into your soul. Dwell most 
upon such points as you find yourself most affected with. 

Fourthly, From these considerations draw pious affections of the love 
of God, of gratitude for his benefits, repentance for your sins, and the 
like, which are the principal part of mental prayer, and what you 
ought most to insist upon. 

Fifthly, From these affections pass on to good resolutions of a serious 
amendment of yotir life, particularly with regard to such failings aa 
you are most subject to : and determine with yourself to begin that 
very day to put these good purposes in execution on such occasions aa 
shall offer. 

Sixthly, Conclude by thanksgiving to God for the affections and re- 
solutions he has given you j offer them to him, apd beg his blessing on 
them. 

Seventhly, Lay up in your minds such points of your meditation aa 
have touched you most, ind oftentimes in the day reflect upon them. 
This the saint compares to gathering, as it were, a nosegay, m the gar- 
den of devotion, to smell at all the day. 

EU'hthly, >ncb as find difficulty in meditation may help themselves 
by using some good book, reading leisurely and pausiug upon what 
they read, and drawing proper affections anil resolutions from it.

What 
can I do to bless thy holy name as I ought, and 
to render due thanks to thy inestimable goodness!

memory to be mindful of him, with a will tP 
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ove him, an imagination to represent to yourself 
his benefits, eyes to behold his wondrous works* 
a tongue to praise him; and so of the other 
faculties. 

2. Being created and nut into the world for 
this intent, all actions contrary to it are to be 
avoided and rejected; and whatever conduceth 
not to this end ought to be contemned as vain 
and superfluous.

Alas! shall you say, how 
did I employ my thoughts, 0 God, when I placed 
them not upon thee! What did I remember 
when I forgot thee! What did I love when I 
loved not thee! Alas! I ought to have fed upon 
truth, and I have glutted myself with vanity; 
I have served the world which was create^ but 
to serve me. 

2. Detest your past Life. I renounce you, O vain 
thoughts and unprofitable fancies! I abjure yqp, 
0 frivolous and hateful remembrances! 0 unfaith- 
ful and disloyal friendships, lewd and wretched 
slaveries, ungrateful contentments, and irksome 
pleasures, I abhor you!

How many are there who have been 
Drought up rudely and in gross ignorance; and, 
by God’s providence, you have been educated 
liberally and honourably. 

3. Consider the spiritual graces. You are a 
child of the Catholic Church; God hath taught 
you to know him, even from your most tender 
age. — How often hath he given you his sacra- 
ments! How many inspirations, internal illumi- 
nations, and reprehensions for your amendment! 
How frequently hath he pardoned you your 
halts; how often hath he delivered you from the 
occasions of casting yourself away, to which yon 
were exposed! And were not all these years 
past given you as a time and opportunity to ad- 
vance the good of your soul? Consider, in parti- 
cular, how good and gracious God hath always 
been to you. 

Affections and Resolutions. 1 . Admire the good- 
ness of God. Oh ! how good is my God towards 
me! Oh! how gracious is he! HWtfich is thy 
heart, O Lord, in mercy, and liberal in clemency! 
0, my soul, let us recount, for ever, how many 
favours he hath done* us. 

2. Be astonished at your ingratitude. But what 
am I, O Lord, that thou art so mindful of me? 
Ah! how great is my unworthiness! Alas! I 
have even trodden thy blessings under foot. I 
have dishonoured thy graces, perverting them 
into abuse and contempt of thy sovereign good- 
ness.

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4. Ah! withdraw then your body from such

Apply your soul to know and acknowledge him 
by such exercises, as shall be requisite for that 
purpose. — Employ diligently the means which 

} ron have in the church to save your soul, and 
ove Almighty God. — Yes, 0 my God, I will be 
diligent in prayer; I will hear thy holy word; 
and put in practice thine inspirations and coun- 
sels. 

Conclusion . 1. Thank God for the knowledge 
which he hath now given you of your duty, and 
for the benefits hitherto received. 2. Offer him 
your heart, with all your resolutions.

• 2. Consider your evil inclinations, and how for 
you have followed them; and by these two points, 
you shall find that your sins are greater in num- 
ber than the hairs of your head; yea, than the 
sands of the sea.

* God: which is a general sin, and extends 
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itself over all the rest, making them infinitely 
more enormous. Consider, then, how many bene- 
fits God hath bestowed upon you, and how you 
have abused them all in prejudice of the Giver:

you despised! How many good motions have 
you made unprofitable! But above all, how 
many times have you received the sacraments! 
And where are the fruits of it! What is become 
of all those precious jewels, with which your 
dear spouse adorned you! All these have been 
buried under your iniquities. With what prepa- 
rations have you received them! Think on tnis 
ingratitude, that, God having run so fhr afte ■ 
you, you have run from him to lose yourself. 

Affections and Resolutions. 1. Be confounded at 
your misery . O my God! How dare 1 appear 
before thine eyes? Alas ! I am but the corrup- 
tion of the world, and a very sink of sin and 
ingratitude. Is it possible that I have been so 
disloyal, as not to have left any one of my senses, 
or any one of the powers of my soul, which 1 have 
not corrupted, violated, or defiled! And that 
not so much as one day of my life has passed, in 
which I have not brought forth such wicked 
effects? Is it thus that 1 have recompensed the 
benefits of my Creator, and the precious blood of 
my Redeemer! 

2. Crave pardon, and cast yourself at the feet of 
your Lord, like the prodigal child, like a penitent 
Magdalen, or like a woman that has denied her 
marriage-bed with all kinds of adultery. Have 
mericy, O Lord, upon this poor sinner! Alas! O 
living fountain of compassion, have pity on this 
wretch. 

3. Resolve to live better. No, O Lord, never 
more, with the help of thy grace, never* more 
will I abandon myself to sin. Alas! I have 
loved it too much: now I detest it, and embrace 
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thee. 0, Father of mercy, I -will live and die in 

thee! . — 

4. To expiate my past sins, I will accuse my- 
self of them courageously; and will not leave one 
unbanished from my heart. 

5. I will use all possible endeavours to extir- 

pate all the roots or sin out of my heart ; and, in 
particular, such and such vices, to which 1 am 
most inclined. _ ... , ,, 

6. To accomplish this. I will constantly em- 
brace the means which shall be recommended to 
me; and think that I have never done enough to 
repair such grievous offences. 

Conclusion. 1. Give God thanks for expecting 
your amendment till this hour; and bless him 
that he hath given you these affections. 

2. Offer him up your heart, that you may put 
them in execution. 3. Desire him to strengthen 
you, &c. Our Father , Hail Mary , I believe m 
God] $c. Make your little nosegay of devotion 
as above.

Considerations. 1. Consider the uncertainty of 
the day of your death. 0 my soul, thou must 
one day go out of this body; but when shall that 
day be! Shall it be in winter or in summer? In 
city or in country! By day or by night? Shall 
it be suddenly, or no notice given thee! By sick- 
ness or by accident? Shalt thou have leisure to 
make thy confession? Shalt thou have the assds- 
tance of thy ghostly father? Alas! of all this we 
know nothing at all. Only certain it is, that 
we shall die, and that perhaps sooner than ‘w© 
imagine. 
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2. Consider that then the world shall end in 
regard to you; for it will last no longer to you; 
it will turn upside down, before your eyes: for 
then the pleasures and vanities, the worldly joys 
and fond affections of our life, will seem to us 
shadows and airy clouds. — Ah wretch! for what 
toys and trifles have 1 offended God! You shall 

1 then see that for a mere nothing you have for- 
saken him. On the contrary, devotion and good 
works will then seem to you sweet and delight- 
ful. 0 why did I not follow this lovely and 
pleasant path! The sins which before seemed 
very little, will appear as big as mountains, and 
your devotion very small. 

3. Consider the long and languishing farewell » 
your soul will then give this world: she will then 
take her leave of riches, vanities, and all idle 
company; of pleasures, pastimes, friends, and 
neighbours; of kindred, children, husband and 
wife: in short of every creature; and finally of 
her own body, which she will leave pale, hideous, 
and loathsome. 

4. Consider, with what huirying they will carry 
away this body, to cover it under the earth: 
which done, the world will think no more of you, 
than you have thought of others. God’s peace 
be with him, they will say, and that is all. O 
death, how void art thou of regard or pity ! 

5. Consider how the soul, being departed from 
the body, taketh her way to the right-hand, or to 
the left. Alas! whither shall you^’s go? What 
way shall it take? No other than that which it 
began here in this world. 

Affections and Resolutions . 1. Pray to God. and 
cml yourself into his arms . Alas! 0 my Lord, re- 
ceive me into thy protection at that dreadful 
day! make that hour happy and favourable to 
me; and rather let all the other days of my life 
be sad and sorrowful! 

% Despise the world . Since then I know not tha 
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hour, in which I must leave thee, O wretdiod 
world! I will no more set my heart upon thee. O 
my dear friends and relations! pardon me if I 
love you no more, but with a noly friendship, 
which may last eternally: for, why should I 
unite myself to you, so as to be forced to break 
and dissolve that knot! 

3. I will then prepare myself against that hour, 
and take all possible care to end this journey 
happily. I will secure the state of my conscience 
to the utmost of my ability, and take present or- 
der for the amendment of such and such defects. 

Conclusion. Give thanks to God for these re- 
solutions, which he has given you. Offer them 
to his Divine Majesty. Be instant with him to 
give you a happy death, by the merits of that of 
his dearly beloved Son. Implore the assistance 
of the blessed Virgin, and of the glorified Saints.

Ponder well those weighty words. Depart , saith 
he; a word of eternal banishment against those 
miserable wretches, excluding them eternally 
from his glorious presence. He calls them cursed. 
0 my soul, how dreadful a curse; a general curse, 
including all manner of woes! an irrevocable 
curse, comprehending all time and eternity! He 
adds, into everlasting fire. Behold, 0 my heart, 
this vast eternity! O eternal eternity of pains, 
how dreadful art thou ! 

7. Consider the contrary sentence of the good. 
Chme, saith the judge: 0 sweet word of salvation, 
by which God draws ns td himself, and receives 
ns into the bosom of his goodness! Blessed of m* 
Father; O dear blessing, which comprehends all 
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happiness! Possess the kingdom prepared for you 
from the foundation of the world: O good God. 
what excess of bounty! for this kingdom shall 
never have an end. 

Affections and Resolutions . 1. Tremble, 0 my 

soul, at the remembrance of those things. 0 my 
God, who shall secure me in that day, when the 
pillars of heaven shall tremble for fear] 

. 2. Detest your sins, which only can condemn 
you on that dreadful day. 

3. Ah! wretched heart of mine , resolve to amend. 
0 Lord, I will judge myself now, that I may not 
be judged then. I will examine my conscience, 
and condemn myself. I will accuse and chastise 
myself, that the eternal Judge may not condemn 
me in that dreadful day. I will therefore confess 
my sins; accept of all necessary advice, &c. 

Conclusion. Tliank God, who hath given you 
means to provide for that day, and time to do 
penance.— Offer him your heart, to perform it. 
Pray him to give you grace, duly to accomplish 
it.

Make your spiritual nosegay for all the day.

I will therefore use this or that endeavour to 
avoid sin, which only can bring me to this eternal 
death.

way, hinder the lustre of the stars or moon; and 
then say boldly, that all this put together is 
nothing in comparison with the excellent beauty 
of the heavenly paradise. Oh! how this lovely 
place is to be desired! Oh l how precious is this 
city! 

2. Consider the glory, beauty, and multitude 
of the inhabitants in this blessed country: those 
millions of millions of angels, cherubim, and 
seraphim: those troops of apostles, prophets, 
martyrs, confessors, virgins, and holy matrons.

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INSTRUCTIONS AND DEVOTIONS 

FOR 

HEARING MASS. 


INSTRUCTIONS. 

Maw has at all timet been required to ‘dedicate one day in seven in an 
eepeeial manner to the worship of his Maker. Under the Jewish dis- 
pensation this was the Sabbath or seventh day of the week, but under 
the New Law the obligation has been transferred from the Sabbath to 
the Sunday. The Church of God has also, by virtue of the power given 
to her by Jesus Christ, appointed certain other days in the year to be 
kept holy ; and, to the end that we may duly comply with these obli- 
gations, she earnestly exhorts all the faithful to assist at the whole of 
the public service, and command* their attendance at the adorable sacri- 
fice of the altar, on all Sundays and Holydays. The Christian, who 
reflects that the object of these sacred ordinances is tire attainment of 
eternal salvation, will need no other motive to attend to the short In- 
structions contained in the three following sections, in the Jirst of which 
he will be taught what the Mate is. andjbr what ends it is otflred : in the 
second he will be instructed in the public ceremonies of the Church, 
chiefly as they relate to the holy sacrifice and in the third he will find 
devotions at Mass. 


SECT. I. 

What the Mast is, andjbr what ends it is to be qffhred. 

1. From the beginning of the world the servants of God were 
always accustomed to oner sacrifice to him, by way of acknow- 
ledging his sovereignty, and paying their homage to him: and in all 
ancient religions, true or false, this worship of sacrifice was always 
looked upon as a most solemn act of religion, due to the deity that 
they worshipped. 

k. In the Jaw of nature, and in the law of Moses, there was a great 
variety of sacrifices: some bloody, in which the victim was slain, others 
unbloody : some were ealled holocausts or whole burnt -^[brings, In which 
the whole host or victim was consumed in fire upon God’s altar, for his 
honour and glory ; others were called sin trfptringt, which were offered 
for sins : others were offerings of thanksgiidng ; others, in fine, were 
pacific or peace-qffirtngs, which were offered for obtaining favours of 
God ; the word peace, in the scripture style, signifying all manner of 
good and prosperity. 

8. All these sacrifices of the law of nature, and of the law of Moses, 
were of themselves but weak and needy elements, and only figures of » 
• sacrifice to come, r is. that of Jesus Christ ; in consideration of which 
sacrifice only, and of the faith of the offerers, by which they believed, 
in the Redeemer to come, those ancient sacrifices were then accepted 
by the divine Majesty, when they were accompanied with the inyrard 
sacrifice of the heart: hut not for any intrinsio worth or dignity of the 
things offered; for no other blood but the blood of Christ could fresh 
uu sins.— Hence in tbs 88th Psalm spoken in the person of G Mriet 
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Ms YtCher. we read, ^arripet and oMatisn thou didst not desire, but m 
Zluthoukast fitted to me.— <*o St. Paul reads it, Heb. x. ft.) Bumtoffir. 
*£and Hn-tfMnv thou didst not require: then said I B ‘ hoJ */ t 
rive us to understand, tliat by reason of tli* insufficiency of the sacrU 
Sees of the old law, Christ himself would come to be our sacrifice, and 
would offer up hi* own body and blood for us. 

4. Accordingly our Saviour Jesus Christ , at the time appointed by hi* 
Tkther having taken flesh for ns, was pleased to offer hilneelf a sacrifice 
for us all dying upon the cross for the sins of the whole world. By this 
mte offering we were completely redeemed, inasmuch as our ransom 
was paid and all mercy, grace, and salvation were purchased for ns. 
Neither can there now be any need of his dying any more, or purchas- 
ing any other graces for us than those for which he has already paid the 

j ] Nevertheless, for the daily •pftieaHo a of this one eternal redemp- 
tion to our soul, and that the mercy, grace, and salvation, which he has 
purchased for us, may be actually communicated to us. he not only 
continually appears in our behalf in the sanctuary of heaven, there 
representing and offering to bis Father his death and passion for us; 
but he also instituted the blessed Eucharist, the night before his passion, 
in which he has bequeathed us his body and blood under the sacra- 
mental veils, not only to be received by us as a sacrament, for the 
food and nourishment of eur souls ; but also to be ottered and presented 
by his ministers to his father (mystically broken and shed) as a sacri- 
fice- no t by way of a new death, but by way of a standing memorial ot 
hit death- a daily celebration and representation of his death to God, 
sad an application to our souls of the fruits of it. 

«. This Eucharistic sacrifice of the body sod blood of Christ, dally 
offered under the forms of bread and wine, in remembrance of his pas- 
sion is what we call the Mats. This is the solemn liturgy of the ca- 
tholic church. This is that pure offering which is made to «od in every 
piace among the Gentiles according to the prophecy of Matacki, i, 10, ll. 
By this Christ is a priest for ever according to the order of Melchitedec 
Ps. civ. whose sacrifice was bread and wine, Gen. vv. 

7 This sacrifice of the mass is the same in substance with that which 
Christ offered for us upon the cross; because both the Victbrn qffbred, and 
the priest or principal Offi'er, is the same Jesus Christ. The difference 
k only in* the manner of ihe offering; because, upon the cross, our 
Saviour offered himself in such a manner, as really to shed his blood 
and die for us* whereas now he does not really shed his blood, or die 
any more. And therefore this is called an unbloody sacrifice; and that 
of the cross a bloody sacrifice. 

& By reason of this near alliance which this sacrifice of the mass has 
with the sacrifice of the cross, it completely answers all the different 
of sacrifice and that in a manner infinitely moro perfect than any 
of the ancient sacrifices. Christ is here both Priest and Victim repre- 
senting in Person, and offering up his death and passion to his Father : 
FirstTfi-r the adoration, praise, honour, and glory of the divine Majesty. 
Kecundlv iu thanksgiving for all hie benefits. Thirdly, for obtaining 
pardon for our sins. Fourthl y , for obtaining grace and sal ration for us, 
by tbe merits of that same death and passion. And therefore this 
sacrifice in order to all these ends, must be infinitely beyond all the 
Motuusts, thank-offerings, sin-offenngs, and peace-o (faring* o£ the an- 

'Tl^is sacrifice of the mass, then, is offeredup to God, in the •atboBe 
church, first a* a daily remembrance of the passion of Christ: Do ’ <*«• 
Z™Srnm£orotioH of me, St. Luke , xxii. Secondly, A. a most eo\M>u 
•oSr*M|pof She divine Majesty. Thirdly, As a most acceptable thank 
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gMng to God, 'from -whence it has th« nameof Eucharist. Fourthly, A. 
a moit powerful meui to move God to show mercy to us in the Jbr 
gtvsness qfotft sins ; for which reason we call it propitiatory. And lastly 
As a moat effectual way to obtain of God all that we want, coming t> 
him (as we here do) with Christ and through Christ. 

10. For these ends both priests and people ought to offer up the sac 
rifice of' the mass : the priest, as Christ's minister, and in hie person 
and the people by the hands of the priest ; and both the one and th 
other by the hands of the great High Priest Jesus Christ. And writ] 
this offering of Christ’s, both the one and the other pught to make s 
total offering of themselves also by his hands, and in union with him . 

11. Hence the best devotion for hearing mass, is that which has fo 
its object the passion of Christ , and which tends to unite the soul u 
Christ, and through him to his Father ; and which most perfectly an 
ewers all the other ends of this sacrifice, viz, the adoration of God 
thanksgiving for all his benefits, the obtaining pardon for all our sine, 
and grace in all our necessities. 

SECT. II. 

The Public Ceremonies of the Church. 

Although the homage, which man owes to his Creator, so essentially 
consists in the interior dispositions of the soul, that without these all 
outward worship is unprofitable and vain, yet the constitution of our 
nature is such as to require external signs and ceremonies, which may 
operate through the medium of the bodily senses upon our souls, and 
elevate them to God. To this end, then , are directed all the ceremonies 
of the Church, and it is the Cliristian’s duty to learn to use them accord- 
ingly. Hence, 

I. The oustom of placing a vessel containing blessed or holv watkr at 
the entrance of the Church has been handed down to us from the Apos- 
tolic age. Into this the faithful dip the fingers of the right hand, and 
form upon themselves the sign of the cross, repeating at the same time 
the invocation of the ever-blessed Trinity. As writer denotes purity 
and innocence, by using it on entering the place of worship, w« are ad- 
monished with what cleanliness of heart and hand we should appear 
in the presence of our Maker. 

• *. The new as nut atom, which we make upon ourselves in using hoi y 
water as well as an many other occasions, is a sign or ceremony in 
which wilh St. Paul [Gal. vi. 14.] we should place our greatest hap- 
piness and glory, as being a striking memorial of the sufferings and 
death of our Redeemer, that mystery whence are derived all our hopes 
for mercy, grace and salvation. By the words that accompany this 
oetemony we are no less forcibly reminded that the God whom we 
serve, although one in nature, exists in three persons really distinct from 
each other. 

3. The first object that arrests the Christian's notice on entering the 
Church, is the altar with its tabernacle and crucifix. The aj.tar Is the 
place of sacrifice— as it were another Calvary, whereon is celebrated, as 
Christ ordained, the memorial of his passion and death by the clean and 
unbloody sacrifice of his body and blood. Upon the altar we always 
have a cnucirix, or image of our Saviour upon the cross, that, as the 
Mass is said in remembrance of Christ’s passion and death, both priest 
and people may have before their eyes, during this sacrifice, the image 
which puts them in mind of his passion and death.— The tabkhnaojc 
contains certain particles of the consecrated species. It is to Jesus 
Christ, therefore, truly present within the tabernacle that we bend the 

ee in homage and adoration, when we enter or depart from th» 
wch. 
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4 With regard to the wtuexts In -which the Priest says mass , w« 
Most observe, that, as the mass represents the passion of Chritt, and the 
***** there officiates. In hit person, so these vestments in -which he 
officiates, represent those, -with -which CArirtwas ignominiously clothed 
st the time of his passio n. J hns the Amice represents the cloth or mg 
with which the Jews mafflw our Saviour's face, when at every blow 
they bid him prophesy who it was that struck him. St. Luke , xxii. 64 . 
The Alb represents the white garment with which he was vested by 
Berod. The Girdle Maniple , and Stole , represent the cords and bands 
with which he waq bound in the different stages of his passion. The 
Chasuble, or out-Ward vestment, represents the purble garment, with 
which he was clothed ss a mock King: upon the back of which there 
is a cross, to represent that which Christ bore on his sacred shoulders j 
lastly, the priest’s Tonsure or crown, is to represent the crown of thorns 
which our Saviour wore. 


Moreover, as in the old law, the priests, that were wont to officiate hi 
in the sacred functions, had, by the appointment of God, vestments as- 
signed for that purpose, as well for the greater decency and solemnity 
or the divine worship, as to signify and represent the virtues which God 
required of his ministers : so it was proper, that, in the chnrch of the 
Kern Testament, Christ’s ministers should in their sacred functions be 
distLigulshed, in like manner, from the laity by their sacred vest- 
Bents: which might also represent the virtues which God requires in 
them. Thus the Amice, which is first put upon the head, represents di- 
Tine hope, which the apostle calls the helmet <f salvation ; the Alb, inno- 
cence of life ; the Girdle, (with which the loins are begirt), purify and 
chastity ; the Maniple (which is put on the left arm) patient suffiritig of 
the labours of this mortal life ; the' Stole, the sweet yoke of Christ, to 
Nj borne in this life, in order to a happy immortality; in fine, the 
Chasuble, which is uppermost, and covers all the rest, represents the 
virtue of charity. 

In these vestments the church makes use of five colours, viz. the 
vkite on the feasts of our Lord, of the B. Virgin, of the angels, and of 
»hs saints that were not martyrs ; the red on the feasts of Pentecost, of 
the finding and the exaltation of the cross, and of the apostles and 
martyrs ; the purple, which is the penitential colour, in the peniten- 
tial times of Advent and Lent, and upon Vigils and Ember-days ; the 
pm on most of the other Sundays and Ferias throughout tbie year:, 
and the black on Good-Frulny , and in the masses for the dead. 

6. There are always i.iqiit*d candles upon the altar during mass, as 
veil to honour the victory and trinmph of our Great King by these 
lights, which are tokens of our joy and of his glory, as to denote the 
fight of faith, with which we are to approach to him. 

4. A small ssu. i« rung occasionally during mass. This serves to give 
notice to such aa cannot see the altar, of certain more solemn parts of 
A* sacrifice, to recall the wandering mind from distraction, and to ex - 
cit« all to greater fervonr of devotion. 

7. Incense, which > “vised in solemn or high masses, is symbolical of 
F*»yvr, according to that of holy David; Let my prayer, O Lord, be <H- 
mtmlas incense in thy sight. 


SECTION in. 


The Manner of hearing Mast. 

When von are going to hear mass, let your first caro be to endeavour 
Is recollect vooraelf, as well a* you can, by calling home your wan 
fcrine thoiiirhts, and taking them off from all other business ar 
-nrrrna Imagine that jrou hear within you the sweet voice of y< 
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Saviour, inviting you to es*»e to hi* merit*, a*4 to unite youmlf to 

^Ea your way to the ehnreh or chapel, put yourself in epirit in the 
company of the blessed Virgin, and the oAier piou* women going to 
mount Calvary, to be preseat at the passion ana death of our Lord, 
Represent vour Saviour as carrying bfs cross before you, to be >mnao- 
lated thereon for your sins, 'and bewail these sins of yours, as thn 
causes of all his sufferings. . . ,» , ,, . 

When you enter the church or chapel, humble yourself profoundly uj 
the presence of God, whose house you come into; and if the Weaeed 
sacrament be kept there, adore your Saviour upon your bended kneea. 
At tak ing of holy water, make the sign of the cross upon yourself, beg 
pardon for your sins, and humbly crave that you may be washed and 
cleansed from them by the blood of the Lamb. 

Choose, as much as you can. a place to kneel in, where you may b* 
teost recollected, and least disturbed. There represent to yourself, 
bv a lively faith, the majesty of God, and humbly beg hia mercy and 
grace, that you may assist at this tremendous sacrifice in the manner 
you ought. *

may either recite with him, or pray as follow*.

the cross: first, for thine own honour, 
praise, adoration, and glory : secondly, in 
remembrance of his death and pas$ton ;

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thirdly, in thanksgiving for all thy bless- 
ings bestowed on him and on his whole 
church, whether triumphant in heaven or 
militant on earth, and especially for those 
bestowed on me, the most unworthy of 
all: fourthly, for obtaining pardon and 
remission of all my sins, and of those of 
all others, whether living or dead, for 
whom I ought to pray ; and lastly, for 
obtaining all graces and blessings both 
for myself, and for thy whole chuTch. 
Oh ! be thou pleased to assist me in such 
manner by thy grace, that I may behave 
myself this day as I ought to do in thy 
divine presence, and that I may so comme- 
morate the death and passion of thy Son, 
as to partake most plentifully of the fruits 
of it* Through the same Jesus Christ, 
our Lord* Amen. 
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A Prayer at the Confiteor . 

0 BLESSED Trinity, one God, Fa- 
ther, Son, and Holy Ghost, prostrate 
in spirit before thee, I here confess, in the 
sight of the whole court of heaven, and of 
all thy faithful, mine innumerable trea- 
sons against thy divine Majesty. I have 
sinned, O Lord, I hawa sinned s I have 
grievously offended thee through the whole 
course of my life, in thought, word, and 
deed ; and therefore am most unworthy 
to lift mine eyes to heaven, or so much as 
to name thy sacred name: how much 
more am I unworthy to appear here in 
thy sanctuary, and to assist among thine 
angels at these heavenly mysteries, which 
require so much purity; because Jesus 
Christ himself is here in person both Priest 
and Victim ! But, O my God, thy mer- 
cies are above all thy works, and thou 
wilt not despise a contrite and humble 
heart : and therefore I here venture to 
come into thy temple, and with the poor 
publican, and, as I hope, with the same 
penitential spirit, I strike my breast and 
say, O God, be merciful to me a shiner, O 
God, be merciful to me a sinner, G God; be 
merciful to me a sinner. And I humbly 
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hope to find this mercy which I crave, 
through that passion and death which is 
here celebrated. O fountain of mercy, 
grant this mercy to me and to all poor * 
sinners. Amen. 


After the ConSteor the priest goes up to the altar, laying. Take 
may from us, me beseech thee, O Lord, our iniquities, that we may be worthy 
to enter with pure minds into the holy qf holies . through Christ our Lord, 
Amen, Say the same with him : and -when he kisses the altar as a figure 
of Christ, and the seat of the sacred mysteries, make an act of love of 
yonr divine Saviour, and embrace his feet with ap humble and tender 
affection. 

When the priest is come up to tha altar, he goes to the hook, and 
there reads what is called the Introit or Entrance of the mass, which is 
different every day, and is generally an anthem taken ont of the scrip- 
tnre, with the first verse of one of the Psalms, and the Glory be to tue 
Father, Ac. to glorify the blessed Trinity. 

A Prayer at the Introit . 


G RANT, O Lord, that we may be truly 
prepared for offering this great sacri- 
fice to thee this day ; and because our 
sins alone can render U3 displeasing to 
thee, therefore we cry aloud to thee for 
mercy. Glory he to the Father, &c. 


The priest returns to the middle of thg altar, and says alternately with 
the clerk, the Kyrie eleison, or lord, have mercy on vs, which is said three 
times to God the Fsther; three times Christe eleison, or Chriit have 
mercy on vs, to God the Son ; anil three times again Kyrie eleison, to God 
the Holy Ghost. Join iu this fsequent calling for mercy : but let it be 
with » truly contrite and htuntile heart. 


After the Kyrie e/eison, the priest recites the Gloria in excel sis, or 
Gton, to God on h , ,\r which is an excellent hymn and prayer to God, 
the beginning of which was tung by the angels at the birth of Christ. 
Join in this hea verily hymn, and excite in your soul the affections which 
it expresses. 

The Gloria in JExcelcis . 

G LORY to God on high, and on earth 
peace to men of good-will* 
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praise thee, we bless thee, we adore thee, 
we glorify thee, we give thee thanks for 
thy great glory. O Lord God, O heavenly 
King, O God the Father Almighty, O 
Lord Jesus Christ, the only-begotton Son, 
O Lord God, O Lamb of God, O Son of 
the Father, O thou who takest away the 
sins of the world, have mercy on us : O 
thou who takest away the sins of the 
world, hear our prayer : O thou who sit- 
test at the right-hand of the Father, have 
mercy on us : for thou alone art holy, 
thou alone art Lord, thou, alone art Most 
High, O Jesus Christ, together with the 
Holy Ghost, in the glory of God the Fa- 
ther.

N, B. This being a hymn of joy. is omitted in the muoee of requiem 
for the dead, and in the masses of the Sundays and Fori as or the pen- 
itential times of Advent and Lent, die. 

At the end of the Gloria in exeelsis, the priest hisses the altar, and 
turning to the people, says, Dominut vohiecirm, Tfn Lord be with .your 
Answer, F,t cum tmritu tuo. And with thy tpirit. As often as this salu- 
tation is repeated, pray that our Lord may be always with you, with 
his ministers, and with his people, by directing and a ssi s ti n g all -with 
his heavenly grace. 

The priest returns to the book, and; says, Ortmtu, Let u » pray, and 
then raids the collect or collects of the day, conoludlug them wuh the 
usual termination. Per Dominut notinon, ore. Through our Lord deans 
Christ. <Jrc. with which the .Church commonly concludes all her pray- 
ers. Whilst the Priest is reading the collects you may thus join with 
him. 

A Prayer at the Collects . 

0 ALMIGHTY and eternal God, we 
humbly beseech thee mercifully to 
give ear to the prayers here offered thee 
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by thy servant in the name of thy whole 
church, . and in behalf of ns thy people.

Tl»# collect* being ended, the priest lay* hi* hands upon the book, 
and reads the epistle or lesson of the day. At thn end of which the 
•lerk answers, Deo gratiae.Thankt be to God, namely, for the, heavenly 
doctrine there delivered. Then follow some verses or sentences of scrip, 
tore, called tb« gradual, which are every day different. During the 
epistle and gradual you may pray thus : 

A Frayer at the Epistle . 

T IlOU hast vouchsafed, O Lord, to 
teach us thy sacred truths by the pro- 
phets and apostles ; Oh ! grant that we 
may so improve by their doctrine and ex- 
amples in the love of thy holy name, and 
of thy holy law, that we may show forth 
by our lives whose disciples we axe ; that 
we may no longer follow the corrupt in- 
clinations of flesh and blood, but master 
all out passions; that we may be ever 
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directed by thy light, and strengthened by 
thy grace, to walk in the way of thy com- 
mandments, and to serve thee with clean 
hearts. Through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

A Prayer at the Gradual . 

H OW wonderful, O Lord, is thy name 
in the whole earth! I will bless 
thee, O Lord, at all times; thy praise 
shall ever be in my mouth. Be thou my 
God and Protector for ever ; I will put 
my whole trust in thee ; O let me never 
be confounded. 


After thi* the hoot is removed to the other side of the altar, in order 
to the rending of the gospel of the day : which removal of the book re- 
presents the passing from the preaching of the old law (figured by the 
lesson or epistle) to the gospel of Jesus Christ published by the preach- 
ers of the new law. The priest, before he reads the gospel, stand* 
awhile bowing down before the middle of the altar, begging of God, in 
secret, to cleanse his heart and his lips, that he may be worthy to de- 
clare those heavenly words. You may at the same time ask of God, 
that he would ooen your ears and heart, that these divine lessons may 
sink deeply int* yonr sonl. 

At the beginr>ng of the gospel the priest greets the people with the 
usual salutation, Dominut Volntcum, the Lord he with you, and then tell* 
out of which of the evangelists the gospel is taken, saying, Scqucntia S. 
Evangel ii secundum, ft a. that is, What follows ie qf the Holy Gospel , ac- 
cording to St. &e. at which words both priest and people make the sign 
of thte cross: first, npon their foreheads, to signify that they are not 
ashamed of the cross of Christ, and his doctrine : secondly, upon their 
months, to signify that they will ever profess it in their words: and 
thirdly, upon their breasts, to signify that they will always keep it in 
.their hearts. The clerk answers, Gloria tibi, Domine, Glory be to thee, O 
Lord. 

At thegcspel stand up, to deelare, by that posture, your readiness to 
go and do whatsoever you shall be commanded by your Saviour in his 
gospel: and if yon have not the convenience of reading it, or otherwise 
attending to it, you may pray as follow*. 


A Prayer at the Gospel . 

0 LORD Jesus Christ, who earnest 
down from heaven to instruct us in 
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all truth, and continuest daily to teach us 
by thy holy gospel, and the preachers of 
thy word: grant me grace, that I may 
not be wanting in any care necessary for 
• being instructed in thy saving truths : let 
f me be as industrious for my soul, as I am 
I for my body ; that while I take pains in 
I the affairs of this world, I may not, 
through stupidity or neglect, let my soul 
starve and perish everlastingly. Let the 
rules of the gospel be the direction of my 
life, that I may not only know thy will, 
but likewise do it ; that I may observe 
thy commandments, and, that resisting 
all the inclinations of corrupt nature, I 
may ever follow thee, who art the Way, 
die Truth, and the Life ; for thus only can 
I be thy true disciple ; and thus only, O 
Jesus, canst thou be my master. 

At the end of the gospel the cleric answer*, Layt tibi Chrirtt, Prone 
k to thee, O Christ. And the priest kisses the b<4ok in reverence to 
those sacred words which he has been reading out of it. Then upon all 
Aradays and many other festival days, standing in the middle of the 
akar, be recites the Nlcene creed, kneeling down at these words, He 
m$m*d e man, in reverence to the great mystery of our Lord's inckr* 
■Kan. *

And having rend in the book a ven,e or scntmco 
of the scripture, which is called the Offertory, end is every dav differ. 
enL lie uncovers the chalice, and taking in liis hand the paten or little 
pUte, offers up the bread to God : then going to tha comer of the altar 
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to take* the win*, and pour* it into the ehalice, and mingle* with it a 
■BiQ quantity of weier, in remembrance of the blood and water that 
toned out of oar Saviour*! side , after which be return* to the middle 
of the altar, and offers up the chalice. During the offertory you may 
pray thus:

A CCEPT, O eternal Father, this offer- 
ing which is here m%de to thee by 
fhy minister, in the name of ns all here 
present/ and of thv whole church.

r the offering of live chalice, the pTiest bowing down beg* that 
jexihee, wbicn be desires to offer with a contrite and humble 
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heart, may find acceptance with God, and blearing the bread and vine 
with the sign of the cross, he invokes the author of all sanctity to sanc- 
tify the offering. You may join with him Mid say, 

I N a contrite heart and humble spirit 
let us he accepted by thee, O Lord: 
and so let our sacrifice he made in thy 
sight this day, that it may please thee, O 
Lord God. 

Come, O almighty and eternal God, the 
sanctifier, and bless this sacrifice prepa- 
red for thy holy name. 


At the end of the offertory, the priest goes to the corner of the altar, 
and washes the tips of his fingers, to denote the cleanness and punty of 
soul with which we ought to approach to these divine mysteries, saying 
iAtvabo, he. 1 rvHl wash my hands among the innocent , and I mill compass 
thine altar, O Uri. fleo. Psalm xxv. 6. Then returning to tho middle 
of the altar, and there bowing down, he begs of the blessed Trinity to 
receive this oblation in memory of the passion, resurrection, and ascen- 
sion, of our Lord Jesus Christ, and for an honourable commemoration 
of the blessed Virgin, and of the saints, that they may intercede for us 
in heaven, whose memory we celebrate on earth. You may thus join 
with him : 


A Prayer at the Lavabo , or washing the 
fingers, 

O H ! what cleanness and purity of 
heart ought we to bring with us to 
this great sacrifice! but, alas! I am a 
poor unclean sinner. Oh ! wash me, dear 
Lord, from all the stains of sin in the blood 
of the Lamb, that I may be worthy to be 
present at these heavenly mysteries.

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A Prayer when the Priest stands homng 
down at the middle of the Altar .

To -would do well to pray as he 
desires, and say with the clerk, 

M AY the Lord receive the sacrifice 
from thy hands, to the praise and 
glory of his own name, for our benefit, and 
that of all his holy church. 

Then the priest says, in a low -voice, the prayers called Secreta, which 
correspond to the collects of the day, and are different every day 
Daring which, you may pray, as fpllows : 

A Prayer at the Secreta. 

M ERCIFULLY hear our prayers, O 
Lord, aud graciously accept this ob- 
lation which we thy servants make to 
hee ; and as we offer it to the honour of 
ihy name, so may it be to us a means of 
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obtaining thy grace here, and life ever- 
lasting hereafter.

Digni.m 
etiusium est. It is meet and just. Then the priest recites the Preface, (so 
called because it serves as an introduction to the canon of the mass) id

But acknowledging our great un- 
worthiness and innumerable sins, for which 
we are heartily sorry, and humbly beg thy 
pardon, we dare not venture to approach 
thee otherwise than in company of thy 
Son, our Advocate and Mediator, Jesus 
Christ, whom thou hast given us to be 
both our High Priest and Sacrifice. With 
liim, therefore, and through him, we ven- 
ture to offer thee this sacrifice: to his 
most sacred intentions we desire to unite 
ours; and with this offering which he 
makes of himself, we desire to make an. 
offering of our whole being to thee. With 
him, and through him, we beseech thee to 
exalt thy holy Catholic church throughout 
the whole world ; to maintain her in peace, 
unity, holiness, and truth ; to have mercy 
on thy servant N. our chief bishop, N. our 
prelate, N. our King, and on all that truly 
fear thee ; on our pastor, [parents, chil- 
dren,] friepds and benefactors, &c. on all 
those whom we have in any way scanda- 
lized, injured, or offended, or for whom we 
are in any other way bound to pray ; on 
all that are in their agony, or under violent 
temptations, or other necessities, corporal 
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ot spiritual 5 on all our enemies ; and, in 
a word, on all poor sinners ; that we may 
be all converted to thee, and find mercy, 
through Jesus Christ, thy Son ; through 
whom we hope one day to be admitted 
into the company of all thy saints and elect, 
whose memory we here celebrate, whose 
prayers we desire, and with whom we com- 
municate in these holy mysteries. 


Then the priest extends hi* hands, according to the ancient cere- 
mony of sacrifices, over the bread and wine, which are to be conse- 
crated into the body and blood of Christ, and begs that God would ac- 
cept of this oblation, which he makes in the name of the whole church, 
and that he would grant us peace in this life, and eternal salvation in 
the next. After which he solemnly blesses the bread and wine with 
the sign of the cross, and invokes the Almighty, that they may bo 
made to us the body and blood of his most beloved Son our Lord Jesns 
Christ. And so he proceeds to the consecration, first of the bread into 
the body of our Lora, and then of the wine into his blood; which con- 
secration is made by Christ’s own words, pronounced in his name and 
person by the priest, and is the most essential part of this sacrifice ; be- 
cause thereby the body and blood of Christ, are really exhibited and 
presented to God, and Christ is mystically immolated. Immediately 
after the consecration follows the Elevation, first of the host, then of 
the chalice, in remembrance of Christ’s elevation upon the cross. At 
the elevation of the chalice, the prieet recites these words of Christ : 
At often as ye do these things, ye shall do Ikemjbr a commemoration of me. 
Then he goes on making » solemn commemoration of the passion, 
resurrection, and nf

by these sacred mysteries, we may obtain 
mercy, grace, and peace, in this life, and 
eternal happiness in the next. 

At the Elevation of the Host . 

(From the Sarum IfTmlV) 

H AIL eternally, most sacred fiesli of 
Christ, to me before all, and above 
all, sweetness supreme ! The Body of our 
Lord Jesus Christ be to me, a sinner, the 
way and the life !

At the Elevation of the Chalice . 

H AIL eternally, heavenly drink, to 
me before all, and above all, sweet- 
ness supreme ! The Body and Blood of 
our Lord J esus Christ profit me a sinner, 
as an eternal remedy, unto life everlast- 
ing ! Amen. 

A Prayer after the Eletoation. 

L OOK down now, O Lord, we beseech 
thee, upon this sacred victim which 
was once offered to thee upon the cross, 
and is now daily offered to thee. Re- 
member that thine cnly-begotten Son. for 
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us poor sinners, was conceived and born 
into this world ; that he suffered a bitter 
agony and sweat of blood ; for us he was 
betrayed into the hands of sinners, buffeted, 
spit upon, and in many ways abused ; for 
us he was scourged at a pillar, crowned 
with thorns, and nailed to a cross ; for us 
he died, and for us he triumphed over 
death by his resurrection, and he opened 
heaven for us by his ascension.

been an occasion of their sins ; such as are in the greatest want of 

S syers, or have none to pray for them : in fine, all such as God would 

▼e you particularly to pray for ; and conclude with the priest. 


T O these, O Lord, and to all that rest 
in Christ, grant, we beseech thee, a 
place of refreshment, light, and peace. 
Through the same Christ our Lord. Amen. 

After this Memento, or Commemoration of the Dead, the priest 
raising his voice a little, and striking his breast, says. Nobit quoqne pec- 
cataribui, <$c. And alto to ut t inner t, &c. humbly craving mercy and 
pardon for his sins, and to be admitted to some part and society with 
the apostles and martyrs, through Jesus Christ. Then kneeling down, 
and taking the sacred host in his hands, he makes the Bign of the cross 
with it over the chalice, saying, Through him, and with him, and iu 
in him, is to thee, O God the Father, in the unity of the Holy Ghost, 
all honour and glory ; which last words he pronounces elevating a little 
the host and chalice from the altar, and then kneels down, saying, 
with a loud voice, Per omnia teccula tcecttlorum , For ever and ever. 
Amen. 


A Prayer at the Nobis quoque 
j>eccatoribu8 . 4 

W E humbly implore thy mercy, O 
Lord, for ourselves also; we beg 
pardon for all our sins ; we desire to detest 
them and to renounce then\ for ever. 
All our hope is in the multitude of thy 
tender mercies, from which we confidently 
expect forgiveness, through Jesus Christ ; 
and to he one day, through him, admitted 
into the company of the blessed apostles 
and martyrs, in thy heavenly paradise. 
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In tlie mean time we desire to offer thee 
daily, through him, all honour and glory. 

At the Pater noster join •with the priest in that snored prayer ; and 
•tfte conclusion of it, beg with him to be delivered from all ovils past, 
*° come * by the intercession of the blessed Virgin, 
and ell the saints, to be secured from sin, and all disturbances, through 
Jesus Christ, our Lord. 

At the Pater Noster, say , 

O UR Father, who art in heaven, hal- 
lowed be thy name: thy kingdom 
come : thy will he done on earth, as it is in 
heaven. Give us this day our daily bread : 
and forgive us our trespasses, as we forgive 
them that trespass against us ; and lead 
us not into temptation; but deliver us 
from evil.

The priest then says three short prayers, by way of preparation foi 
receiving the blessed saArament ; then kneeling down, and rising again 
he takes up the host, and striking his breast, he says tlirice, Domine, non 
turn dignus , %c. 

After the Agnus Dei , say, 

£ N saying to thine apostles^ My peace 1 
leave you, my peace I give you, thou 
hast promised, O Lord, to all thy Church, 
that peace which the world cannot give j 
peace with thee, and peace with ourselves 
Let nothing, O Lord, eYer interrupl 
this holy peace : let nothing separate in 
from thee to whom we heartily desire tc 
be united, through this blessed sacrameni 
of peace and reconciliation. Let this foot 
of angels strengthen us in every Christina

At the Domine non mm dig mis ,

L ORD, I am not worthy that thou 
shouldst enter under my roof; but 
only say the word, and my soul shall be 
headed. 


Mere, at the ringing of the bell, go tip to the milt, if yon are going to 
foramitnion. After saying the Vomiue non nm dignus , the priest makee 
the sign of the cross upon himself with the host, saying. May the Wy 
tf Of or Lord Jteus Ch rid preserve my foul to lift etxrlasting. Amen. And 
so receives it. Then after a short pause in mental prayer, he proceeds 
to the receiving of the chalice, using the like words : The blood qf our 
Lord Jet tie Christ preserve tuy soul to life everlasting . Amen. — Then fol- 
lows the communion of the people, if any are to receive. 

The devotion moat proper for the people, from the Pater noster, till 
after the priest’s communion, is to make during that time, a spiritual 
communion ; first, by a lively faith of the real presence, in tlie blessed 
sacrament, of the Lamb of God slain for our sins, and of the abundance 
of graces, which he brings with him to such as receive him worthily ; 
secondly, by an ardent dekire of partaking of this life-giving food ; 
thirdlv, by humbly acknowledging and heartily bewailing their un- 
worthiness and Bins, which hinders them from daring to approach to 
this heavenly table ; fourthly, by inflamed affections of Jove, aspiring 
after Jesus Christ, and an eternal union with him ; inviting him to 
come at least spiritnally into their souls, and to take full possession of 
all the powers of their souls, and to give them a large share iu those 
graces, which he usually bestows on the worthy communicant, &c. 
This is a devotion which may be made with great profit, not only as often ■ 
as a persou hears mass, but at any other hour in tne day ; and the often- 
cr the better. Y ou may, if you please, make use of this form ; 


A Spiritual Communion . 

O MY sweet Saviour Jesus Christ, thou 
art my Sovereign Good, the Fountain 
of all Good, my God and my All. I 
most firmly believe, that for ns sinners, 
and for onr salvation, thou wast pleased 
to come down from heaven, to thke upon 
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thee, by the mystery of thine incarnation, 
our human nature, and to become one of 
us, that so thou mightest be our High 
Priest and our Victim : I most firmly be- 
lieve, that thou offeredst thyself upon the 
cross a sacrifice for us all, after having 
suffered many cruel torments for us ; ana 
that, by thy glorious resurrection and ad- 
mirable ascension, thou hast opened the 
gates of heaven for us. I most firmly be- 
lieve, that in these sacred mysteries thou 
art truly and really present, and that thy 
sacred body and blood are here offered up 
in sacrifice, and verily and indeed received 
by the faithful in remembrance of thy 
death. Oh ! how happy are tnose souls, 
who worthily receive thee in this divine 
sacrament . Oh I what graces, what sanc- 
tity do they receive from this fountain oi 
all sanctity ! Oh ! that I were so happy 
as to approach this day to thy heavenly 
banquet, and to feed on the food of life, 
the bread of angels ! But, alas ! 1 am the 
most wretched of all sinners, who, from 
my first coming to the use of reason, til] 
this hour, have in innumerable ways of- 
fended thee, my God. My soul is over- 
spread with an universal leprosy, coverec 
on all sides with ulcers, and unclean anc 
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filthy beyond measure, and therefore infi- 
nitely unworthy to approach to the* Lord 
of all purity and sanctity. In this lament- 
able state that I am, I dare not so much 
as look up to thine altar, much less ap- 
proach to it ; hut with eyes and heart 
cast down, and with a deep sense of my 
manifold treasons and great unworthiness, 
I humbly beg pardon of thee for all my 
sins, and implore thy mercy. O merciful 
Saviour, have compassion on me, and 
suffer me at least to sigh after thee ; and 
though I am unworthy of thine embraces, 
permit me, like the penitent Magdalen, 
to present myself at least before thy feet, 
and wash them in spirit with my tears ! 
Oh ! may thy sacred blood, which thou 
hast shed foT all sinners, cleanse my poor 
soul this day from all its filth ! Oh ! come 
to me, dear Lord, in spirit, and take pos- 
session of all the powers of my soul ! Re- 
collect my memory in thee, enlighten mine 
understanding, and inflame my .will with 
thy love. Oh ! let me be thine, and thou 
mme from henceforth and for ever : and 
grant that nothing, in life or death, may 
ever separate me from thee airy more ! 
In this one prayer, hear me, O Lord, and, 
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in all things else, do with me what thon 
wilt. 

A fter the Communion, the Priest takes the ablution of wine and water 
Into the chalice, in order to consume whatever may remain of the 
consecrated species. Then covering the chalice, he goes to the hook, 
and reads a versicle of holy scripture, called the Communion, after 
which he turns about to the people, with the usual salutation, Domi- f 
iius vobiscum, and returning to the book, reads the collects or prayers, 7 
called The Post Communion.— After which he again greets the people “! 
with Dominiu vobiscum; and gives them leave to depart with, It* 
mins at ; the clerk answering. Dm Gratiot, Thanks he to God. Then 
the priest, bowing down before the altar, makes a short prayer to the 
blessed Trinity : and then, turning about to the people, gives his bless* 
ing to them all, in the name of the blessed Trinity : and so concludes 
the mass, by reading the beginning of the gospel according to St. John, 
which the people hear standing till these words, Et verbum caro factum 
at. And the wind mu made JUth • when both priest and people kneel 
down, in reverence to the mystery of Christ's incarnation. At the end 
the clerk answers Deo Gratia*, Thank * be to God. ■ The priest then re- 
turns from the altar to the sacristy, and unvests himself, reciting in • 
tlic mean time the Benedicite, or the Canticle of the three children, 
inviting all creatures in heaven and earth to praise and blest the Lord, 
After the communion of the priest you may pray as follows ; 


A Prayer after the Communion . ► 

I RETURN thee now most hearty 
thanks, O my God, through Jesus 
Christ thy Son, that thou hast been pleas- 
ed to deliver him up to death for us, and 1 
to give us his body and blood, both as a 
sacrament and a sacrifice, in these holy 
mysteries ; at which thou hast permitted 
me, a most unworthy sinner, to assist this 
day. May all heaven and earth bless 
and praise thee for ever, for all thy mer- 
cies. Oh ! pardon me, dear Lord, all my 
distractions, and the manifold negligences,

The beginning of the Gospel of St. John. 

TN the beginning was the Word, and 
* X the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God. The same was in the 
beginning with God. All things we^e 
made by him ; and without him was made 
nothing that was made. In him was life, 
and the life was the light of men ; and the 
light shineth in darkness, and the dark- 
1 ness did not comprehend it. There was 
a man sent from God, whose name was 
. John. This man came for a witness, to 
give testimony of the light, that all men 
i might believe through liim. He was not 
the light,, but was to give testimony of the 
i light. That was the true light, which em 
lightened* every man that cometh into 
this world. He was in the world, and the 
world was made by him, and the world 
, knew him not. He came into bis own, 
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and his 'own received him not. But as 
many as received him, he gave them pow- 
er to be made the sons of God ; to them 
that believe in his name, who are bom, not 
of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, nor 
of the will of man, but of God. And the 
Word was made flesh, and dwelt among 
us, (and we saw his glory, the glory as it 
were of the only begotten of the Father,'' 
full of grace and truth. 


A METHOD OF HEARING MASS, 

Which may he used by those , who are , through neces- 
sity , absent from Chapel . 

It often happens that Christians, through distance of plaee, indispo- 
sition, or other unavoidable impediments, are hindered ftrom being 
present at the great sacrifice of the Mass; in which eases it is proper 
that they should endeavour to assist thereat at least in spirit, which 
may be done with great fruit to their souls in this manner: — 

, Let them make choice of a proper time in the morning, and either 
by themselves, or, if they have a family, summoning them together, 
let them go into their oratory, and there present themselves in spirit 
♦before the altar of God: after having bewailed their misfortune in 
being kept from these heavenly mysteries, let them join themselves 
in heart and affection with all that are offering this sacrifice to God at 
that time; representing more particularly to themselves that mass 
which is then offered in the place where they commonly hear mass, 
and applying themselves to the devotions which they commonly use 
in time of hearing mass. 

■ Tims, for example: At the Confiteor, let them oonfess their sins 
with a hearty repentance ; at the Kyrie Eleison, let them cry out to 
God for mexey; at the Gloria in Kxcelsis, let them give adoration 
and glory to God ; at tl»e Collects, let them recommend to him their 
own and the church's necessities; at the Epistle and Gospel, let them 
beg God’s grace that they may conform their lives to his holy word- 
and so, in like manner, let them accommodate their devotion to all 
the other parts of the mass ; remembering always the four intentions 
of the sacrifice, the Passion of Christ, and a Spiritual Communion j 
Uniting themselves in every part of this sacrifice with Jesus Christ 
•M offering themselves to God with him and through him.

Oar moat holy Father Pope Benedict XIV. earnestly recommend* to 
the pastors of souls to repeat Acts of Faith, Hope, and Charity, and 
Contrition for sin, from the altar ■with their people, before or after 
divine service, every Sunday and Holyday; ana, to encourage the 
faithful to practise the same privately, he granted a plenary indulgence 
to every one of the faithful who shall recite them devoutly once every 
day, without interruption for n month, and on any day within that 
month shall devoutly approach to the sacraments of Penance and the 
Holy Communion, and pray for the good of the church and for peace 
among Christians. The same indulgence was confirmed by Pope Cle- 
ment XIII. 

Pope Clement XIV., April 5, 1772, embracing with his paternal 
charity all the faithful of Christ who dwell among heretics and infidels, 
and intending to promote among them the most pious and wholesome 
use of making very freauent acts of the theological virtues of Faith, 
Hope, and Charity, has been pleased to grant an indulgence of seven 
years, and of ns many quadrngeme or forty days, to every one of the 
faithful of Christ above-mentioned, for every time when, being dispos - 
ed at least by coutrition of heart, they shall attentively and devoutly 
recite the said acts ; which grant is to stand good for all future times. 
This induJgence may be applied by way of suffrage to the faithful 

parted.

human nature, he was crucified and died for us; 
that afterwards he rose again, and ascended up 
into heaven, from whence he shall come to repay 
the just everlasting glory, and the wicked ever- 
lasting punishment. Moreover, I believe what- 
soever else the Catholic churcn proposes to be 
believed, and this because God, who is the sove- 
reign Truth, which can neither deceive nor be 
deceived, has revealed all these things to this his 
church.

Neither confounding the Persons, nor dividing 
the Substance. 

For one is the Person of the Father, another of 
the Son, another of the Holy Ghost. 

But the Godhead of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost, is all one, the glory equal, 
the majesty co-eternal. ' 

Such as the Father is; such is the Son, and such 
is the Holy Ghost. 

The Father is uncreated, the Son is uncreated, 
and the Holy Ghost is uncreated. 

The Father is incomprehensible, the Son is 
incomprehensible, and the Holy Ghost is incom- 
prehensible. 

The Father is eternal, the Son is eternal, and 
the Holy Ghost is eternal. 

And yet they are not three Eternals, but one 
Eternal. 

As also they are not three Uncreateds, nor three 
Incomprehensibles; but one Uncreated, and one 
Incomprehensible. 

In like manner the Father is Almighty, the 
Son is Almighty, and the Holy Ghost is Almighty. 
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And yet they are not three Almighties, but one 
Almighty. 

So the Father is God, the Son is God, and the 
Holy Ghost is God; and yet there are not three 
Gods but one God. 

So likewise the Father is Lord, the Son is Lord, 
and the Holy Ghost is Lord: and yet there are j 
not three Lords, but one Lora. 

For as we are compelled by the Christian truth, ’ 
to acknowledge every Person by himself to be 
God and Lord: 

So we are forbidden by the Catholic religion to 
say there are three Gods, or three Lords. 

The Father is made of no one, neither created, 
nor begotten. 

The Son is from the Father alone, not made, 
nor created, but begotten. 

The Holy Ghost is from the Father and the 
Son, not made, nor created, nor begotten, but 
proceeding. 

So there is one Father, not three Fathers; one 
Son, not three Sons; and one Holy Ghost, not 
three Holy Ghosts. 

And in this Trinity there is nothing before or 
after, nothing greater or less; but the whole 
three persons are co-eternal to one another, and 
co-equal. 

So that in all things, as it hath been already said 
above, the Unity is to be worshipped in Trinity, 
and the Trinity in Unity. 

He, therefore, that would be saved, must thus 
think of the Trinity. 

Furthermore it is necessary to everlasting sal- 
vation. that he also believe rightly the incarna- 
tion of our Lord Jesus Christ. ‘ 

Now the right faith is that we believe and con- 
fess, that our Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of God 
is both God and man. * 

He is God of the substance of his Father, be- 
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gotten before the world; and bq. is mail of the 
substance of his Mother; born in the world; 

Perfect God and perfect man; subsisting of a 
rational soul and human flesh. 

Equal to the Father according to his Godhead; 
and less than the Father according to his man- 
hood. 

. Who, although he be both God and Man, yet 
he is not two, but one Christ. 

• One, not by the conversion of the Godhead 
into flesh, but by the taking of the Manhood unto 
God. 

One altogether, not by confusion of substance, 
but by unity of person. 

For as the rational soul and the flesh is one 
man, so God and man is one Christ. 

Who suffered for our salvation, descended into 
hell, rose again the third day from the dead. 

He ascended into heaven; he sitteth at the 
right hand of God the Father Almighty; from 
thence he shall come to judge the living and the 
dead. 

At whose coming all men shall rise again with 
their bodies, and shall give an account of their 
own works. 

And they that have done good shall go into life 
everlasting; and they that have done evil into 
everlasting fire. 

This is the Catholic faith, which except a man 
believe faithfully and stedfastly he cannot be 
saved. — Glory be to the Father, &c.

What we call the Benediction, is a devotion practised by the Church, in or- 
der to give adoration, praise, and blessing to God Jbr his infinite goodness and 
love, testified to us in the institution qfthe blessed Sacrament, and to receive at 
the same time the Benediction or Blessing qf our Lord there present. 

When the blessed Sacrament is taken out qf the tabernacle, and set up to be 
seen by the people, the choir singe O s&lnt&ris hoctia, as belorv. 

After this is usually sung some psalm, or pious metre, according to the order 
qf superiors, or discretion qf the officiant, or exigence qf the times : such su 
Psalm six. Exaudiat. Jbr the king ; Psalm xlv. Deus noster refugium, 
Jbr peace ; Psalm xo. Qui habitat, in time qf tribulation ; the Te Doom, m 
public thanksgivings, <Src. Psalm lxxxiii. Quara dilecta ; then follows the 
hymn of the blessed Sacrament, Pan go lingua, or at least the latter part qfit , 
Tanttun ergo.

Whether yon eat or drink, or whatsoever die you do, do all to ths 
glory qf God, I Cor. x. 31. 

Of your Work or Ordinary Employment. 

Orm call to mind that sentence passed upon all mankind, ametm 
fit. 19, In the sweat qf thy Jhee thou shall eat bread, till thou return to tke 
•mth, out qf which than watt taken ; Jbr dust thou art , and into dust thou 
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•halt return. In consequence of this sentence, submit yourself to the 
labours of yonr calling, as a penauee laid upon you by the Almighty, 
and go through them with a penitential spirit, offering them up daily 
to God for your sins. 

Fly idleness as the mother of all mischief; and, if your condition in 
life does not oblige you to any work or employment, by way of seeking 
yonr bread, yet choose always something of this nature for your soul's 
sake, that the devil may never find youldle. 

In the beginning of your work direct your intention to God ; consider 
what you are taking in hand as a business allotted you by him, and let 

7 'our design in doing it be to please 1dm. Almighty God most certain- 
y appoints to every one in his family his respective employment : em- 
brace then yonrs in consequence of the will of God ; and offer up lx,ih 
yourself and your work, from time to time, to him, in union with the 
works in which your Saviour was employed in his mortal life. 

In tbe midst of yonr work, let your interior, as much aa possible, be 
taken up with God by recollection : make a closet in your heart for 
Jesus Ctirist, invite him thither, and entertain him as well as you can : 
■eat yourself with Magdalen at his feet, and make frequent aspirations 
of love to him. 

If in your work you would amuse yourself with singing, instead of 
profane and leu-d songs, sing hymns and praises to God ; and if you 
work in the company of worldlings, set a particular guard over yonr 
heart, that it draw not In the infection of their vain and wicked dis- 
course. 

Perform all your works with due care to do them well, not as pleas- 
ing tbe eyes of men, but the eyes of God ; in whose presenoe, and for 
whom, yon ought to do all that you do. And when by his will you 
are called away from your work, as you are to be willing to do it for 
luin, so you must be willing to leave it for him. 

Take care to mortify that over-great eagoraeas with which you 
sometimes find yourself set upon your work, nod do all with calmness 
and peace, if you would have God be with you. 


Of your Meals. 

Co to yonr meals with a pure intention to take that support of na- 
ture, because it is the wfll of God ; that you may thereby maintain 
yonr strength for his divine service. Look upon your meat and drink 
ns medicines necessary for your health, and take them as such ; and 
not merely for your pleasure, or to satisfy yonr appetite. 

A 1 wave say grace both before and after your meals, with a serious 
attention to God, and a grateful sense of your receiving all from him. 
During your meals keep yourself as much as possible in Cod’s presence ; 
often aspire after the true bread, which is Jesus Christ, and long after 
that happy hour, when you shall come to drink at his fountain of lift 
eternal, and shall have no need of any other eating or drinking. 

Offer up your meals to God, in nnion with those of Jesns Christ ; ob- 
serve a due modesty at them, and be watchful against all intemperanoe 
and sensuality. Study rather to mortify than to gratify your appetite ; 
and let not a meal pass without offering up to Goa some bit which you 
have most inclination to, depriving yourself of it to give it him : out 
take care to do this so as not to be taken notice of. 

Endeavour to shun eating and drinking between meals, where there 
Is no necessity for it ; and remember that the saints of God allowed 
not without regret, even the most necessary satisfaction to their bodies, 
which they looked upon aa their greatest enemies. 
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Grace before meals.

Of our Recreations. 

Let your intention be pare jn your recreation*; aa far a* they are 
necessary for the health of your body, or the relaxation of your mind, 
they are agreeable to the will of God, and no farther ; and Uiis will ot 
God ought to be your rule, both in the choice of them, and in the mea- 
sure of time which you allow for them. 

Fly then, all such recreations as are sinful or dangerous ; all such aa 
soften the soul, and fill it with the spirit and love of this world ; all 
such as savour of the pomps of Satan, which you have renounced ; all 
such, in fine, as instead of being really serviceable for the relaxation of 
the mind, or the health of the body, are prejudicial either to the one 
or to other, or to both. 

Allow no more time for your recreations than is necessary for those 
ends for which reoreations are allowable. It is an intolerable abuse 
to make them, as some do, the chief business of life. Alas! what 
an acoount will such Christiana be able to give one day of tlie use of 
their precious time. 

As in the beginning of yonr recreations yon ought to offer them up 
to the honour and glory of God, so you ought frequently in the midst 
of them to recollect yourself in God, inviting Jesus Christ into your 
heart, and making aspirations of love to him. 

Of your Conversation. 


If any man offtnd not in word, the tame it a perfiet man, St. James, Hi. 
i. There is no time in which a Christian is more obliged to be on ltis 
guard, than in his conversation : by reason of the many ways in which 
we gre liable to offend by the tongue, and the great prejudices wc are 
apt to do others, or receive from others in conversation : upon which 
account also wc ought to call God to our assistance as often ** we go 
into company. Be as careful as you can in the choice of the company 
with whom you converse ; and much more in the choice of the per- 
sons whom you intend to make your more familiar friends : and .let 
virtue and Christian prudence be the first and chief qualifications 
which you seek for in them. 

Let your discourse be edifying, and choose as much as you can to 
speak of God and good things, but this without ostentation or seeming 
to take too much upon yourself. Speak not of what passes in your own 
interior, only to your director ; and do not affect to either u raise or 
dispraise yourself ; there is danger of vanity and aclf-love in both one 
and the other. a , «... 

Banish aa mnch as you ean from yonr conversation, unprontaDi# cu- 
ogity, and all such subjects at are vain and worldly: end when tnqse 
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thing* are treated of in your company, turn a deaf ear to them, as to 

the things that regard you not. _ . . 

In all your conversation remember the presence of God, and make 
frequent aspirations to him; and let his presence be a powerful re- 
straint upon yon, to keep you from detraction, immodest jests and 
other sins so common in conversation. 

When you come into any company, salute in secret the guardian an- 
gels of the company ; and beg that they would drive away the enemy, 
that he may have no share in your conversation. 

Never contradict any one in the company, except the importance of 
the matter, and the danger of persons receiving prejudice from the 
malice or ignorance of others, require it of you. Be ms civil aa you can, 
but without flattery, or condescending to any thing that is evil ; and be 
modestly cheerful, with the fear of God. 

In all your conversation have a charitable regard to the company yon 
are in ; taking particular care that no word or action of yours may give 
occasion to any other’s sin. , . , , . 

Often meditate in what manner Christ and his saints conversed here 
upon earth, that yon may imitate them; often aspire to their happy 
conversation in heaven. 

Endeavour not to make any more visits than are of necessity or char- 
ity ; and remember that soy tnde and silence are the best means to ob- 
tain recollection in God, and the spirit of prayer. 

Of Reading Good Books , or Hearing the Word of God. 

Let not a day pass without employing at least one quarter of an hour 
in reading some spiritual book ; and a more considerable time on Sun- 
days and Holy-davs ; advise with your director what books may bo 
nni.it proper, and endeavour to procure them for yourself and family. 

i3egin your reading by an humble invocation of the Holy Ghost, that 
you may profit by it ; read leisurely and attentively, so as to let the les- 
sons Which YOU read have time to make proper impressions upon you, 
and to sink 'deep into your heart. Pause awhile upon such places as 
touch you most: and from time to time excite affections and resolu- 
tions in your soul, suitable to the subject which you sre reading. 

Look upon it, that as when you are praying, you are speaking to God, 
so when you are reading or hearing his word, he is speaking to you. 
As then you desire he should hear you when you speak to him, so take 
you care to hearken faithfully to him when he Bpeaks to you : and lay 
up carefully in your heart the seed of his divine word, that it may not 
be picked up by the fowls of the air, your infernal foes, or carelessly 
trodden under your feet. 

Hear the word of God as often as yon have an opportunity call upon. 
God in the beginning, and purify your souls as much as you can from 
all vain curiosity: mind not the eloquence or action of the preacher, 
but attend to the truths which lie delivers; do not say within yourself, 
how well does this or that suit with this or that pertoiy hut consider 
what suits with yonrself, and lay it up in 70m: mind fttrfhe rule of your 
comportment for the time to come. 

After reading or hearing the word of God, give thank* to his divine 
Majesty for the instructions he has given you therein ; single out some 
**te or more particular points for yonr practice that very day, and beg 
of God that he would imprint them in your soul, that you'may remem- 
ber them, and put them in execution. Remember that Hie word of 
God heard and read, and not put in practice, will one day rise in 
' ”<lgmcnt against you. 

you are master or mistress of a family, see that those under yonr 
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ebsrgc want not the advantage of frequent reading or hearing what ia 
good. It ia a care which your great Matter expect* from you. 

Take care to baniah from yourself and family all lewd and irraligiona 
books, and such as may be of dangerous consequence, either to faith or 
morals ; as romances, play-books, novels, fortune-books, &c. It is not 
to be imagined what harm, young people especially, receive from such 
books. *

In order to 
this, Sways remember what you have deserved by your sins : that it 
is a mercy of God you are not in hell : and if you had your due, all 
God's creatures ought either to fly and abhor you, for your foul treasons 
against their Maker ; or revenge his cause, by joining together in per- 
secuting you : and, therefore, tne least service you receive from any of 
them is more than you deserve, and that affronts and contempt are 
your just due. 

3, Penance. By fireqnent acts of repentance for your paat sins, and 
calling continually upon God to show you mercy; often presenting 
yourself at his feet in prayer like St. Mary Magdalen, or striking' your 
breast with the publican. Offer up also to God, in a penitential spirit, 
whatever pains, crosses, or sufferings you daily meet with, aud death 
itself, with all its agonies, whensoever it shall come ; and make it your 
study, by frequent mortifications and self-denials, to chastise yourself, 
and to offer up daily some satisfaction to God, acceptable through 
Jesus Christ, for the many injuries you have done him by your sins. 

3. Resignation and Conformity to the will of God in all events; ever 
remembering that nothing happens without his pleasure or permission ; 
and that this or that cross is what God, in his infinite wisdom and 
goodness, from all eternity designed for you. And as in all your suf- 
ferings, you must embrace the will of God, and cheerfully submit to 
it: so in all your undertakings you must consult his holy will, and in 
all your actions conform to it as the rule and motive of all you do. 
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to him ; and banishing, u much as yon can from you, all vain Amuse* 
menu, anxious cares, and irregular affections; that so your heart may. 
easily find him, freely embrace him, and quietly repose in him, 

aspirations ani> ejaculations. 

That may he made in the midst of our daily actions. 

L ORD, increase my faith. Lord, I believe, 
help thou my unbelief.

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PRESERVATIVES AND REMEDIES 
AGAINST SIN. 


Ths moat general prescriptions against all kinds of sin, are frequent 
and fervent prayer; meditation and consideration of the four last 
dungs, and ot the other great Christian truths ; frequenting the saora- 
xbenta with due preparation ; reading spiritual books ; daily examine, 
tion of conscience ; devotion to the passion of Christ, to his blessed. 
Mother, and to the saints; a oontinual vratchfulness over one's self; 
giving aims according to one’s ability ; daily mortifying one’s own in- 
clinations, and chastising the flesh ; and particularly taking care to 
fly the occasions of sin, an<frre*ist the first emotions of evil. 

Against Pride . 

AoAtmrr the sin of Pride, which consists in an inordinate love of one’s 
own excellence, and in thinking too well of one's self, as if one took 
one’s self to be somebody, divines prescribe the following remedies : 1. 
To study to know one’s self, and often to oonsider the meanness of our 
extraction ; as to the body, from dirt and corruption, and as to the 
soul, from nothing ; the infection of sin ; the many miseries of our 
present condition ; our perpetual repugnance to good, and inclination 
to evil ; the certainty of death, and uncertainty of our eternal lot ; 
and, above all, to consider what a deplorable figure a soul in mortal 
ain makes in the sight of God ; and how often this has been our case, 
if it be not so at present. Ah ! what confusion then, what horror, what 
an eternal damnation have we deserved ! and after all, dare we lift up 
our heads by pride ? 

4. To set before our eyes the example of Christ, who hnmbled himself 
to the death of the cross, to cure our pride ; and who particularly calls 
upon all his followers to learn of him to be meek and humble qf heart. 
Matt. xi. 49. and declares that unless they become as little children, they 
shall not enter into the kingdom qf heaven. Matt, xvjii. 8. 

g. To meditate often upon the manifold damages whjch the soul re- 
ceives from pride, which corrupts its very vitals, and lays it open to 
all evils ; because God resists the proud, and withdraws his graces 
from them. 

4. To consider the dreadful punishments which Lucifer and his com- 
panions, which our first parents, &e. have incurred by pride. 

6. To accustom ourselves both to interior and exterior acts of hu- 
mility, and contempt of ourselves ; highly to prize and daily to beg of 
God this necessary virtue; and willingly to embrace humiliations as 
often as they are offered. 

6. With regard to the things which most commonly nourish our 
pride, to consider how little reason we have to be proud of them : that 
they are generally things empty and vain, fading and perishable, such 
as worldly honours, riches, beauty, fine clothes. See. which give no in- 
trinsic, value or worth to them that enjoy them, nor make them one 
whit the better ; but on the contrary, if they are proud of them, make 
them odious and contemptible both to God and man. And as for any 
real and solid goods that we may have, we must ever remember whose 
gifts they are, what a strict account we must one day give of them ; 
that humility is the best ornament and guardian of them ; and that 
pride will not only make them useless, but even pernicious both to 
ourselves and others. 

“ f is also a great help towards overcoming pride, that we should 




2. That we should consider how great and howpernicfous an evil vain- 
glory is, which robs God of his glory, and man of the reward of his good 
works ; which corrupts the best of actions, and makes the actors liable 
to the divine vengeance ; besides the cursed brood of vices which or- 
dinarily are the offspring of vain-glory ; such as envy, detraction, con- 
tention, hypocrisy, love of novelty, disobedience. See. 

3. That we should often repeat to ourselves those words of the 
apostle. What hast thou, that thou hast not received t And if thou hast re- 
ceived, why dost thou glory at if thou hadtt not received ttt 1 Cor. iv. 7. 

Against Covetousness . 


Agaixst Avarice and Covetousness, which is an Inordinate love and 
desire of riches, or worldly goods, divines prescribe, 1. That we should 
often meditate on the danger and pernicious consequences of this 
vice, which St. Paul, 1 Tim. vi. calls the root qf all evils ; where also 
he affirms that such as have a mind to become rich, fall into temptation, 
and into the tnaret qf the tfeiil, and into many unprqfttable and hurtful detires, 
which drown men in destruction and perdition. Hence the wise man 
tells ua, Ecclus. x. 10. that there it not d more nicked thing than to lore 
money : for such a one setteth even hit own soul to tale. And our Saviour 
hhnself assures us, that no man can serve God and mammon. St. Matt. 

2. That we should consider, that those riches, which worldlings so 
much covet, if we make a judgment of them by the light of faith and 
the maxims of the gospel are more to be feared than desired, by reason 
of the many occasions of sin to which they commonly expose the soul 
Hence our Saviour, Luke vi. 34. pronounces a wo to the rich, fa then 
have their consolation here ; and Matt. xix. 24. declares that it is easier 
far a camel to pats through the eye qf a needle, than fa a rich man to 
enter into the kingdom qfhtaven. 

3. - That we shonld set before our eyes, the example of Christ, who 
choae to be born in poverty, and die in poverty, though he was the 
Lord of all ; whose chief favourites have generally been such as were 
“*e most^poor and despised in this world ; and who pronounces suoh 

4. That we should' often think of tho treasures of a happy eternity, 
prepared for the poor in spirit. Matt. v. 3. and often reflect upon that 
sentence of Christ, Matt, x vi. 26. What doth it profit a man \f he gain 
■ the whole world, and tqffirr the lots qf hie tout t 

3. That we should nave death always before our eyes, which will 
quickly strip us of all, and give us so much the moro pain, in violently 
separating ua from our riches p how much the more our heart hat 
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thie world, and certainly me can carry nothing ■“* 

Wherewith to be covered, with these me are content. Tm. ri. 7, »■ . _ 

8 That we should considsr that the riches of this world, Which The 

gospel calls deceitful, St. Matt. xiii. are thorns, which prick and gore the 
soulwith many cares, anxieties and sohcitudec, which, instead of satis- 
fying, incresse the thirst. Whereas a smaUmstter madly suffieient 
for this transitory Ufa ; and thUmaybe had without aU this solicitude. 
Truth itself haring engaged his word. Seek first the kingdom qf Qod and 
his iustice,and all things shall be added unto you. Bt. Matt, va 3ft. Hence, 
Heb. xiii. 5. Let your manners, says the apostle, be without covetousness, 
contented with such things as you have, firr he hath said, I will not leave 
thee, neither mill I forsake thee. ’ . , 

7 The rich, who are hard and unmerciful to the poor, ought to he 
put in mind of the last judgment, and of the sentence that shall then 
be pronounced against such as have not done alms a that mercy is pro- 
mised to the merciful ; but judgment without mercy to him that hath not 
done mercy, St. James, ii. 13, that the poor are the members of Christ, 
and that what we do to them he takes as done to himself. St. Matt. 

'V'On the other side, the poor, who are uneasy under their eondition, 
and are tempted to covet what the world calls a better fortune, ought 
often to set before their eyes their Saviour, either in the crib of Beth- 
lehem, or on the cross upon mount Cavalry ; and contemplating his 
poverty, embrace their own as the livery of Christ. 

9 But as it is the common misfortune of such as are covetous, 
whetherthey be rich or poor, that they do not believe, and will not he 
persuaded that they are covetous, hut delude themselves under the 
Specious cover of a pretended necessity, and of the prudent oare that 
eWy one ought to have of the main chance, as they very improperly 
call it; therefore the first and most necessary prescription against 
avarice is, that a person should study and know himself, and by humble 
and fervent prayer obtain this self-knowledge of God, without which, 

- it is to be feared, all other remedies will prove ineffectual. 


Against Lust, 

Aoanwr the sin of Inst, which is an inordinate love of carnal pleasure*, 
divines prescribe, 1. To fly the occasions ; such as immodest books and 

{ days, wanton dalliances, indiscreet freedoms, iw. and most partieu- 
y bad company, and all conversation with such persons as one has 
sinned with in this kind. 

2. To avoid idleness, and to be vary temperate in eating and drink- 
ing. 

3. To keep a watch over the eyes, that death may not enter in by 
those windows : and to resist with rigour the first beginnings of these 
temptations. • 

4. To be diligent in all spiritual exercises, such as meditation, prayer, 
spiritual reading, frequenting the sacraments, &e. 

6. To think often upon the passion of Christ; and particularly in 
the time of temptation, to have recourse to this meditation. 

8. To be devout to the blessed Virgin and to the saints. 

7. To remember that God sees us, and that our guardian angels are 
present with us ; and to be ashamed to do before them, what we should 
be ashamed to do in the sight of any man. 

8. To think of the dreadful punishments which God has so often bi- 
lleted upon account of this vice : the many mischiefs that it cause* 
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both to'Mml ud body: the blindness and hsTdnsss of hcnt that it 
usually produces; ana, in fine, the everlasting torments of hell, into 
wrhieh such sinners, unless they repent, will be plunged. 

9. To be very humble, since it is a common judgment of God to suffer 
persons to fall into these shameful sins in punishment of their pride. 

10. In time of temptation, to torn away the eyes of the soul, as 
much as possible, from the temptation, and to ran to Christ crucified ; 
to hide one's self in his wounds, and with fervour to implore his 
mercy, Arc. 


Against Anger . 

Agaiwt anger, hatred, and desire of revenge, divines prescribe, 1. 
That we should endeavour to humble and to despise ourselves, for an- 
ger springs from pride : and that we should often remember what our 
sins have deserved, and how little reason we have to take it ill, that 
any of God’s ereftum should offend us, who have so often and so griev- 
ously offended our Creator; and who, if we had our just deserts, snould 
be trampled on by devils to all eternity. 

2. That we should set before our eyes the meekness and charity of 
Jesus Christ, who particularly calls upon all his followers to learn 
these virtues of him ; Loam qf me, became I am meek and humble qf heart, 
St. Matt. xi. 29. A men commandment 1 give imto yo(t, that yen love one 
another ae I have loved you, St. John, xiii. 84. and who so often declares, 
that unless we forgive injuries from our hearts, God will never forgive us. 

8. That we should forecast in the morning, what occasions may pro- 
bably occur in the day, in which we shall be in danger of being provoked 
to anger ; that so we may either decline the occasions, or, if this cannot • 
be, may prepare and arm ourselves against them by good resolutions, 
grounded upon God, and by hearty prayers for his divine assistance. 

4. That when we find the motions of wrath arising in onr hearts, we 
should resist them without delay, and strive to bridle and keep down 
bur passion, calling upon God to this purpose ; and if possible, that we 
should go out of tne company, or hold our peace, or at least speak no- 
thing but what may be mild and humble. 

6. That in all events we should not so much consider the man. from 
whom we think we have received an injury or provocation, as God, who 
is ever good and ever just, without whose pleasure or permission 
nothing happens in this world ; and who, upon these occasions, is pleas- 
ed that wc annul d be thus tried or chastised for our sins. 

0. That we should often consider the many motives which Christians 
have to love one another, and to bear with one another. We are chil- 
dren of the came Father, the God of love and peace, and of the 
same Mother, the church of God : we are all brethren in Christ ; and 
he h«* loved us all to that degree, as to shed Ids blood for us ; in re- 
turn for which love, he desires that we should love one another : we 
mil partake of his body and blood, the sacrament of unity and love ; we 
all aspire to the same heavenly country, the place of everlasting peace 
and love . said, therefore it is with reason, that onr dying Lord has 
made tills love the true test, by which it is to be known whether we are 
his disciples or not : Vy this ehall all men know that you are my died * 
p/ex, \f you have love onejbr another, St. John, xiii. 36. 


Against Impatience . 


XoAursT Impatience, in poverty, sickness, ] 
one of what kind soever. 1 . It is proper to set J before our 
poverty, Inborn*, and p new on of Jesus Christ, who by his pa 
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deemed ns t the sufferings of the martyr*, and the example* of all the 
taints, -who through many tribulations have entered into the kingdofi. 
of heaven : and to remember that there it no other way to that kingdom, 
of everlasting rest and joy, but the war of the cross ; that the sufferings 
of this life bear no proportion to the happiness of the next: that the se 
light and momentary troubles, borne -with patience, -work in us an eter- 
nal weight of glory. 

2. To consider that these sufferings are sent from God, and that it is 
in vain to resist his holy will, and foolish and simple to repine at it. 
His infinite wisdom knows what is best for us • ana his infinite good- 
ness sends ns that which he knows to be the best. Impatience will 
only make onr cross the heavier, and make us lose the reward of it. 

3. To consider the great advantages of temporal afflictions, inasmuch 
as they wean us from the love of the world ; teach us to have recourse 
to God, and to put onr trust in him alone ; make us enter into our- 
selves ; and give us an opportunity of exercising the great virtues of 
humility, patience, and resignation, and of doing penance for our sins. 

How manv are now saints in heaven, who would never have come 
thither, but by the occasion of afflictions ! 

4. To meditate often, in the time of onr sufferings, upon the multi- 
tude and enormity of our sins, and what we have deserved for them ; 
upon the eternal torments of hell ; upon the shortness of the sufferings 
of this life, and the everlasting joys of heaven, to which patient suffer- 
ing will bring us, whereas we cannot have our heaven Doth here and. 
hereafter. 

6 . Under all sufferings to have recourse to Christ crucified ; to be* 
of him the grace of patience ; to offer np all w © suffer to him, to be uni- 
ted to his sufferings, and to be sanctified and accepted through him. 
Lord, give me grace to suffer with patience what thou sendest, and send 
what thou pleasest. 

Against Gluttony and Drunkenness. 

Against the sins of glnttony and drunkenness divines prescribe, 1. 
That such sinners should often consider the many evils that are the 
consequences of these sins, which change men into brutes, rob them of 
llieir reason, destroy their health, shorten their lives, consume their 
substance, disturb tho peace of their families, withdraw from their 
wives and children their necessary subsistence, give soandal and ill 
example to their neighbours, foment their passions, set open the gate 
to all other sins, make their souls dull and insensible to all that b 
good, un fit for prayer and contemplation, and perfect slaves to their sen- 

sual inclinations. So that, as we daily see, or all vices, there are none 
more difficult to be cured ; for these sins, when once come to a habit, 

generally follow men to their graves, and plunge them into hell, where, 

with the rich glutton, they will thirst for all eternity, and never obtain 
so much as «-..e drop of water to refresh them. 

2. That they should often meditate upon the following sentences of 

holy writ : leaiae, v. 22. Wo to you that art mighty to drink mime, and 

ttout men at drvnkennets. Lake, xxi. 84. Take heed to yourselves, feet 

perhaps your hearts be overcharged with surfeiting and drunkenness — and 

that day come upon you suddenly. Rom. xfii. 12, 18. Let ue cast off the 

rrorks of darkness, and put on the armour of light. Let ue walk honestly MS 

in the day : not in rioting and drunkenness. 1 Cor. vi. 9, 10. Do not 

err ; neither fbmicatore— nor drunkards— shall possess the kingdom of God. 

Gal. v. 19, 21. The works of the flesh are manifest, which are fbmi cation, 

drunkenness, revel lings, and such tike ; of the which I fbretel you m as I Aafec 

*orstold to you, that they who do such thing* shall not obtain the kingdom Iff 
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God. Philip, iii. 18, 19. Many walk, of whom I have told you qften, and 
mm tell you t vetoing, that they are enemiet qf the crons qf Christ, whose end 
is destruction, whose God is their belly. 

3. That they should carefully fly the occasions of their sms, such s« 
taverns and other public houses, feasts, drunken companions, Ac. • 
and should stint themselves to a certain quantity, not to be exceeded ; 
penancing themselves with fasting and abstinence, if they should trans- 
gress. 

4. That, by daily prayers and tears, they should beg of God, through 
Jesus Christ, and his thjrst upon the cross, and the gall and vinegar 
that he took for us, to show mercy to them, and to deliver them from 
so wicked and pernicious a habit. 


Against Envy . 

Ewtt is a repining at another's good, which the envious man con- 
ceives to be an evil to himself, lessening the excellence and esteem 
which he aims at: so that envy, though commonly reckoned amongst 
the capital sins, because of the many other sins that spring from it. is 
Indeed a daughter of pride and vain-glory. Against envy, divines pre- 
scribe, 1. To consider the heinousness of this sin, directly opposite to 
charity, the queen of virtues: for charity is a joy in the glory of God, 
and the good of our neighbour ; whereas envy grieves at both the one 
and the other. 

it. To consider the dreadful consequences of this sin, when once it 
has got the mastery of the heart. It was envy that made Cain murder 
his brother Abel ; it was envy that made the brethren of Joseph sell 
him into Egypt, and that made Saul so often seek the life of David ; 
it was through envy that the Jews crucified Christ ; it is the devil’s 
sin, who continually seeks our ruin, out of pure envy, without any ad- 
vantage to himself. 

8. To consider that the nature of this sin is such, as to yield no man- 
ner of pleasure or profit to the sinner ; but only to gnaw and torture 
his soul, and to make him miserable, both here and hereafter. Ah ! 
how unhappy are they, who become evil themselveB by the occasion of 
another’s good ! and how wilfully blind to prefer the bitterness and 
racking pains of envy before the joy and sweetness of charity » 

4. To lay the axe at the root of the evil, by applying proper remedies 
to pride and vain-glory, from whioh envy springs, and to learn to de- 
spise this transitory world, and its petty honours, and to aspire after 
eternal glory. 

6. To watch and pray continually against so dangerous an enemy. 
To pray also for those whom we are tempted to envy, and to speak well 
ef them upon all occasions. 

Against Sloth, 


Sloth, in the sense in which it is numbered by divines among the 
eapital shis, is a certain laziness of mind, opposite to the love of God 
and devotion ; loathing, as it were, the beginning or going on with such 
things as appertain to God’s glory and our soul's salvation. Against 
sloth it is proper to consider, 1. How very short the time of this life is, 
which is erven ns in order to labour for eternity, and to send before us 
» Stock of good works, on which we may live for eternity ; how T r ***™* 
then* every moment of this short time, upon the good which 

Mendlesseternity depends ! Ah ! let us not then lose onemomentof 
it : evexymoment is worth an eternity; because in every moment w* 
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may purchase an additional degree of eternal glory ; but when ones 
the time is passed, it never more returns. 

t. To remember the strict account that will be one day demanded of 
os, by an all-seeing Judge, of the employment of the whole time of oar 
lives ; and to reflect seriously on the sentence that was passed upon the 
barren fig-tree,' and npon the slothful servant that hid liia talent in the 
ground. Luke xiii. 7. Matt. xxv. 30. 

8. To set before our eyes the examples of Christ, and of his saints ; 
and often to read and meditate on their lives. 

4. To meditate also upon such other subjects as may help to move ns 
to the love of God, and to forvour in his service : such as the consider- 
ations of the divine perfections, of the love of God to us, and of his 
benefits ; of the passion of our Redeemer, and of the glory of his hea- 
venly kingdom, prepared to reward our snort labours here. 

5. To reflect upon the pains that worldlings take, and the dangers 
they go through for a little dirt of the earth ; and shall we not do much 
more for a happy eternity. 

9. To remember in all our actions, that our great Master’s eye is ever 
upon nt: and therefore to labour to perform them all with perfection 
in order to please him. 

7. To prescribe to ourselves aregulation of our time, and a variety in 
our good exercises, and so by the help of good custom, to make that 
easy and agreeable, which otherwise would be tedious and distasteful. 


THE SACRAMENTS. 


INSTRUCTION. 

Thk Sacraments are sensible signs instituted by our Lord Jesus Christ 
for oar sanctification. They are the means by which, as we are taught 
by the Council of Trent, “all justice is either begun, or when begun is 
increased, or when lost is recovered.” Whatever degree of sanctity, 
therefore, any Christian may possess, it is principally to their influence 
that he is indebted for it. The entire efficacy of them all is derived 
from the passion and death of our blessed Saviour, and whatever graeee 
they convey, are no other than the application of the said merits to 
our souls. Each sacrament confers a grace peculiar to itself, and in 
them all the wisdom and goodness of the Deity lias provided appropri- 
ate helps for every stage and condition of life. 1. No sooner do we 
come into the world, than we are made the children of God by baptism, 
s. As we grow up, we are fortified under the combats which we have 
to sustain against onr spiritual enemies by confirmation. 8. The Eucha- 
rist is the daily bread, which feeds and nourishes our souls to everlast- 
ing life. 4. If unhappily we fell in the spiritual conflict, penance is the 
remedy which restores life to the soul. 6. In matrimony Jesus Christ 
has provided graces to assuage the cares and burthens of' the married 
state. 6. Holy orders keep up a succession of pastors in the church, 
and enable them faithfully to discharge their sacred functions. And 
lastly, when sickness forewarns the Christian, that to him, the figure 
of tins world is fast passing away, and his soul is on the verge of eter- 
nity, his departing spirit is fortified and comforted by the refreshing 
graces of Extreme unction. 

Be assured, then, Christian reader, that nothing in this world is more 
deserving of yonr solicitude and care, than to be well instructed in Vie 
dispositions requisite for approaching worthily to the sacraments, tliat 
you may not, by your unworthiness, convert these instruments of 
* T *ca into souroes of malediction - but, on the contrary, may use thro 
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In inch % manner that they may be to yon abundant sources of sancti- 
fication, and may conduct you to eternal life. 


THE SACRAMENT OF BAPTISM. 

Baptism is not only the first, but also tho most indispensible of the 
sacraments, inasmuch as it is the only ordinary means whereby wo 
can be cleansed from original sin. At the same time that this sin is re- 
mitted, the soul is gifted with habitual and sanctifying grace, and tho 
receiver becomes a child of God and a member of the mvstical body of 
Christ, which is his church. Baptism is one of tho three sacraments, 
which, as they confer on the soul a character that is indelible, can be 
received bnt once. By the practice and tradition of tlie church, we 
know that when an ordinary minister of this sacrament cannot be pro- 
cured to baptize an infant that is in danger of death, any lay person, 
either man or woman may do it: but a father or mother should never 
baptize their own child, when any other persons can be procured. 

When baptism is administered with the usual ceremonies, i which ir 
called solemn baptism .) the person baptized must have a godfather or 
godmother, or both, but not more than one of each. The obligation 
contracted by a sponsor is to see that the child is, in due time, instruct- 
ed in the duties of a Christian life, more especially if the parents are 
negligent in this duty, or are prevented by death. Sponsors, also, to- 
gether with the person who baptizes a child, contract a spiritual affinity 
or relationship, both with the child and its parents, the effect of which 
is, that they eannot afterwards marry either the child or its parents. 

The manner of lay-persons baptizing an infant in 
danger of death . 

Lay-Baptism is administered as follows. 

The person about to baptize, must take common 
water , (no other will suffice,) and pour it upon the 
head or face of the child, saying at the same time 
these words: I baptize thee in the name of the Fa- 
ther , and of the Son , and of the Holy Ghost . Amen. 


THE SACRAMENT OF PENANCE. 


Tjccawcb is a sacrament instituted by Jesus Christ, ty means of 
which the sins that we commit after baptism are forgiven, and we 
receive strength to enable us to avoid sin for the time to come. By 
this sacrament the sanctifying grace of God, which is poured into our 
hearts by the Holy Ghost, cleanses the soul from all tlie stains of sin, 
restores to her the favour and friendship of God, and renders her holy 
andbeautiful in liis sight. 

The conditions required on the part of the penitent, for the pardon 
«f his sins, are, first. Contrition, which is a grfeat and sincere * orr °JJ 
fhr having offended God, accompanied with a firm resolution to avoid 
all sin for the future; secondly. Confession, which is an Jmmiue Wa 
- - - - -■* ’ - jricst; and, thirdly, Satwfhe-

Don, which consists In performing the prayers or other penitential 
works enjoined by the priest in confession. On the part of the minis* 
ter of God, it is requisite that he be duly appointed, that he hear 
confession and pronounce the words of absolution. 

This holy and salutary institution is grounded on the words of 
Jesus Christ : Amen 1 say to you, whatsoever you shall bind upon earth, 
shall be bound also in heaven : and whatsoever you shall loose upon earth, 
shall be loosed also in heaven. Matt, xviii. 18. and. As the Father hath 
sent me, I also send you. When he had said this, he breathed on them, and 
he said to them. Receive ye the Holy Ghost ; whose sins you shall forgive, 
they are forgiven them, and whose sins you shall retain, they are retained. 
John, xx. 91, leo. In these words Jesus Christ gave to his apostles 
their lawful successors, power and authority to absolve from all sin 
those who sincerely report of their offences. 


INSTRUCTIONS AND DEVOTIONS FOR 
CONFESSION. 


Is order to prepare yourself to make a good confession, endeavour 
in the first place to recommend the matter earnestly to God ; and for 
some days beforehand, frequently and fervently beg his divine graoe 
and assistance ; and this mere especially, if you have for a long time 
lived in a habit of sin : in which case it is most proper to prepare yonr* 
self by a spiritual retreat of some days ; during which time yon may 
seriously enter into yourself and perform the ten meditations, which 
we have transcribed before from St. Francis of Sales, or such like de- 
votions, by which you may be sufficientlydisppsed for so great a work ; 
which otherwise it is to be feared, might be ill done by being done too 
hastily. 

Examine your conscience with care and diligence, yet without too 
much anxiety and scrupulosity. Consult the table of sins, to assist 
your memory ; and reflect, in particular, on the evil inclinations to 
which you aro most subject, on the places and companies in which 
you have been, on your usual employments, on the duties of your 
calling, and how you have discharged them, &o. And in every sin; 
whether of commission or omission, strive to call to your remembrance 
the number of times you have been guilty. 

When you have duly examined your conscience, do not think this is 
all you have to do to be rightly prepared for confession; the greatest 
part of the work remains still to be done ; and that is, to take proper 
time and care to procure a hearty sorrow and detestation of all your 
sins, by which you have offended so good a God, with a full determi- 
nation, by the grace of God, to avoid the like sins for the futnre, and 
to fly occasions that usually bring you to sin ; and to take proper 
measures to begin a new life. 

In order to obtain this hearty sorrow for yonr sins/ and this firm 
purpose of amendment, you must earnestly beg it of God, whose gift it 
is ; and you must make use of sneh prayeTS, considerations, and medi- 
tations as may be most proper to move you to it. Particularly reflect 
on the four last things, on the enormity of sin, on the goodness of God 
and his benefits to you ; on the death and passion of Christ, &c. And 
when you have obtained this hearty sorrow and resolution, then you 
may hope that you are sufficiently prepared for confession, and not till 
then. 

, If you have any thing upon your conscience, which you have a par- 

icular difficulty of confessing, cease not with prayers aud tears to im- 
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portal* your he*r«nly Father to assist yon, till he gives yon the grace 
to overcome that difficulty ; and be sure never go to confession with a 
design of telling a lie to the Holy Ghost. Ah ! what a comfort it will 
be to you to ease your conscience of its load ! and what a rack and tor* 
tors sacrilegiously to conceal it ! 

Let your confession be humble, without seeking czcnses for your 
sins, or laying the fault on others : let it be entire as to the kind and 
camber of your sins, and such circumstances as quite change the 
nature of the ain, or greatly increase its guilt. Be modest in your ex* 
press Ions, and take care not to name any third person. 


A Prayer to implore the divine assistance in order to 
make a good Confession . 

0 ALMIGHTY and most merciful God, who 
hast made me out of nothing, and redeemed 
me by the precious blood of thine only Son; who 
hast, with so much patience, borne with me to 
this day, notwithstanding all my sins and ingra- 
titude; ever calling after me to return to thee 
from the ways of vanity and iniquity, in which 
I have been quite wearied out in the pursuit of 
empty toys and mere shadows; seeking in vain 
to satisfy my thirst with muddy waters, and my 
hunger with husks of swine: behold, O most gra- 
cious Lord, I now sincerely desire to leave all 
these my evil ways, to forsake tho region of 
death, where I have so long lost myself, and to 
return to thee, the Fountain of life. I desire, 
like the prodigal child, to enter seriously into 
myself, and with the like resolution to- arise 
without delay, and to go home to my Father, 
though I am infinitely unworthy to he called his 
child, in hopes of meeting with the like reception 
from his most tender mercy. But, O my God, 
though I can go astray from thee of myself, yet 
I cannot make one step towards returning to 
thee, unless thy divine grace stir me up and assist 
me. This grace, then, I most humbly implore, 
prostrate in spirit before the throne of thy mercy ; 
I beg it for the sake of Jesus Christ, thy Son, 
who died upon the cross for my sins; I know 
thou desiresfc not the death of a sinner, but tnat 
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he he converted and live; I know thy mercies 
are above all thy. works; and I most confidently 
hope, that as in thy mercy thou hast spared me 
so long, and hast now given me this desire of re- 
turning to thee, so thou wilt finish the work 
which thou hast begun, and bring me to a perfect 
reconciliation with thee. 

.1 desire now to comply with thy holy institu- 
tion of the sacrament of penance; I desire to 
confess my sins with all sincerity to thee, and to 
thy minister; and therefore I desire to know 
myself, and to call myself to an account by a 
diligent examination of my conscience. But, O 
my God, how miserably shall I deceive myself, 
if tliou assist me not in this great work by thy 
heavenly light. Oh, remove then every veil 
that liides any of ray sins from me, that I may 
see them all in their true colours, and may sin- 
cerely detest them. Oh, let me not any longer 
be imposed upon by the enemy or by my own 
self-love, so as to mistake vice for virtue, to hide 
myself from myself, or in any way to flatter my- 
self in my sins. 

But, 0 my good God, what will it avail me to 
know my sms, if thou dost not also give me a 
hearty sorrow and repentance for them; without 
this my sins will be all upon me still, and I sliall 
be still thine enemy, and a child of hell. Thou 
insistest upon a change of heart, without which 
there can be no reconciliation with thee; and 
this change of heart none but thou canst give. 
Oh, give it me then, dear Lord, at this time. 
Give me a lively faith, and a firm hope, in the 
passion of my Redeemer; teach me to fear thee, 
and to love thee. Give me for thy mercy’s sake, 
a hearty sorrow for having offended so good a 
God. Teach me to detest my evil ways ; to abhor 
all my past ingratitudes; to hate myself now 
with a perfect hatred for my many treasons 

unst tnee. Oh, give me a full and a firm reeo-

lution of a new life for the future, and unite me 
to thee with an eternal band of love, which 
nothing in life or death may ever break. 

Grant me also the grace to make an entire and 
sincere confession of all my sins, and to accept of 
the confusion of it, as a penance justly due to my 
transgressions. Let not the enemy prevail upon 
me to pass over any thing, through fear or shame: 
rather let me die trnin consent to so great an evil. 
Let no self-love deceive me, as I fear it has done 
too often. Oh, grant that this confession at least 
may be good, and for the sake of Jesus Christ thy 
Son ? who died for me, and for all sinners, assist 
me in every part of my preparation for it, that I 
may go through it with the same care and dili- 
gence, as I should be glad to do at the hour of my 
death ; that so being perfectly reconciled to thee, 
I may never offend thee more. 

O blessed Virgin, Mother of my Redeemer, 
mirror of innocence and sanctity, and refuge or 
penitent sinners, intercede for me through the 
passion of thy Son, that I may have the crace to 
make a good confession. All ye blessed angels 
and saints of God, pray for me, a poor miserable 
sinner, that I may now, for good and all, turn 
from my evil ways, that so henceforward my 
heart may be for ever united with yours in eter- 
nal love, and never more go astray from the Sov- 
ereign Good. Amen . 

This or the like prayer, may be frequently repeated for some days 
before confession, in order to obtain of God the grace of making a good 
confession.

and the Capital Sins. 

The First Commandment . 

t am the Lord thy God, who brought thee out of the land of Kpypt, 
•ut o i the house of boudage. Thou shalt not hare strange gods betors 
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me. Then (halt nof* make to tnyself a graven thing, nor the lllceneM, 
of any thing that U in heaven above, or in the earth beneath, no* of 
throe things that are in the waters under the earth. Thou shall net 
adore them, nor serve them. Exod. xr. 

H AVE you been guilty of heresy or disbelief, 
or wilful doubting of any article of faith* 
How often! and for how long a time! Or have 
you rashly exposed yourself to the danger of 
infidelity, by reading bad books,or keeping wick- 
ed company! How often! 

Have you by word or deed denied your reli- 
gion, or gone to places of false worship, so as to 
Join in any way in the worship, or to give scan- 
dal! How often! 

Have you been ignorant of the articles of your 
creed, of the commandments, or of any of those 
things which Christians in your station are bound 
to know! For how long a time! 

Have you despaired of salvation, or of the for- 
giveness of your sins! Or have you rashly pre- 
sumed upon finding mercy; going on in your sins 
without any thoughts of amendment; or depend- 
ing upon a death-bed repentance! How long 
have you been in this way! 

Have you after falling into mortal sin, neglected 
for a lone time to turn to God by repentance; and 
for how long a time? 

Have yon committed any thing that you Judged 
or doubted to be a mortal sin, though perhaps it 
was not so? How often? Or have you exposed 
yourself to the evident danger of mortal 6in! 
How often, and of what sin! 

Have you been negligent in the worship of God! 
seldom or never adoring and praising him, or giv- 
ing him thanks; praying but little, or with little 
attention; and neglecting to make acts of faith, 
hope, or love of God? How long has this negli- 
gence continued? 
r Have you made a sacrilegious confession or 
communion, by concealing some mortal'jun in 
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confession, or what you doubted might be mortal ; 
or for want of a hearty sorrow for your sins, and 
a firm purpose of amendment; or by being grossly 
negligent in the examination of your conscience! 
How often! 

Have you received any other sacrament, for 
example, confirmation, or matrimony, in mortal 
sin? 

Have you neglected to perform the penance 
enjoined in confession 1 or said ft%ith wilful dis- 
tractions? How often! 

Have you presumed .to receive the blessed sa- 
crament after having broken your fast? 

Have you been guilty of idolatry, or of giving 
divine honours to any thing created, 'or used any 
witchcraft, or charms, or spells, or such like 
other diabolical inventions! How often? And 
with what scandal or ill example to others? 

Have you employed prayers, or sacred names, 
to superstitious uses? How often? 

Have you consulted fortune-tellers, or made 
use of any superstitious practices, to find out 
things to come, recover things lost, &c.| How 
often? 

Have you given credit to dreams, taken notice 
of omens, or made any other superstitious obser- 
vations? How often? 

Have you blasphemed God or his saints? How 
often? 

Have you abused the holy scriptures, oy scoffed 
at holy things? How often 

The Second Commandment . 

Thou ehalt not take the name of the Lord thy God In Tain. 

Have you taken God’s name in vain, or used it 
without respect in common discourse ? Have you 
taken a false oath, or sworn to what you did not 
certainly know whether it was true or false! 
Have you taken a rash oath, or without a sum- 
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cient reason? Have you taken an oath to do any 
thing that was wicked or unlawful! or broken 
your lawful oaths? How often? 

Have you had a custom of swearing rashly and 
inconsiderately by the name of God, by your soul, 
or by the way of imprecation upon yourself? 
How long have you had this custom? How many 
times a day have you sworn in this manner? 
Have you sworn by the blood or wounds of God, 
or any other blasphemous oath? How often? 

Have you cursed yourself or others, or any 
thing else? and if so, was it from your heart! 
How often? 

Have you been accessary to others swearing, 
cursing, or blaspheming? How often? 

Have you made a rash vow, without sufficient 
knowledge or deliberation? 

Have you broken any vow or solemn promise 
made to God? How often? 

The Third Commandment . 

Remember that thou keep holy the Sabbath day. 

Have you neglected to keep holy the Sunday! 

Have you, when prevented from hearing mass 
on Sundays and Holydays, supplied the omission 
by prayers at home., and taken care that those 
under your charge did the same? 

Have you done any servile work without neces- 
sity upon those days? or been accessary to others 
so doing? How often! 

Have you spent those days in idleness or in sin? 
Or been accessary to others spending them so? 
How often? 


The Fourth Commandment . 

Honour thy father and thy mother. 

If a Child . — Have you been wanting in your 
duty to your parents, by not loving them, or 
not showing them due respect; or by disobey* 
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in g them? and was it in any matter of moment? 
Or have you been disobedient or disrespectful to 
any other lawful superiors? How often? 

Have you desired your parents’ death, or cursed 
them? Or given them injurious language? Or 
lifted up your hand against them ? Or threatened 
them? Or provoked them to swear or otherwise 
to offend God? Or caused them any considerable 
trouble or uneasiness? How often? 

Have you stolen from your parents, or other- 
wise wronged them? Or squandered away their 
substance? How much, and how often? 

Have you neglected to succour your parents 
in their necessities, either corporal or spiritual? 

If a Parent . — Have you been negligent in pro- 
curing that your children should be speedily bap- 
tized? ^ Or that they should be timely instructed 
in their prayers and the Christian doctrine? Or 
have you been wanting in giving them early im- 
pressions of the fear and love of God? Or in 
taking care of their discharging their duty with 
regard to the sacraments? 

Have you neglected to correct them; or been 
excessive in your correction? 

Have you neglected to remove from them the 
occasions of sin, such as wicked companions, bad 
books, romances, &c. or suffered them to lie in 
the same bed with one another, with danger to 
their chastity? 

Have you flattered them in their passions, or 
indulged them in their evil inclinations? 

Have you given them bad example? How 
often, ana in what kind? 

If a Servant . — Have you disobeyed your master 
or mistress? Have you been wanting in diligence 
or industry? Have you injured or destroyed 
their property through carelessness or neglect? or 
suffered others to injure them? 

Have you stolen from them, or given any thing 
away without their knowledge? 
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Have you betrayed their confidence by reveal* 
ing their secrets, by tale bearing, by lies, &c.? 

Have you obeyed, or flattered them in. any 
thing sinful? 

If a Master or distress .— Have you neglected 
to watch over the conduct of your servants? 

Have you refused without necessity to allow 
them time to hear mass on Sundays and holydays, j 

or to frequent the sacraments? * 

Have you overburdened them with work, or 
treated them injuriously? 

The Fifth Commandment, 

Thou ihalt not kill. 

Have you been guilty of anger, or violent pas- , 
sion, and if so, what scandal was given? 

Have you desired any one’s death, through 
hatred or malice? Or for your temporal interest? 
How often? 

Have you revenged yourself of any one by word 
or action, or desired revenge, or taken pleasure 
in the thoughts of it! How often! 

Have you provoked, challenged, or struck 
others, or been guilty of quarrelling or fighting 
with them? How often? And wnat mischief 
have you done them? 

Have you borne malice to others, or refused to 
he reconciled to them? For how long a time! 
And what sort of evil had you in your heart 
against them? 

Have you procured, or thought to procure, a 
miscarriage? Or given any counsel, aid, or assist- 
ance thereunto? How often? 

Have you done any thing to shorten your own 1 
or any other’s life, or to hasten death? Or rashly 
exposed yourself or others to danger? Ho^f often! 

Hava you desired your own death, through 
passion or impatience ? Or entertained any 
thoughts of making away with yourself? or at- 
tempted or designed any such thing? How often? 
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Have you neglected to give alms according to 
your condition and ability? Or to reclaim sin- 
ners when it lay in your power? How often? 

Have you been guilty of any spiritual murder, 
by drawing others into mortal sin? Or have you 
been accessary to the sins of others, by counsel, 
or command, or provocation, or any other way! 
How often? And what sins? 
kr Have you given scandal, or occasion of sin to 
others by lewd or irreligious discourse; by drunk- 
enness or swearing; by immodesty of dress or 
behaviour, &c.? 

N. B.— The circumstance of scandal is generally found in all sins, 
that are known to others, by reason of the force of ill-example, which 
encourages others to sin. 

The Sixth Commandment. 

Thou shalt not commit adultery 

Have you been guilty of any acts of impurity? 
( Under this head , all sins against purity must be 
1 carefully examined; as well as whatsoever leads to 
their indulgence or commission.) Have you been 
guilty of filthy talking? of reading immodest 
books? of indecency of dress? of looking at un- 
chaste objects? of taking any dangerous or im- 
proper liberties? 

27. B. — As the sins against this and the ninth commandment are 
most grievous, and, at the same time, most various, the prudent coun- 
sel of your director will assist yon, if necessary, in a more particular 
examination. 

The Seventh Commandment. 

Thou shalt not steal. 

Have you been guilty of stealing, or cheating. 
Or in any way wronging your neighbour in buying 
* or selling, or in any other bargains or contracts? 
Or hav£ you been accessary to another’# com- 
mitting any such injustice? How often?, and to 
what value? 

Have you .unjustly retained what belonged to 
another! How long, and to what injury? 
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Have you caused any damage to your neigh- 
bour in his house, cattle, or other goods? How 
often? 

Have you contracted debts without design of 
paying them; or without any prospect of being 
able to pay them? Or have you delayed or 
refiised to pay your just debts when you were 
able? Or have you by prodigal expenses render- 
ed yourself unable, and so wronged your credi- 
tors, or your own family? How often? 

Have you been guilty of negligence in the 
securing or administering of trusts confided to 
your care, whether for ecclesiastical, charitable, 
or other purposes? Has any actual loss resulted 
from this negligence? To what extent? Have 
you been negligent in the administration of pro- 
perty otherwise entrusted to you, as guardian or 
administrator? If so, have others thereby suf- 
fered? To what extent? 

Have you been guilty of usury, in the loan of 
money? How often? 

Have you put off false money? How much? 
How often? 

Have you professed any art, or undertaken any 
business without sufficient skill or knowledge? 
And what injury has your neighbour suffered 
from it? 

Have you bought or received stolen goods? Or 
taken of those who could not give? How often? 

Have you neglected your work or business to 
which you were hired, or by contract obliged? 
How often? And to what injury? Or have you 
broken your promises in matters of consequence? 

N. B. — In all sins of injustice whereby yon have done any wrong to 
your neighbour, either in his person, or in his goods, or in his cliarno- 
ter, honour, or good name, you arc strictly obliged to make full satis- 
faction and restitution, if it be in your power, otherwise the sin will 
not be forgiven. 

Have you then neglected or delayed without 
lust cause to make satisfaction and restitution, 
°.n it was in your power? How long* 
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The Eighth Commandment, 

Thou dull not bear false witness against thy neighbour. 

Have you been guilty of telling lies? And 
whether in any matter of consequence, or to the 
injury of any one? How often? 

Have yon been guilty of hypocrisy or dissimu- 
lation? How often? 

Have you entertained a bad opinion of your 
neighbour without grounds, or judged rashly of 
his actions or intentions? How often? 

Have you been guilty of backbiting, or uncha- 
ritable conversation, by speaking of the known 
faults of your absent neighbour? How often? 

Have you been guilty of the sin of detraction, 
which consists in taking away or lessening your 
neighbour’s reputation, by publishing liis secret 
faults or defects? How often have you done so? 
From what motive, and before how many? 

Have you been guilty of calumny, which con- 
sists in saying of your neighbour what is false or 
uncertain? How often? and before how many? 

In either case you are obliged to restore his character as far os you 

are able. 

Have you willingly given ear to detraction or 
calumny? Have you taken pleasure in it? Or 
in any way encouraged it? Or not hindered it 
when you might? How often? 

Have you injured your neighbour’s honour by 
reproaches and affronts, or robbed him of his 
peace of mind, by scoffs and derision? How 
often? 

Have yon, by carrying stories backwards and 
forwards, or in any other way caused misunder- 
standing or quarrels betwixt others? How often? 
And to what prejudice? 

Jlere also judges, lawyers, solicitors, Ac. ought to examine them- 
■fives, what injustice they may have becu guilty of in managing c auses, 
&e. u well as accusers, witnesses, &c. 
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The Ninth Commandment . 

Thou ah&lt not covet thy neighbour's wife. 

Have you taken pleasure in any unchaste 
thoughts, or imaginations? Have you entertained 
any impure desires or feelings? 

The Tenth Commandment . 

Thou ahalt not eovet thy neighbour'* gooct*. 

Have you desired your neighbour’s goods, not 
caring whether you had them right or wrong? 
Or been in a disposition of stealing or otherwise 
wronging him if it lay in your power? How often? 

Have you desired yotir neighbour’s loss or mis- 
fortune, or any public calamity, that yoii might 
be the gainer by it? How often? 

The Commandments of the Church, 

I. Have you neglected to keep holy the days of 
obligation? Have you worked on those days 
without necessity, and without leave from your 
pastor? 

II. Have you neglected to hear mass on Sun- 
days and holy days of, obligation? or have you 
heard it with wilful distractions? Or not taken 
care that your children and servants should hear 
it? How often? 

III. Have you broken the days of abstinence 
commanded by the church, or eaten more than 
one meal on fasting days? Or been accessary to 
others so doing? How often? 

IV. V. Have you neglected to confess your sins 
once a^rear? Or to receive the blessed sacrament 
at Easter? 

VI. Have you solemnized marriage at the for- 
bidden times? Have you married within the for- 
bidden degrees of kindred? Or with any other 
known impediment? 
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The Capital or Deadly Sins, 

Pride, Have you been guilty of pride, or com- 
placency in yourself, or contempt or others? 
How often? 

Have you been guilty of vain-glory, by doing 
your actions to procure esteem? How often? 

Have you taken delight in the esteem and ap- 
plause of others, or have you been uneasy and 
discontented when you did not receive such 
esteem or applause? How often? 

Covetousness. Have you been guilty of cove- 
tousness in desiring or loving too much the 
things of this world? Have you squglit after 
them too eagerly, or been too much distressed 
at the loss of them? How often? 

For the sins of Lust, see the Sixth Commandment. 
For the sins of Anger , see the Fifth Commandment , 

Gluttony. Have you been guilty of gluttony, 
by eating or drinking to excess, so as to endan- 
ger or injure your health or reason? How often, 
and with what scandal? 

Have you indulged an inordinate gratification 
of your appetite? How often? 

Have you made others drunk, or sought to 
make them so? Or boasted of having made them 
so? How often? 

Envy . Have you envied or repined at your 
neighbour’s good, either spiritual or temporal? 
Or rejoiced at his harm? How often? 

Have you been guilty of jealousy in consequence 
of any attention or preference shown to others? 
have yon rejoiced to see them disappointed or 
mortified? 

Sloth . — Have you been guilty of sloth, or lazi- 
ness of mind or body, which has prevented you 
from discharging your duty? How often? 

Have you neglected your spiritual duties, or dis- 
charged them with tepidity or indolence? Have

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you studied too much your own ease, leading an 
unmortified and unchristian life? 

Have you squandered away much of your time 
in idleness, or useless occupation? 


Have you entertained with pleasure the thoughts 
of saying or doing any thing, which it would be a 
sin to say or do? How often? 

HaVe you had the desire or design of commit- 
ting any sin? Of what sin? How often? 

Have you gloried in any sin whatsoever? How 
often! And before what company? And what 
sin? 

Here also masters and, servant*, husbands and wives, lawyers and 
physicians, ecclesiastics and magistrates, Ac. ought to eramine into 
the sins which are peculiar to their states, and how far they may have 
neglected the duties of their respective caUings. 

A Prayer for obtaining Contrition. 

I HAVE now here before me, 0 Lord, a sad 
prospect of the manifold offences, by which I 
have displeased thy divine Majesty, and which I 
am assured will appear in judgment against me, 
if I repent not, and my soul be not disposed, by a 
hearty sorrow, to receive thy pardon. But this 
sorrow, O Lord, this repentance must be thy free 
gift, and if it comes not from the hand of thy mer- 
cy, all my endeavours will be in vain, and I shall 
be for ever miserable. Have mercy, therefore, on 
me, 0 Father of mercies, and pour forth into my 
heart thy grace, whereby I may sincerely repent 
of all my sins; give me a true contrition, that I 
may bewail my past misery and ingratitude, and 
grieve from my heart for having offended thee so 
good a God. Permit me not to be deluded with 
a false sorrow, as, I fear, I have been too often, 
through my own weakness and neglect; but let it 
he now thy gift, descending from thee, the Father 
of lights, that so my repentance may be accom- 
panied with amendment and change of life, and I 
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may be fully acquitted from the guilt of all my 
sins, and once more received into the number of 
thy servants. Through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 

A Meditation before Confession , to stir up in the sold 
, a hearty sorrrowfor having offended God. 

^ /10NSIDER, first, my soul, that God i3 thy first 
^ beginning, from whom thou hast received thy 
whole being; that he has made thee for himself, 
and for a happy eternity, and sent thee into this 
world, that, by loving and serving him, thou 
mightest merit this happy eternity. Ah! how 
little hast thou hitherto thought, either of thy 
, first beginning or last end! How little hast thou 
corresponded to the only end for which thou 
earnest into the world! How little hast thou 
loved the Sovereign Good! Ah! what empty toys 
and trifles have hitherto taken up thy thoughts! 
Ah! wretched husks of swine, which thou hast 
loved more than God! Repent and amend. 

Consider, secondly, what a filthy monster sin is, 
which thou hast hitherto carried about with thee, 
and cherished in thy breast. Mortal sin is so 
great an evil, so black, so odious and hideous, 
that hell itself has nothing worse. It is the great- 
est of all evils, infinitely opposite to the Sovereign 
Good. This dismal poison changed in a moment 
innumerable angels into ugly devils: the same is 
the bane of the whole world, and daily crowds 
hell with innumerable souls. This cursed stain 
is the fuel which nourishes that everlasting fire, 
k and which endless ages will never be able to ef- 
face. Alas! my poor soul, how wretched then 
has thy case been, all this while thou hast been 
in sin ! Thou hast been all this while a very mon- 
ster of filth and ugliness : odious and abominable 
to God and his angels. The foulest creature upon 
earth is certainly a beauty in comparison witn a 
soul in sin; and couldst thou but see thysetf w 
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thou art in this state, the very sight would strike 
thee dead* Ah! detest then so great an evil, and 
abhor it from thy heart; and spare no pains to 
get rid of it. 

Consider, thirdly, the multitude of thy sins, and 
how, from thy first coming to the use of reason, 
till this very hour, thou hast not let one day pass 
without many ways offending thy God. And 
what had he done to deserve this treatment at 
thy hands! Ah! how early didst thou turn thy 
back upon him! How quickly didst thou fall 
from the Supreme Good, into the bottomless pit 
of sin and misery! Hast thou not defiled all the 
powers of thy soul, and all the senses and mem- 
bers of thy body, by manifold sins! Hast thou 
not perverted all the gifts of God, by abusing 
them, and turning them to the offence of the 
Giver? And yet all this while he has. spared 
thee, whilst millions of others have been cut oft 
in their sins, yea, are actually burning in hell for 
lesser sins than thou hast committed: he has, 
with an admirable love, watched over thee night 
and day, or the devil would have long since car- 
ried tliee away. Alas! all the while thou hast 
been in sin, there was but a hair’s breadth be- 
twixt thy soul and hell, namely, the slender 
thread of life, which thy God held in his hand, 
which thou hast so often provoked him to break; 
and, if he had broken it, in tliat moment thon 
must have been in hell. Oh! love him then, and 
bless him for ever, for his forbearance and. long 
Buffering. Heartily beg pardon for having so 
long, and so very often, abused his mercy, and af- 
fronted his justice: resolve to return to him now 
with thy whole heart, and beg that thou mayest 
never more turn thy back upon him. 

Consider, fourthly, that death will be with 
thee very quickly: and that a sudden and unpro- 
vided death is frequently the just punishment of 
lin. Ah! make then thy peace with God in 
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time; and remember that a death-bed repentance 
is but a poor chance. Alas! they will certainly 
deceive themselves, that design to put upon God’s 
justice, by living in sin and dying in grace. Con- 
sider also the dreadful account which thou must 
give immediately after death, of all the sins of 
thy life; and how wretched thy case will then be, 
l if thou dost not now wash away thy sinful stains 
with penitential tears. Ah! to what a dismal 
eternity wilt thou be condemned, if thou art then 
found in mortal sin. Alas! canst thou bear ever- 
lasting fire! Canst thou endure to bum for ever? 
and what a loss will it be to thee to lose for ever 
thy God, thy Sovereign Good, the Fountain of all 
Good! Ah! nothing but sin can rob thee of hea- 
ven, or condemn thee to hell. Renounce then so 
great an evil, and detest it for ever. 

Consider, fifthly, how good God is in himself, 
and how good he has been to thee. He is an 
ocean, every way infinite, of goodness and perfec- 
tion; a beauty so charming as to ravish all that 
see him, and eternally fill their souls with incon- 
ceivable joy, delight, and love. He is the inex- 
haustible source of all perfection, and of all being: 
and every good that is in any of his creatures is 
from him, Dy him, and in him. He is eternal, 
without beginning, end, or change; he is immense 
and incomprehensible, filling heaven and earth, 
and all things therein; his power, wisdom, mercy, 
and justice are all infinite. And who art thou, 
iny soul, that so great a God should set his heart 
upon thee? Ah! he has thought of thee from all 
eternity; he has loved thee from all eternity; he 
has prepared a happy eternity for thee. And 
how little hast thou thought of him! how little 
hast thou loved him! how frequently, audhow 
grievously hast thou offended him! But, O my 
good and loving God, I am now resolved, by thy 
grace, to do so no more. I have said, now X bo- 
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riii: Oh, let this be the change of the right hand 
of the Most High. 

Consider, sixthly, the innumerable benefits and 
favours which thou hast received from God. He 
has given thee thy very being: he formed thy 
body in thy mother’s womb, and created thy im- 
mortal soul to his own image. He kept tKee from 
perishing by any one of those innumerable acci- 
dents, to which thou wast exposed for the space 
of nine months, and brought thee safe to the wa- 
ters of baptism; where he washed thee from sin, 
made thee his child, and heir to his kingdom. 
He provided for thee during thy helpless infancy 
and childhood; he gave thee an early knowledge 
of himself, and of his heavenly truths; he has fa- 
voured thee with many calls, inspirations, and 
graces, beyond thousands of others; he has made 
tnee a member of his church by a distinguished 
mercy; he has admitted thee to his sacraments, 
and given himself to thee in the blessed eucharist; 
he has borne with thy repeated treasons for a 
great many years, and has still been thy constant 
Benefactor, notwithstanding all thy ingratitude. 
And is it possible, my soul, that thou shouldst 
still offend him. Oh! rather let me die, dear 
Lord, than offend thee any more. 

Consider, seventhly, how much thy Saviour Je- 
sus Christ, the Son of God, has suffered for thy 
sins. His whole life was a continual suffering: 
but what dreadful torments did he endure for 
thee in his passion and death. What a bitter 

B in the garden of Gethsemani! What a 
y sweat! Oh! the anguish of his sacred 
soul, which forced from his body this dismal sweat ! 
Oh! the heinousness of thy sins ; my soul, which 
thy Saviour has thus bewailed with tears of blood ! 
Alas! it was for the love of thee he suffered all 
this. For thee he permitted himself to be betray- 
ed and sold by one of his disciples. For thee he 
gave up himself to the hands of sinners, to be ap- 
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prehended as a malefactor, bound, beaten, and 
abused; falsely accused, and unjustly condemned; 
muffled, spit upon, and loaded with all manner of 
reproaches; forsaken by all his Mends, and deni- 
ed hy the chief of his apostles; exposed all the 
night, and all the day, to the insults and scoffs of 
his enemies, to the insolence of the mob and of 
the soldiers; clothed in a fool’s garment; judged 
to be worse than a Barabbas; rent and torn with 
whips and scourges; crowned with thorns; derid- 
ed as a mock king, vested with a purple garment, 
and a sceptre of a reed; condemned to ale a dis- 
graceful death: loaded with a heavy cross, laid 
upon his wounded shoulders; drenched with gall 
and vinegar; violently stripped of his clotnes, 
which now cleave fast to his wounds; stretched 
on the cross as on a rack, and nailed to it with 
cross nails driven through his hands and feet; 
hoisted up into the air betwixt two thieves, and 
there, in most bitter torment and anguish, he was 
pleased to hang for the space of three hours, bleed- 
ing and dying for the love of thee. Ah! how 
much, then, have thy sins cost this innocent Lamb 
of God! Ah! how dearly has he loved thee! 
since, in the midst of all his tortures, he had thee 
in his heart, and even then was pleading thy cause 
with his eternal Father, when thy sins were cru- 
cifying him. Grieve, then, my soul, for having 
ofienaed so good a God; grieve that thou grievest 
so little for so great an evil. Run in now at least 
to thy crucified. Saviour, embrace his feet like 
Magdalen, and strive to wash them with thy tears. 

Affections and Resolutions. 

' Lord and my All! I am confounded at the 
multitude and enormity of my offences 
against so good * God; I dare not presume even 
to lift up mine eyes to heaven, much less to come 
near thy altar, after so many treasons against 
thee. Alas! what shall I now ao, 0 Lord! what 
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shall I say? But with the humble publican, 
strike my breast, and cry out to thee, O God , 
merciful to me a sinner! 

My sins exceed in number the hairs of my head, 
and the sands of the sea: but thy mercies are 
more innumerable than my sins. 0 Ocean of 
mercy, have compassion on a poor miserable sin- 
ner, and make me now at least a true penitent. 

Father, 1 have sinned against heaven, and in 
thy sight, and am not worthy to be called thy 
child: Oh! receive me as one of the least of thy 
servants, and never suffer me to go astray from 
thee any more. 

It grieves me, 0 my good God, that I have of- 
fended thee: I am heartily sorry for all the sins 
which I have committed against thine infinite 
goodness. Oh! that I could worthily lament 
them, even with tears of blood. 

Who will give water to my head, and a foun- 
tain of tears to mine eyes, that night and day I 
may weep for my sins and ingratitude? 

Oh! that I had never offended my God! Oh; 
that I had never sinned! Happy those souls who 
have never lost their baptismal innocence? Ah! 
sweet Jesus, that I had been so happy. 

. Have mercy on me, 0 God, according to thy 
great mercy; and according to the multitude of 
thy tender mercies blot out mine iniquity. Wash 
me yet more from mine iniquity, and cleanse me 
from my sin; for I know mine iniquity, and iny 
sin is always before me. 

Oh! that I could now, like Magdalen, present 
myself at the feet of my Saviour! Oh! that I 
could wash them with my tears! Oh! suffer me, 
dear Lord, to lay down all my sins at thy feet, to 
be cancelled by thy precious blood. 

Lord, thou hast said there is joy in heaven 
upon one sinner doing penance, more than upon 
ninttty.jiiae just: Oh! give me now grace to bo a 
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true penitent indeed, that so heaven may rejoice 
at my conversion. 

Thou earnest, O my dear Redeemer, not to call 
the just, but sinners to repentance; look down 
upon me, a poor miserable sinner, and draw me 
powerfully to thee by thy grace. 

I know thou wiliest not the death of a sinner, 
but that he be converted and live: Oh ! let me no 
longer remain dead in my sins! Oh! let me now 
at least begin to live to thee! 

Create a clean heart in me, 0 God ; and renew 
a right spirit within my bowels. Oh! grant that 
I may now serve thee in good earnest ! Oh, let 
this be the change of the right hand of the Most 
high. 

Thou hast made me, 0 my God, and redeemed 
me by thy precious blood. Oh ! despise not the 
work of thy hands! Oh, let not thy blood bo 
spilt for me in vain! 

Too late have I known thee, 0 ancient Truth ! 
Too late have I loved thee, O ancient Beauty! 
Too long have I gone astray from thee! From 
this moment, O my Sovereign Good, I desire to 
be for ever thine. Oh! let nothing in life Dr 
death ever separate me from thee auv more. 

0 divine Lover of penitent souls, give mo. 
henceforth a contrite and humble heart ! Oh! I 
desire from this hour to offer this sacrifice daily 
to thee, till the end of my life! 

0 divine Love, how little art thou known in 
this wicked world! how little art thou loved! 
Come now to me, and take full possession of my 
whole heart and soul for time and eternity. 

Thy mercy hath been infinite in' bearing so long 
with such an ungrateful sinner as 1 have been, 
and in daily heaping thy favours upon me. Add 
this one favour, 0 Lord, to all the rest, that hence- 
forward, by thy grace, I may never offend thee 
more. This one thing I earnestly beg of thee, 
for thine infinite mercy’s sake, and through the 
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death and passion of thine only Son. Hear this 
one prayer, I beseech thee, ana in all things else 
do with me what thou pleasest. 

I am resolved, by thy grace, never more to re- 
turn to my sins ; J0h, rather let me die than offend 
thee wilfully any more. I am resolved to fly all 
evil company, and dangerous occasions; and to 
take proper measures for a thorough amendment 
of my life for the future. All this I resolve; but 
thou knowest my frailty, 0 my God; and if thou 
assist me not by thy grace, all my resolutions will 
prove ineffectual, ana I shall be for ever miserable: 
Oh ! look to. me, O Lord, that I may never betray 
thee any more. 

N. B. Here it is proper that you should think upon the measures which you 
must take Jbr an entire amendment qf your life fitr the time to come; consi- 
dering well rvhat have been the occasions qf your sins ; what precautions you 
must take against those dangers for the future ; mhat pious exercises you 
must daily make use qf; such as prayer, meditation, spiritual reading, <frc. 
when, and horn qften, you mustfreauent the sacraments. Sec. 

When you find yourself heartily sorry for having offended God, and 
fully determined, {or the time to come, to amend your life, and to 
avoid all mortal sins and the immediate occasions of them, you may 
then go to confession, in which you njpy follow this method. 

The Method of Confession . 

Kneeling down at the side of your ghostly father, make the sign «t 
the cross, saying. 

In the name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

Then ask his blessing in these words: 

Piay, father, give me your blessing, for I have 
sinned. 

Then say the first part of the Confiteor, as follows : 

I confess to Almighty God, to blessed Mary, 
ever a Virgin, to blessed Michael the archangel, 
to blessed John the baptist, to the holy apostles 
Peter and Paul, to all the saints, and to you, 
father, that I have sinned exceedingly, in thought, 
word, and deed, through my fault, through my 
fault, through my most grievous foult. 
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Then say. Since my last confession , which was so 
many weeks or months ago , I accuse myself $c. 

After this accuse yourself of your sins, either according to the order 
of God’s commandments, or such other order as you find most helpful 
to your memory ; adding after each sin, the number of times that you 
have been guilty of it, and such circumstances as may very considers, 
bly aggravate the guilt : but carefully abstaining from such as are im- 
pertinent or unnecessary, aud from excuses and long narrations. 

\ After you have confessed all tha k you can remember, conclude with 
this or the like form : 

For these and all other my sins, which I can- 
not at present call to my remembrance, I am 
heartily sorry, purpose amendment for the fu- 
ture, and most humbly ask pardon of God, and 
penance and absolution of you, my ghostly father: 

Therefore I beseech the blessed Mary, ever a 
Virgin, blessed Michael the archangel* blessed 
John the baptist, the holy apostles Peter and 
Paul, all the saints, and you, father, to pray to the 
Lord our God for me. 

Then give attentive ear to the instructions and *4 vice of your con* 
feasor, and humbly accept of the penance enjoined by him. 

Whilst the priest gives you absolution, bow down your head, and 
with great humility call upon God for mercy; and beg of him that he 
would be pleased to pronounce the sentence of absolution in heaven, 
whilst his minister absolves you upon earth. * 

After confession, return to your prayers; and after having heartily 
given God thanks for having admitted you, by the means of this sacra- 
ment, to the grace of reconciliation, and received you, like the prodigal 
Child returning home, make an offering of your confession to Jesus 
Christ, begging pardon for whatever defects you may have been guilty 
of in it; offering up your resolutions to your Saviour, and begging 
g race that yon may fulfil them. 

Be careful to perform your penance in due time, and in a peni ten tial 
spirit. 

A Prayer after Confession . 

0 ALMIGHTY and most merciful God, who 
according to the multitude of thy tender mer- 

S it vouchsafed once more to receive this 
child, after so many times going astray 
K3, and to admit him to this sacrament of 
reconciliation, I give thee thanks with all the 
powers of my soul, for this and all other mercies, 
graces, and blessings bestowed on me, ‘the most 
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unworthy of all sinners: and prostrating myself 
at thy sacred feet, I offer myself now to be 
henceforth for ever thine. Oh! let nothin" in life 
or death ever separate me from thee. I once 
more renounce with my whole soul all my trea- 
sons against thee, and all the abominations and 
sins of my past life. I renew my promises made 
in baptism, and from this moment 1 dedicate my- 
self eternally to thy love and service. Oh! grant 
that for the time to come I may ever fly and 
abhor sin more than death itself, and avoid all 
such occasions and companies as have unhappily 
brought me to it. I resolve henceforth to fly 
them all, by thy divine grace, without which, of 
myself, I can do nothing. I resolve to perform 
such and such devotions for obtaining this grace. 
I resolve to fly idleness, and to set myself a regu- 
lar order and method of life, for the time I have 
yet to come. I beg thy blessing upon these my 
resolutions, that they may not be ineffectual, like 
so many others I have formerly made: for, 0 
Lord, without thee I am nothing but misery and 
sin. Supply, also, by thy mercy, whatever de- 
fects have been in this my confession. I am sen- 
sible that it hath been very imperfect, and that I 
was far from having that true sorrow which the 
heinousness of my sins required; but let the pre- 
cious blood of thine only Son make up this de- 
ficiency. Accept of my poor performance, such 
as it is, and give me grace to be now and always 
a true penitent through the same Jesus Christ, 
thy Son. Amen. 

A Prayer after Confession when Absolution has 
been deferred. 

O MY God, how painful, how afflicting is it to 
me that I am not duly prepared to receive 
from thee the pardou of my sins! O Lord, I ac- 
knowledge my unworthiness, and I lipSwy sub- 
: t to the decision of thy minister, long. 
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0 Lord, how long- shall this afflicting separation 
from thee continue? Oh! assist me, I beseech 
thee, to begin from this moment a new life. I 
will endeavour by thy grace daily to excite in my 
heart a more sincere and earnest sorrow for my 
offences. I will carefully avoid all occasions of 
sin, and I will faithfully put in practice the advice 
s given me by my director. O my God, have mer- 
cy on me, and give me grace to keep these my 
resolutions, that so I may have the happiness to 
renounce all sin, and obtain from thee the full 
pardon of all my offences. Through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen .

Recommended by St. Francis of Sales, to be made by 
the penitent in pi’esence of his director , by way oj 
engraving in his soul a firm resolution of serving 
God. 

I N. N. placed in the presence qf the eternal 
God, and of all the court of hfeaven, having 
considered the exceeding mercy of his divine 
goodness towards me, a most unwoithy and 
wretched creature, whom he hath made out of 
nothing, preserved, maintained, and delivered 
, from so many dangers, and loaded with so many 
benefits, but, above all, having considered the in- 
comprehensible sweetness and clemency, with 
which this most good God hath so graciously 
spared me in my iniquities, so frequently called 
upon me, inviting me to amend, and so patiently 
expected my repentance and conversion until this 

§ resent time, notwithstanding all my ingratitude. 

isloyalty, and infidelity, whereby deferring my 
conversion, and despising his graces, I have so 
unadvisedly offended him ; having moreover, con- 
sidered that, upon the day of my holy baptism, l 
was so happily and liolily vowed and dedicated 
to my Gocl to be his child; and that, contrary tc 
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the profession then made in my name, I have so | 
many times, so execrably and detestably, profaned j 
and violated all the powers of my soul, and senses 
of my body, applying and employing them against 
his divine Majesty ; at length returning to myself, ! 
prostrate in heart and mind before the throne of 
the divine justice, I acknowledge, confess and 
avow myself lawfully attainted and convicted of 
high treason against his divine Maj esty , and guilty 
of the death and passion of Jesus Christ, by rea- 
son of the sins which I have committed, for which 
he died, and suffered the torments of the cross: 
so that I am worthy to be cast away, and con- 
demned for ever. 

But turning myself towards the throne of the 
infinite mercy of the same eternal God, having 
detested, from the bottom of my heart and with 
all my power, the many transgressions of my past 
life; I most humbly beg and crave pardon, grace, 
and mercy, with an entire absolution from my 
offences, by virtue of the death and passion of the 
same Saviour and Redeemer of my soul: on which 
relying, as on the only foundation of my hope, 

I confirm again and renew the sacred profession 
of allegiance made in my behalf to God, at my 
baptism ; renouncing the aevil, the world, and the 
flesh; abominating their horrible suggestions, 
vanities, and concupiscences, for all the time of 
this present life, and for all eternity. And con- 
verting myself unto my most gracious and mer- 
ciful God, I desire, purpose, determine, and re- 
solve, irrevocably to serve and love him now and 
for ever. And, to this end, I give and consecrate 
to him my spirit with all its faculties, my good 
with all its powers, my heart with all its affec- 
tions, and my body with all its senses; pretesting, 
that I will never more abuse any part of my being

SATISFACTION. 

l upon the cross for onr Bins, an 

nal Father a full and superabundant satisfaction for them. Jetut it 
the propitiation for our tint ; and not for ours only, but alto fbr thote of the 
whole world. 1 John ii. 3. When the Almighty Father, in considera- 
tion of his Son's bitter death, forgives onriina, and the eternal pimish- 
ment due to them, in the holy Sacrament of Penance, the order of his 

i uatice require*, that some temporal punishment should be undergone 
iy the penitent sinner. This debt or temporal punishment may, how. 
ever, be redeemed by penitential -works, such as alms-deeds, prayer and 
fasting, and by bearing with patience and resignation the miseries and 
afflictions with which divine providence may please this 

valley of tears. Hence, before W penitent sinner is 
■ins, somepenance or penitential works, such as those just mentioned. 
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are imposed upon him by the minister of God; the performance of 
which is called Satisfaction, and forma the third part of the Sacrament 
of Penance. The sincere penitent will therefore be careful to perform 
this penance in dne time, and in a truly penitential spirit. He will go 
frequently with a contrite and humble heart to the foot of the cross of 
his Redeemer, there to bewail his past offences, and will use every 
means in liia power to offer to God a more abundant satisfaction. He 
will gladly avail himself of that merciful appointment of the Almigh- 
ty, who, like a tender and indulgent parent, in condescension to our 
weakness, and in consideration of the superabundant satisfaction made 
for our sins, by his beloved Son, Jesus Christ, our Redeemer, has 
granted to his church the power of releasing his faithful children from 
the debt of temporal punishment dne to sin. He will consequently be 
anxious to comply with tlie conditions requisite for gaining an indul- 
gence, which signifies a releasing from the temporal punishment , which 
often remains dne to sin, after its guilt has been remitted by the .Sacrament yf 
Penance. To enable the penitent to obtain an Indulgence, the church 
xhorts him at stated times, to the practice of certain religious and 
pious exercises, promising on the faithful performance of them, to 
exercise in his belialt the power granted by Jesus Christ to her in the 
person of her chief Pastor, Saint Peter, when giving him the kevs of 
the kingdom of heaven, he at the same time gave him power to loose 
the faithful from whatever might hinder their entrance into heaven. 
By approaching therefore Worthily to the Sacraments of Penance and 
the holy Eucharist, at the time of an Indulgence, the penitent will not 
only receive the graces and blessings which he would derive at other 
times fr<»m these holy institutions, but if he faitlifully comply with all 
the conditions of the indulgence, he will obtain according to the fer- 
vour of lii.'i dispositions, the remission of the whole, or part of the debt 
of punishment due to God, for the sins of which lie has repented. 

Indulgences are of two kinds: 1. A Plenary Indulgence, which, 
when duly gained, is a full and entire remission of all the temporal 

f uuiishmeut due to sin. The eight Indulgences granted to the Oatho- 
ica of England, at the principal festivals of the year, arc Plenary 
Indulgences. A Jubilee is also a Plenary Indulgence, occasionally 
granted by the Pope to the wliole church, in the most ample manner, 
anti with the greatest solemnity. 

2. A partial or limited Indulgence, as of ten yean, or a hundred 
days, &o. remits as much of the temporal punishment, as would have 
been remitted by ten years, or a hundred days, Ac. 6f the canonical 
penances formerly imposed on public penitents.

It may 
be proper to be said on the day of communiop, as it is directed for the 
usual intentions, for which the faithful ought to offer up their praygn 
in order to gain the Indulgence. 

A PRAYER 

For the whole state of Christ’s Church upon Earth, 
and all the intentions of the Indulgence . 

0 ETERNAL Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
Creator of all things, visible and invisible, 
Source of all our good; infinitely good in thyself, 
and infinitely gracious, bountiful, and good to us; 
behold we, thy poor servants, the work of thy 
hands, redeemed by the blood of thine only Son, 
come in answer to his summons by his vicegerent, 
to present ourselves, as humble petitioners, be- 
fore the throne of thy mercy. We come in com- 
munion with all thy church in heaven, hoping to 
be assisted by their prayers and merits; and 
with Jesus Christ at our head, our High-Priest 
and Mediator, in whose precious blood we put all 
our trust. 

We prostrate ourselves here before thee, and 
most humbly beseech thee to sanctify thy own 
most holy name, by sanctifying and exalting thy 
holy Catholic Church throughout the whole world. 
O eternal King, who hast sent thine only Son 
down from thy throne above into this earth of 
ours, to establish a kingdom here amongst ns, 
from whence we might hereafter be translated to 
thy eternal kingdom; look down we beseech 
thee, upon this kingdom of thy Son, and propa- 
gate it through all nations, and through all hearts. 
Sanctify it in all truth ; maintain it in peace, 
unity, and holiness. Give to it saints for its ru- 
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ten, its chief pastor, and all its other prelates; 
enlighten them with all heavenly wisdom, make 
them all men according to thy own heart. Give 
thy grace and blessing to all the clergy: and send 
amongst them that heavenly fire, which thy Son 
came to cast on the earth, and which he so earn- 
estly desired should be enkindled. Assist and 
protect all apostolic Missionaries, that they may 
- zealously ana effectually promote thy glory, and 
the salvation of souls redeemed by the blood of 
thy Son. Sanctify all religious men and women 
of all orders; give them the grace to serve thee 
with all perfection, according to the spirit of 
their institute, and to shine like lights to the rest 
of the faithful. 

Have mercy on all Christian princes; grant 
them those lights and graces, that are necessary 
for the perfect discharge of their duty to thee 
and to their subjects; that they may be true ser- 
vants to thee, the King of kings, true fathers to 
their people, and nursing fathers to thy church. 
Have mercy on all magistrates and men in power; 
that they may all fear thee, love thee, ana serve 
thee; and ever remember that they are thy de- 
puties, and ministers of thy justice. Have mercy 
on all thy people throughout the world: and 
give thy blessing to thine inheritance; remember 
thy congregation, which thou hast possessed 
from the beginning; and give that grace to all 
thy children here upon earth, that they may do 
thy holy will in all things, even as the blessed do 
in heaven. 

Extend thy mercy also to all poor infidels, 
who sit in darkness and in the shaaow of death: 
to all those nations that know not thee, and that 
have not yet received the faith and law of thy 
Son their Saviour; to all Pagans, Mahometans, 
and Jews. Remember, 0 Lord, that all these 
poor souls are made after thine own imago and 
likeness, and redeemed by the blood of thy oon. 
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Oh ! let not satan any longer exercise his tyranny 
over these thy creatures, to the great dlshODMi 
of thy name. Let not the precious blood of thy 
Son oe shed for them in vain. Send among 
them zealous preachers and apostolic labourers, 
endued with the like graces and gifts as thine 
apostles were, and bless them with the like suc- 
cess, for the glory of thy name: that all these 
poor souls may be brought to know thee, love 
thee, and serve thee, here in thy church, and 
bless thee hereafter for all eternity. 

Look down also with an eye of pity and com- 
passion on all those deluded souls, who under the 
name of Christians, have gone away from the 
paths of truth and unity, and from the one foW 
of the one Shepherd* thine only Son Jesus Christ, 
into the by-paths of error and schism. Oh! 
bring them back to thee and to thy church* 
Dispel their darkness by thy heavenly light, take 
off the veil from before their eyes, with which 
the common enemy hath blindfolded them : let 
them see how they have been misled by misap- 
prehensions and misrepresentations. itemove 
the prejudices of their education: take away 
from them the spirit of obstinacy, pride, and 
self-conceit. Give them an humble and a docile 
heart. Give them a strong desire of finding ont 
thy truth, and a strong grace to enable them to 
embrace it, in spite or all the imposition of the 
world, the flesh, and the devil. For why should, 
"these poor souls perish, for, which Christ died! 
Why should satan any longer possess these souls, 
which by their baptism, were dedicated to thee, 
to be thine eternal temple. 

0 Father of lights, and God of all truth, purge 
the whole world from all errors, abuses, corrup- 
tions and vices. Beat down the standard of 
satan, and set up everywhere the standard of 
Christ, Abolish the reign of sin, and establish 
the kingdom of grace in all hearts. Let humility 

;l 
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triumph over pride and ambition; charity over 
hatred, envy, and malice; purity and temperance 
ever hist and excess; meekness over passion; 
and disinterestedness and poverty of spirit over 
covetousness and love of this perishable world. 
Let the gospel of Jesus Christ, both in its belief 
and practice, prevail throughout all the universe. 
- Giant to us thy peace, 0 Lord, in the days of 
our mortality, even that peace which thy Son 
bequeathed as a legacy to his disciples: a perpe- 
tual peace with thee, a perpetual peace with one 
another, and a perpetual peace within them- 
selves. Grant that all Christian princes and 
states may love, cherish, and maintain an invio- 
lable peace among themselves. Give them a 
right sense of the dreadful evils that attend on 
wars. Give them an everlasting horror of all 
that bloodshed, of the devastation and ruin of so 
many territories, of the innumerable sacrileges, 
and the eternal loss of so many thousand souls, 
which are the dismal consequences of war. 
Turn their hearts to another kind of warfare, 
teach them to fight for a heavenly kingdom. 

Remove, 0 Lord, thy wrath, which we have 
reason to apprehend actually hanging over our 
heads for our sins. Deliver all Christian people 
from the dreadful evil of mortal sin; make all 
sinners sensible of their misery: give them the 
grace of a sincere conversion to thee, and a truly 
penitential spirit, and discharge them from all 
their bands. Preserve all Christendom, and in 
particular, this nation, from all the evils that 
threaten impenitent sinners, such as plagues, 
famines, earthquakes, fires, inundations, mor- 
tality of cattle, sudden and unprovided death, 
and thy many other judgments here, and eternal 
damnation hereafter. Comfort all that are under 
any affliction, sickness, or violence of pain : sup- 
port all that are under temptation; reconcile au 
that axe at variance; deliver all that are in sia- 
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very or captivity; defend all that are in danger; 
grant a relief to all in their respective necessities; 
give a happy passage to all that are in their 
agony. Grant thy blessing to our mends and 
benefactors, and to all those for whom we are 
particularly bound to pray; and have mercy on 
all our enemies. Give eternal rest to all the 
faithful departed; and bring us all to everlasting 
life, through Jesus Christ thy Son. Amen.

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INSTRUCTIONS AND DEVOTIONS FOR 
COMMUNION. 

Lar * mm prove (or try) himself, say* St. Paul, 1 Cor. xi. *8. and to let 
Urn eat of that bread, $c. This proving or trying yourself is the first end 
most necessary preparation for the holy communion, and consists in 
looking diligently into the state of your soul, if order to discover what 
indispositions or sins may lie there concealed, and to apply a proper 
remedy to them, by sineere repentance and confession ; lest otherwise 
approaching the Holy of Holies with a soul defiled with the guilt of 
mortal sin, you become guilty qf the body and blood qfthe Lord , and receive 
Judgment to yourself, not discerning the body of the Lord. 1 Cor. ix. For 
this reason you must go to confession before communion, in order to clear 
your soul from the filth of sin. 

%. The person that is to receive the blessed sacrament must be fast- 
ing, at Isast from midnight, by the command of the Church, and by a 
most ancient and apostolical tradition, ordaining, that, in reverence to 
so rreat a sacrament, nothing should enter into the body of a Christian 
before the body of Christ. Hence, if through inadvertence, or other- 
wise, you have taken any thing, though ever so little, after twelve 
ofleloek at night, you must by no means receive that day. excepting 
fas the case of danger of approaching death, when the blessed sacrament 
is received by way of Viaticum. 

Besides this preparation of confession and fasting, when you propose 
to go to communion you must endeavour to aim at the best devotion 
you are able, in order to dispose your soul for worthily receiving so 
great a guest. To this end you ought. 

First, To think well on the great work you have in hand : to consider 
attentively, who it is you are going to receive, and how far you are from 
deserving such a favour; and to implore with fervoUT and humility 
God’s grace and mercy. And this should be the subject of your medi- 
tations and prayers for some days beforehand, and more particularly 
the night before your communion, and the morning you receive. 

Secondly. To propose to yourself a pure intention, vis. the houonr of 
God, and the health of your own soul, and in particular, that by wor- 
thily receiving Christ in this heavenly sacrament, you may come to a 
happy union with him, according to that of St. John, vi. 57. He that 
eateth myjleth and drinketh my blood, ahideth in me and l in him. 

Thirdly, To meditate on the sufferings and death of your Redeemers 
this sacrament beiug instituted to this end, that we should ehom forth 
the death of the Lord until he c»tnc. 1 Cor. xi. 26. 

Fourthly, To prepare yourself by acta of virtue, more especially of 
faith, love, and humility ; that bo you may approach your Lord with a 
firm belief of his real presence in this sacrament, and of that great 
sacrifice which he heretofore oliered upon the cross for your redemp- 
tion, of which he here makes you partaker ; with an ardent affection 
of love to him, who has loved you ro much, and who, out ofpnrelove, 
gives himself to you ; and with a great sentiment of your own nnwor- 
thinees and sins, joined with a firm confidence in the mercies of your 
Redeemer. 


A Meditation before Communion , 

Divided into seven points which may serve as a seven days’ preparation 
Tor receiving the B. Sacrament. 

1. nONSIDER, first, that Jesus Christ wr- 
Lord, whom we receive in this blessed i 
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cjrament, is called in scripture the Lamb which teat 
slain from the beginning of the world , ( Apocalypse, 
xiii. 8.) because, from the very beginning of the 
world, there was no way of coming at God’s 
mercy or grace, but by faith in a Redeemer to 
come, and by the merits of his future death and 
passion. Hence Christ crucified was, from the 
beginning of the world, the great object of the 
devotion of the patriarchs and prophets; for him 
they constantly sighed; him they regarded in 
all their sacrifices, which were indeed so many 
.figures of him, and of his death. All these figures 
were to have an end, when Christ himself, the 
very Truth, oame in person into the world and 
offered himself upon the cross a sacrifice for the 
sins of the world. But still his death and passion 
is to be the perpetual object of the devotion of all 
his children and servants, even to the end of the 
world; not now as prefigured in shadows and 
types, but as commemorated and celebrated in 
the eucharistic sacrifice and sacrament, contain- 
ing and exhibiting verily and indeed, that is, in 
very truth, our great High Priest and Victim 
Jesus Christ. For the ancient figures are now 
passed, and the truth has succeeded in their 
place ; and that same fountain of all sanctity, who 
of old communicated himself to his servants spi- 
ritually by faith, now gives himself to us, verily 
and indeed, in these heavenly mysteries. For 
this manner of communicating himself was best 
becoming the new law, which is a law of love, a 
law of grace, and a law of truth. Ah! my souL 
admire and adore the riches of the bounty and 
goodness of thy God and Saviour, who gives thee 
m this sacrament so great a gut, that heaven 
itself has nothing greater. Embrace his love, but 
let it be with a suitable return of love; and see 
thou prepare thyself worthily to receive so great 
a visit. Oh! take care to open wide thy heart, 
that it may be capable to hold those treasures 
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which he brings with him, and which he desires 
to impart to thee. 

Consider, secondly, the figures by which God 
was pleased in the Old Testament to foreshow 
this sacrament; especially these three, the Tree' 
of Life, the Paschal Lamb, and the Manna from 
heaven. The tree of life, which God planted in 
the midst of the earthly paradise, had that excel- 
lent property, that if sin had not banished ns 
from that happy abode, by feeding on the fruit of 
it, we should have been maintained in a constant 
vigour, strength, and health, and have never 
died. Oh! how well does the blessed Eucharist 
answer this noble figure! in which we feed upon 
life itself in its very fountain, and by frequently 
and worthily approaching to it, receive a copious 
and constant supply of heavenly grace, for the 
maintaining of the vigour, strength, and health of 
the soul; that so we may never incur the second 
death, but may pass from hfe to life; from the 
life of grace to the life of glory; from hfe con- 
cealed under sacramental veils to life seen and 
enjoyed without shadow or change, for all eter- 
nity. The Paschal Lamb, which was first offered 
in sacrifice to God on the evening in which the 
children of Israel were delivered from the bondage 
of Egypt, and then was by God’s command eaten 
bar aU the faithful, was also a figure of the blessed 
Eucharist, and -of the true Lamb of God, there 
communicated to us; even that Lamb which was 
first offered in sacrifice for our eternal redemp- 
tion from the bondage of the infernal Pharaoh, and 
is now received by all the faithful in these hea- 
venly mysteries, for a perpetual commemoration 
of this our redemption, and a daily application of 
the fruit of it to our soul. O my soul, let us confi- 
dently run to this Lamb of God, who taketh 
away the sins of the world; let us receive with all 
affection this Christian Passover: let us embrace 
this victim of qur redemption, this new sacrifice 
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of the new covenant, the covenant of life and, of 
love; let us sprinkle ourselves with this blood ot 
the New Testament, that so the destroying angel 
may have no power to hurt us. Another figure of 
the blessed Eucharist was the Manna from hea- 
ven, with which the children of Israel were 'won- 
derfully fed, during their forty years* sojourning in 
the wilderness, before their coining to the land of 
promise. This food was many ways miraculous, 
out nothing in comparison of that living bread, 
that bread of life, which is given us in the divine 
mysteries; which comes down from heaven, in 
order to carry us thither, to the true land of pro- 
mise, the land of the living, and which nourishes 
our souls to life eternal. 0 heavenly manna! 0 
bread of angels! let my soul always hunger after 
thee. Thou art my true and only support during 
this my mortal pilgrimage. Oh ! give me a loath- 
ing for all the husks of swine, with which 
deluded world seeks to amuse me! Oh, let me 
ever relish thy hidden sweetness! 

Consider, thirdly, the mysteries which we cele- 
brate in this thrice blessed sacrament and sacri- 
fice. Here the whole passion and death of Christ 
are solemnly acted, as a most sacred tragedy, by 
himself in person. Here the Lamb of God pre- 
sents himself as slain to his eternal Father, and 
his blood most powerfully pleads in our behalf. 
Here the death of our Lora, the fountain of all 
our good, plentifully flows into our souls, and ever 
lives and brings forth in us the fruit of life. Here 
the triumphs of our crucified King, his victorious 
resurrection and glorious ascension, are displayed. 
Here we receive an assurance of the share that 
we have in Christ, and in his redemption. Here 
we partake of his Body and of his Spirit. Here 
we drink of the fountain of life. Here all the 
members of Christ are happily united with one 
another, and with their head, in a sacrament of 
n and love. Here in fine, we have a most

certain pledge of everlasting life, and of the eter- 
nal enjoyment of him in our blessed country, 
who thus lovingly gives himself to us in tins 
place of banishment. O my soul, reverence with 
awe, and embrace with love, these mysteries so 
full of majesty and of love. The High Priest of 
the Old Testament was but once a year to enter 
into the inward sanctuary of the temple, called 
the Holy of Holies; and then not without divers 
purifications and sacrifices, and a solemn fast of 
all Israel. See then how pure, how holy, thou 
oughtest to be, who so often art admitted into the 
Banctuary of the New Testament, that is, to 'these 
divine mysteries, sanctified by the presence of 
Jesus Christ himself, the true Holy of Holies, of 
which that Jewish sanctuary was but a shadow. 

Consider, therefore, fourthly, that what most 
especially calls for our devotion in these most 
holy mysteries, is the real presence of Jesus 
Christ himself, true God and true man, under the 
sacramental veils. Bow thyself down, my soul, 
to adore this sacred truth; let no proud thoughts 
of opposition arise in thee against this admirable 
sacrament; captivate thy understanding to the 
obedience of faith: build thyself upon the express 
words of Truth itself, so often repeated in holy 
writ, and upon the express declaration of the 
church of God, against which the gates of hell 
can never prevail. The glory and merit of faith 
it to believe what thou canst not see; to acknow- 
ledge that the Almighty can do infinitely more 
than thou canst comprehend; and that no effort 
of mercy and love can be too great for him, who 
has died for love. See then what thy devotion 
ought to be in consequence of this belief: what 
profound reverence to so great a Lord, who lies 
concealed in these tremendous mysteries; what 
purity of-con science, in order to approach worth- 
uy to purity itself; what humility, what love, 
when thou art admitted to his embraces. 
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Consider, fifthly, in how many ways thy Lord 
and thy God. the Sovereign Good who delights 
to be with the children of men, (Prov. viii. 31.) 
communicates himself to thee. In his incernf 
tion and birth he gave himself to be thy compan* 
ion, and to take upon him all thy miseries; in 
his death he gave himself to be thy ransom; in 
this heavenly sacrament he gives himself to bo 
thy food, the comfort and support of thy exile; 
and in his kingdom above, he designs to giro 
himself for thy eternal reward. Oh, what can 
he do more to testify his love to thee? as wise as 
ho is, he cannot contrive any thing better for 
thee: as powerful as he is, he cannot do more 
for thee than give thee himself. Oh, how true 
is that saying of the beloved disciple, that God ia 
late! But what dost thou see in me, dear Lord, 
that can move thee to love such a poor worm* 
such a wretched sinner, a* 1 am! There can be 
nothing good in me but what is thy gracious 
gift: and, alas! I fear I have hitherto abused all 
thy gifts; it is then thy own pure goodness alone 
that can make thee love me; and thy pure love 
alone that can make thee communicate thyself 
to me. Oh, let me then he no longer ungratefhl 
to thy love. Let that divine fire, which thou so 
much desirest to enkindle upon earth, take hold, 
now of my heart, that 1 may return thee love for 
love. Oh, send it now into my soul, that it may 
prepare thee a suitable lodging there.' Oh. let 
me henceforward give myself wholly to thee, 
who so often givest thyself to me. 

Consider, sixthly, who it is that thou art to 
receive in this blessed sacrament, and who thou 
art that presumest to approach him. He is the 
great King and Maker of heaven and earth, and 
the whole creation is a mere nothing in his sight; 
what a little atom then art thou compared to 
him! He is eternal, immense, and every way 
^finite in power, in majesty, in beauty, in wi$- 
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dom, in glory, &c., and thou art a little diminu- 
tive worm, made of earth, and full of miseries. 
He it infinitely pure and holy; in whose sight 
the very heavens are not clean, and who cannot 
endure iniquity; and thou art the very filth of 
pin, and a sink of uncleanness and corruption. 
How then, my soul, shall we dare venture to 
enter into this inward sanctuary, to draw near 
the throne of this infinite majesty, and unclean 
m we are, to touch and receive the Holy of Ho- 
lies ! O&a was struck dead for irreverently 
touching the ark of the covenant; the Bethsa- 
mites for irreverently looking on it; and Nadab 
Abiu for offering incense before it with un- 
hallowed fire; now what was this ark, (in which 
Were only deposited the tables of the law) in 
comparison with the Lord and giver of the law, 
to whom we here approach? When God was 
about to give the law, the children of Israel were 
commanded to be purified, and to keep them- 
selves chaste; and oven then to keep their dis- 
tance from the mountain, where the Lord ap- 
peared in thunder and lightning : only Moses 
was permitted to ascend to the mountain’s top, 
to converse with the divine Majesty, or rather, 
with an angel speaking in his person. And how 
shall we, with so little purity, dare to approach 
this immense Deity, this consuming fire? St. 
Paul assures us, (1 Cor. xi.) that the unworthy 
receiver is guilty of the body and blood of the Lord, 
and receive th judgment to himself, not discerning 
the body of the Lord, How then shall we, the 
most unworthy of all sinners, presume to receive 
this Lord of Glory? Must we then stay away 
till we have the presumption to think ourselves 
worthy? No, certainly: for one of the most 
necessary dispositions for receiving worthily, is 
to acknowledge and believe our own unworthi- 
ness: or must we through awe and fear of so> 
great a Majesty, abstain for ever from partaking 
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of these tremendous mysteries? No, for it is no 
less certain death to stay away from this foun- 
tain of life, than to come to it unworthily. What 
then must we do, my soul! We will not run 
away from our Sovereign Good : no, we will run 
to him, but it shall be like the humble publican, 
like the poor prodigal returning home, like the 

S nitent Magdalen: such as these he never re- 
sts. It shall be with a contrite and humble 
art, which he never despises: it shall be with 
an entire confidence in his infinite goodness and 
mercy, for no one ever hoped in mm, and was 
confounded. Oh, grant us, dear Lord, to ap- 
proach thee with these happy dispositions; and 
since thou art pleased to invite thyself into so 
poor, so mean, so wretched a cottage, as this of 
my breast, be pleased to send in thither before- 
hand those graces, those virtues, that devotion, 
which may prepare the place for thee; fbr thou 
knowest that of myself I can do nothing. 

Consider, seventhly, the happy fruits which 
this divine sacrament produces in those souls 
which frequent it with due preparation. The 
bread that I will give , says our Lord, (St. John, 
vi. 52.) is my flesh , for the life of the world ; and 
again, He that eateth my fleshy and drinketh my 
blood, hath everlasting life , and I will raise him up 
in the last day : ana He that eateth my flesh and 
drinketh my blood , abideth in me, and 1 in him; 
and. He that eateth me shall live by me; and, He 
that eateth this bread shall live for ever . Whereso- 
ever our Lord comes, he carries about with him 
all the treasures of life, that is, all grace, charity, 
and sanctity; and on his part, is ever readv to 
open those treasures and to communicate them 
most plentifully to those souls which he comes 
to visit. These treasures are infinite, and so is 
the love which he bears to us. What gifts, then, 
"’hat graces may we not expect, if we come with 
r erence and humility, with love and devotion 
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▲ PREPARATORY PRAYER, &C. 

to him, who is the fountain of life, grace, and 
sanctity! Here we receive the bread of life for 
the food and nourishment of our souls. Here 
we meet with a constant supply of sanctifying 
grace, to repair the daily decays caused by our 
infirmity and corruption; to give us new strength 
and vigour, to walk on in our way through the 
wilderness of this world to the mountain of God. 
and to make us continually grow in virtue, till 
we come to a perfect man, to the measure of the 
age of the fulness of Christ. Here our lesser 
sins are forgiven us, and we receive a sovereign 
antidote against the greater. Here devout souls 
taste the sweetness of heaven in its very foun- 
tain. Here, seated like Magdalen at the feet of 
our Lord, they learn from mm heavenly lessons, 
and enjoy his delicious conversation. Aspire 
after this happiness, O Christian soul, which, in 
some measure, makes yon enjoy heaven upon 
earthy If you love Jesus Christ, run to his em- 
braces: if you love yourself, run to your Sove- 
reign Good. But see it be with due preparation: 
and most especially with faith, with fear, and 
with love.

CONTAINING THE CHIEF ACTS OF DEVOTION PROPER 
BEFORE COMMUNION. 

1. Direct your intention . 

0 LORD Jesus Christ, King of everlasting glo- 
ry, behold I desire to come to thee this day, 
and to receive thy body and blood in this heaver- 
ly sacrament, for thy honour and glory, and the 
good of my soul: I desire to receive thee, because 
it is thy desire, and thou hast so ordained; bless- 
ed be thy name for ever. I desire to come to 
thee like Magdalen, that I may be delivered from 
all my evils, and embrace thee roy only good* I 
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desire to come to thee, that I may be happily 
united to thee, that I may henceforth abide in 
thee, and thou in me, and that nothing in life or 
death may ever separate me from thee. 

% Z. Commemorate the passion of Christ, 

I desire, in these holy mysteries, to commemo- 
rate, as thou hast commanded, all thy sufferings, 
thy agony and bloody sweat; tny being betrayed , 
and apprehended; ail the reproaches and calum- 
nies— all the blows and buffets which thou hast 
endured for me; thy being scourged, crowned 
with thorns, and loaded with a heavy cross for 
my sins, and those of the whole world; thy cruci- 
fixion and death, together with thy glorious re- 
surrection, and triumphant ascension. I adore 
thee, and give thee thanks for all that thou hast 
done and suffered for us; and for giving us in this 
blessed sacrament, this pledge of our redemption, 
this victim of our ransom, this body and blood 
which were offered for us. 

3. Make an Act of Faith, 

I most firmly believe, that in this holy sacra- 
ment thou art present verily and indeed; that 
here are thy body and blood, thy soul and thy 
divinity. I believe that thou, my Saviour, true 
God and true man, art really here, with all thy f 
treasures; that here thou communicatest thyself 
to us, makest us partakers of the fruit of thy pas- 
sion, and givest us a pledge of eternal life. I be- j 
lieve that there cannot be a greater happiness 
than to receive thee worthily, nor a greater mis* * 
ery than to receive thee unworthily. All this I 1 
most steadfastly believe, because it is what thou ' 
hast taught us by thy word, and by thy church, j 

4. Conceive a great fear, and humble yourself , 4 

But, 0 my God, how shall I dare approach to ] 
*hee, so wretched a worm to so infinite a Majesty t 
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bo filthy a sinner to such infinite purity and sanc- 
tity? alas! my soul is covered with a universal 
leprosy, and how shall I presume to embrace 
thee? My whole life hath been nothing but. mis- 
ery and sin, and it is only thy mercy that I have 
not been long since in hell, which I have deserv- 
ed a thousand times; and how shall I venture so 
much as to lift up mine eyes to thee, how much 
iess to receive thee within my breast? I tremble 
it the sentence of thine apostle, that lie that re - 
:eiveth unworthily , receiveth his own damnation ; for 
t cannot but acknowledge myself infinitely un- 
worthy: nor should I dare ever to come to thee, 
were I not incited by the most loving and press- 
ing invitation, and encouraged by thine infinite 
goodness and mercy. It is in this mercy, which 
is above all thy works, I piit my whole trust; and 
it is in this confidence alone that I presume to 
ipproach to thee. Oh ! grant that it may be with 
i contrite and humble neart; for this, I know, 
thou wilt not despise. 

5. Make an Act of Contrition. 

0 Lord, I detest, with my whole heart, all the 
sins by which I have ever offended thy divine 
dajesty, from the first moment that I was capa- 
)le of sinning to this very hour. I desire to lay 
hem all at tny feet, to be cancelled by thy £re- 
ious blood. What can I do for them, but hum- 
ily confess and lament them all my life; and this 
heartily desire to do, and from this moment 
ontinually to cry to thee for mercy. Hear me, 
> Lord, by that infinite love, by which thou hast 
hed thy blood for me; Oh, let not that blood be 
hed in vain! All my sins displease me now exc- 
eedingly, because they have offended thine in- 
cite goodness. By thy grace I will never com- 
jlt them any more: I am sorry for them, and I 
fll be sorry for them as long as I live; and ac- 
pding to the best of my power, will do penance 
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for them. Fomive me, dear Lord, for thy mar* 
cy’s sake: pardon me all that is past; and be 
thou my keeper for the time to eome, that I may 
never more offend thee. 

6. Make an Act of divine Love. 

O sweet Jesus, the God of my heart, and the 
life of my soul, as the hart panteth after the 
fountains of water, so doth my soul pant after 1 
thee, the fountain of life, and the ocean of all 

g ood. I am overjoyed at the hearing of these 
appy tidings, that I am to go into the house of 
our Lord; or rather that our Lord is to come into 
my house, and take up his abode with me. O 
happy moments, when 1 shall be admitted to the 
embraces of the living God, for whom my poor 
soul languisheth with love! Oh! come, dear 
Jesus, and take full possession of my heart for 
ever! I offer it to thee without reserve. I desire 
to consecrate it eternally to thee. I love thee 
with my whole soul above all things; at least I 
desire so to love thee. It is nothing les3 than in- 
finite love that bringeth thee to me; Oh! teach 
me to make a suitable return of love. 

7. Humbly beg God's grace. 

But, O my God, thou knowest my great poverty 
and misery, and that of myself I can do nothing; 
thou knowest how unworthy I am of this infinite 
favour, and thou alone $anst make me worthy. 
Oh! since thou art so good as to invite me thus to 
thyself, add this one bounty more to all the rest, 
to prepare me for thyself. Cleanse my soul from 
its stains— clothe it with the nuptial garment of 
charity, adorn it with all virtues, and make it a 
fit abode for thee. Drive sin and the devil far 
from this dwelling, which thou aft here pleased to 
choose for thyself, and make me one according to 
thy own heart; that this heavenly visit which 
thou designest for* my salvation may not, by my 
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n^worthiness, be perverted to my damnation. Oh ! 
never let me be guilty of thy body and blood, by 
an unworthy communion; for the sake of thr 
same precious blood, which thou hast shed fe-». 
me, deliver me from so great an evil. Oh rather 
let me die ten thousand deaths, than thus pre- 
sume to crucify thee again. 

* 8. Implore the prayers of the blessed Virgin and of 
the Saints. 


O all ye blessed angels and saints of God who 
see him face to face, whom I here receive under 
these humble veils; and thou most especially- 
ever-blessed Virgin, Mother of this same God anCi 
Saviour, in whose womb he tfas conceived and 
borne for nine months; I most humbly beg the 
assistance of your prayers and intercession, tha.t 
I may in such manner receive him here, in th is 
place of banishment, as to be brought one day 
enjoy him with you in our true country, and the re 
to praise him and love him for ever. 


' When yen approach to the Holy Communion, your drew ought hob* 
becoming, ana modest, and your whole deportment expressive of 'fen- 
eration and reepect for the pretence of your Lord ana Saviour J etus 
Christ, who in this holy saerament haa humbled and annihilated 1 dm- 
Ml/ for yon, that he may come to visit you and abide in yoh. 

.At the time of communion go up to the rails, and take up the t owel 
v and hold It before you.— Whilst the clerk says the Confiteor, hui nbly 
confess your sins, and beg God’s pardon for them. When the ] tries* 
tqm about to give the absolution, receive it with your head b owed 
down, as from the hand of the invisible High Priest, whom yo a are 
going to receive. 

When the priest holds up a particle of the blessed sacrament . with 
these words. Beet Agnus Dei, Sec. Behold the Lamb qf God. behol d him 
nko taketh away the tine of the world, humbly bog, with a lively confi- 
dence in the merits of his death and passion, that he would take away 


your sins. 

a When the priest repeats three times, Domxne non non diguo i, <rc. 
I Lord , 1 am not worthy that thou shovJdst enter under my roof, but on 
' the word, dnd my soul shall be healed, say the same with him it » your 
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Whan the priest gives you the blessed sacrament, 
body qf our I frd Jens Christ Vrtserve thy 

gslin it with a lively faith, a profound humility, and » hsarc ms 
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with lore. At the time of your receiving, let your head be erect, your 
mouth opened modern tel y wide, and your tongue a little advanced, ko 
as to rest upon yonr under lip. that the priest may conveniently eon* 
vcy the blessed sacrament into your mouth; which being done shut 
your mouth ; let the sacred host moisten a little upon your tongue ana 
then swallow it down as soon as you can, and afterwards abstain awhile 
from spitting. ■ If the host should chance to stick to the roof of your 
mouth, be not disturbed, neither must you put your finger into your 
mouth to remove it, but gently and quietly remove it with your tongue, 
and so convey it down j and then return to your place, and endeavour 
to entertain as well as you can the guest whom you have received. 

Spend at least a quarter of an hour after communion, in devotions * 
sditablo to tliat occasion. It would be a great abuse to turn your • 
back immediately upon your Saviour, by going away, as some do, and 
thiuking no more of what you have been doing. Particularly, I re- 
commend to you three things after communion : first, to cAsfc yourself 
down in spirit at the feet of your Lord, whom you have received ; to 
adore him, praise him, and give him thanks for coming to so unworthy 
a sinner, and to invite all heaven and earth to join with you in praising 
and magnifying his holy name ; secondly, to make an offering of your 
Iteart and soul, and of your whole being to him that you may hence* 
forward love him, and serve him for ever, thirdly, to present liim your 
petitions for all the graces that you stand in need of, and to make a 
good use of this favourable opportunity by praying heartily for yonr- 
self, your friends, and for the whole world. 

Aspirations after Communion . 

B EHOLD, 0 Lord, I have thee now, who hast 
all things, I possess thee, who possessest all 
things, and who canst do all things: take off my 
heart, then, 0 my God, and my All, from all other 
things but thee, in all which there is nothing but 
vanity and affliction of spirit: let my heart be 
fixed on thee alone, let me ever repose in thee, 
where alone my treasure is, the sovereign truth, 
true happiness, and happy eternity.

Verily nothing else but 
this same beloved Son of thine, whom thou hast 
given me, and surely thou couldst give nothing 
greater or more worthy of thyself. Him then l 
offer to thee, 0 heavenly Father, with whom 
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thou art always well pleased ; him whom thou 
hast lovingly delivered up to death for me, Ad 
given me in this most holy sacrament, which wo 1 
frequent for the everlasting memorial of his | 
death. He is our high, priest and victim; he is j 
the propitiation for the sins of the whole world; 
he is our advocate and intercessor. Look down 
then upon him, and for his sake look down upon 
me, and upon us all. Remember all his sufrer- 
, ings, which he endured here in this mortal life; 
his bitter anguish, his agony and bloody sweat: 
all the injuries and affronts, all the blows ana 
stripes, all the bruises and wounds that he re- 
ceived for us. Remember his death, which thou 
wast pleased should be the fountain of our life: 
and, for the sake of his sacred passion, have 
mercy on us. Receive, O holy Father, almighty 
and everlasting God, this holy and unspotted 
victim, which I here offer thee, in union with 
that love, with which he offered himself to thee 
upon the altar of the cross; receive him for the 
praise and glory of thy name; in thanksgiving 
for all the benefits bestowed on me, and on all 
mankind; in satisfaction also for all my sins;

0 MOST merciful Saviour, behold I have pre- 
sumed to receive thee this day into my house, 
relying on thine infinite goodness and mercy, 
and hoping, like Zacheus, to obtain thy benedic- 
tion. But, alas! with how little preparation! 
with how little devotion ! From my heart I beg 
pardon for my great unworthiness, and for my 
innumerable sins, which I detest for the love of 
thee, and I desire to detest them for ever! Oh! 
wash them all away with thy precious blood; for 
thou art the Lamb of God, who takest away the 
sins of the world; and one drop of this blood, 
which thou hast shed for us, is more than enough 
to cancel the sins of ten thousand worlds. 

Thou seest, O Searcher of hearts, all my mala- 
dies, and all the wounds of my soul! thou know- 
est liow prone I am to evil, and how backward 
and sluggish to good. Thou seest this self-love, 
that tyrannizes over my soul, which is so deeply 
rooted in my corrupt nature, and branches out 
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into so many vices ; -bo much pride and vanity; 
so much passion and envy; so much covetousness 
and worldly solicitude; so much sensuality and 
concupiscence. Oh, who can heal all these my . 
evils* but thou, the -true physician of my seuL 
who givest me thy body and Wood in this blessed 
sacrament, as a sovereign medicine for all my 
infirmities, and a sovereign balsam for all my 
wounds. Dispel- the darkness of ignorance and 
error from my understanding, by thy heavenly 
light; drive away the corruption and malice of 
my will, by the fire of divine love and charity; 
restrain all the motions of concupisoenoe, and all 
the irregular sallies of passion, that they may no 
more prevail over me; strengthen my weakness 
with heavenly fortitude; destroy this hellish 
monster of self-love, with its many heads; or at 
least chain down this worst of all my enemies, 
that it may no longer usurp the empire of my 
soul, which belongeth to thee, and which thou 
hast taken possession of this day ; cut off the 
heads of this beast, and particularly that which 
annoyeth me most, and which is my predominant 
passion; stand by me henceforward in all my 
temptations, that I may never more be over- 
come; remove from me all dangerous occasions, 
and grant me this one favour, that I may rather 
die a thousand deaths, than live to offend thee 
mortally. 

O my Jesns, thou art infinitely rich, and all 
the treasures of divine grace are locked up in 
thee; these treasures thou bringest with thee; 
when thou dost visit ns in this blessed sacrament, 
and thon takesfc an infinite pleasure in opening 
them to us, to enrich our poverty. This gives 
me the confidence now to present my petitions 
to thee, and to beg of thee those graces and 
virtues, which I very much stand in need of, as 
thon knowest. Oh ! increase and strengthen my 
belief of thy heavenly truths, and grant that 
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henceforward I may ever live by faith, and be 
guided by the maxims of thy gospel. Teach me 
to be poor in spirit, and take off my heart from 
the love of these transitory things, and *flx it 
upon eternity: teach me, by thy divine example, 
and by thy most efficacious grace, to be meek 
and humble of heart, and in my patience to pos- 
sess my sonl. Grant that I may ever keep my 
t body and 60ul chaste and pure from the corrup- 
tion of lust ; that I may ever bewail my past sins, 
and, by a daily mortification, restrain all irre- 
gular inclinations and passions for the future* 
Above all things, teach me to love thee, to be 
ever recollected in thee, and to walk always in 
thy presence; teach me to love my friends in 
thee, and my enemies for thee; grant me grace 
to persevere to the end in this love, and so to 
come one day to that happy place, where I may 
love and enjoy thee for ever. 

1 Have mercy also on my parents, friends, and 
benefactors, and on all those for whom I am in 
any way bound to pray, that we may all love 
thee and faithfully serve thee. Have mercy on 
thy whole church, and on all the clergy, and 
religious men and women, that all may live up 
to their callings, and sanctify thy name. Give 
thy grace and blessing to all princes and magis- 
t trates ? and to all Christian people; convert all 
unbelievers and sinners, and bring all strayed 
sheep back to thy fold: particularly have mercy 
on N. and N. &c. 

0 blessed Virgin, Mother of my God and Sa- 
viour, recommend all these my petitions to thy 
Son. O all ye angels and saints, citizens of hea- 
K ven, join also your prayers with mine; you evei 
f stand before the throne, and see him face to face, 
whom I here receive under veils; be ever mind- 
ful of me, and obtain from him, and through him, 
that with you 1 may bless him, and love aim for 
ever. Amen, 
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Doring/ths whole day after yoar communion, you ought to bo mpn 
than ordinarily retired, and perform more devotions than usual. 
Particularly watch over yourself, lest, by giving way to passion, or 
any other sin, yon suffer yourself to be robbed of any part of that 
treasure which you have received; for it is a common trick of the 
devil, on the day that persons have been at communion, to fling some 
stumbling-block in their way to raise them to passion, or disturb their 
peace, or draw them aside from their devotions by worldly distractions 
or diversions ; and therefore Christians must be upon their guard on 
these occasions, and by retirement, recollection, and prayer, give time 
to the grace, which they have received, to sink into their souls, and 
take deep root there. And let them remember that they have receiv- 
ed this fresh supply of divine grace, that they may improve In every 
Christian virtue, and especially in the love of God, and may serve hie 
divine Majesty with a new vigour and fervour. 


THE SACRAMENT OF MATRIMONY. 

Tiib holy state of Matrimony was in the beginning of the world in- 
stituted by the Almighty, and, under the law or nature, had a particular 
blessing annexed to it. God created man io hit own image : mm/e and Jb- 
male he created them. And God blettcd theifi toying, Increate and multiply, 
andJUl the earth. Gen. i. 27, 28. Under theMosaic Law, the Almighty 
more distinctly announced its dignity and obligations. Afterwards un- 
der the Christian Law our Divine Redeemer sanctified this state sti|l 
more, and from a natural and civil contract, raised it to the dignity of 
a sacrament. And St. Paul declared it to be a representation of thst 
sacred union, which Jesus Christ had formed with his spouse, the 
church. Thit it a great tacrament, but I speak in Christ and in the Church. 
Xphes . r. 32. 

This sacrament was instituted by Jesus Christ, in order to bestow on 
those who enter into the married state a particular grace, to enable 
them to discharge all the duties required of them. It enables them to 
live together in union, peace, and love. It enables and purifies thst 
natural affection, which, founded on virtkie, and s&nctioDea by religion, 
can alone constitute the happiness of a married life. It corrects the 
inconstancy of the human heart ; it softens down the asperities of tem- 
per, and enables each party to bear with each other’s defects, with the 
same indulgence as if they were their own. It causes them to enter- 
tain sentiments of mutual respect, to preserve inviolable fidelity to- 
wards each other, and to vanquish every unlawful desire. It gives 
grace to subdue, or regulato the motions of concupiscence, and to avoid 
every impropriety inconsistent with the sanctity of their state. For 
there is an innocence and purity as necessary in a married, as in a sin- 
gle life. It moreover gives them grace to discharge well that most im- 
portant duty of training up their children in the fear and love of God. 
For these duties annexed to the married state, cannot be fulfilled 
without great exertions, nor will those exertions be successful, without 
•he blessing and grace of God. 

Therefore they who intend to enter into this state, ought to proceed 
with the greatest prudence, and make the best possible pre paration, 
that they may obtain these precious and abundant graces from the 
Almighty. 

1. They onglit by fervent and devout prayer, to implore the divine 
assistance to guide them in their choice of a preper person ; for on the 
prudent choice which they make will very much depend their happi- 
' both in this life and in the next. They should be guided by ths 
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pood character and vlrtnons dispositions of the person of their choice, 
rather than by riches, beanty, or any other worldly considerations, 
which ought to be but secondary motives. 

V. They ought to enter jnto this holy state with the pure intention 

I of promoting the honourwnd glory or God, and the sanctification of 
their own souls ; and uot merely from any earthly motive, or sensual 
gratification. 

5. They ought, moreover, to select a person of their own religion, for 
the Catholic church has always, by every means in her power, dis- 
couraged mired marriages ; and experience shows, that a want of nnl- 
( on in religion between the husband and wifo is frequently attended 
0 with the worst consequences, both to themselves and to their children. 
w A catholic, on marrying a person of another religion, cannot be allow- 
ed to enter into an agreement, that any of the children shall be brought 
up in any other than the catholio faith. 

4. Before they make any advance in a matter of such great impor- 
tance, they ought to ascertain whether there he any impediment to 
prevent their lawful union: and parents are in duty houud to preveut 
too great an intimacy between their children and relations, within the 
prohibited degrees of kindred. First, second , and thud cousins, art 
ibithin the prohihited degrees. 

fi. They who intend to marry ought to ask the advice of their parents 
or guardians, &c. 

6. Those who keep company with a view to marriage, should 1>« 
careful never to take or allow any indecent familiarities, for these are 
sinful, and draw down upon them the just indignation of God, in 
place of that blessing of wliicli they then stand so much in need. 

\ 7. It is also advisable some time previons to their marriage, to inform 

their director of their intentions, that so he may have time and oppor- 
tunity to point out to them the preparation most useful for them, and 
instruct them in the duties and obligations of the state of life into 
which they propose to enter. 

8. They must by worthily approaching the sacrament of penance, ob- 
tain tho pardon or their sins ; lor should they receive matrimony with- 
out purity of conscience, they would deprive themselves of the grace of 
the sacrament, and be guilty of a sacrilegious profanation of this holy 
institution. 

9. The church in the General Council of Trent, Seas. 24, c. i. ever so- 
i licitous for the welfare of her children, exhorts the faithful before 
k their marriage to receive with devotion the holy communion. 

“ 10. At the time of marriage, they ought with the greatest decorum 

and reverence to approach tne altar, where in the presence of God and 
his chnrcli, they are about to enter into a solemn contract and engage- 
ment not to be broken, but by death, and receive the benediction of 
God’s minister, with humble and sincere devotion. 

11. 'When the married couple leave the church, they ought to carry 
with them feelings of respect for the holy sacrament which they have 
I received, and of gratitude to God for his mercies. They should spend 
the day in such a manner, as not to lose the blessing which they 
n received in the morning. They ought to celebrate their marriage 
f like holy Tobias, in the fear of the Lord, and strive to conduct 
then^elvps amongst their friends with as much sanctity and de- 
corum, as If Jesus Christ were a guest among them, as be was at the mar- 
riage feast at Cana. They should be particularly' careful not to profane 
the day of their marriage, by dissipation or intemperance, or any sinful 
diversions or indelicate allusions, wliioh are unbecoming at all times, 
hot more particularly on so important and sacred an occasion. 

W. They ought frequently to reflect on their duties and obligation^ 
M inculcated in the word of Qod,

I detest then all 
my sins with my whole heart, and desire to lay 
them here all down at thy feet, to he eflhced ana \ 
destroyed for ever. I renounce and abhor them i 
with my whole soul, because they are infinitely 
odious to thee; and I wish that 1 could expiate 
them .with tears of blood: I humbly beg thy 
pardon for them all, and I wish, with all my 
heart, that I had never committed them; I hen; 
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oflter myself to make what satisfaction I am able 
for them; and I most willingly accept of what- 
ever I may have to go through in child-bearing, 
and offer it nj) now beforehand to thee for my sins; 
firmly resolving by thy grace never wilfully to 
offend thee more. See here my poor heart, O 
Lord, and if it be not such as I here express, at 
f least I desire it should be such: I desire it should 
be that contrite and humble heart, which thou 
never despisest. In this disposition of soul, and 
with a lively confidence in thy mercies, and in 
the merits of the death and passion of Jesus 
Christ thy Son, I renew the petition I made be- 
fore, and I one# more beg of thee, for myself, thy 
grace and protection, and a happy delivery; and 
for my child, that thou wouldest be pleased to 
preserve it for baptism, sanctify it for thyself, and 
make it thine for ever: through the same Jesus 
[ Christ thy Son, our Lord. Amen. 


INSTRUCTIONS AND DEVOTIONS FOR 
THE SICK. 

Jr you are.* ttaeked by any considerable illness, let your first car* be 
ta Mod for your spiritual physician, and settle the state of your soul. 
<his is much better done in the beginning of sickness than afterwards 
■*hen the strength of fever, or the quality of the remedies, may render 
* person absolutely unfit for so great a -work. Sickness is often sent 
t for a punishment of sin, and therefore a sincere repentance and con- 
r fstsion of sin are often a more effectual means of reoovery than any 
other, 

2. If yon have not your -will already made, as in prudence you ought. 
Id this also be done in the beginning of your sickness, that so, having 
settled your temporal affairs, you may apply your soul without disturb, 
•ace to the spiritual. 

3. Engage your best friends to give yon timely notice if your distem- 
per be dangerous, and Hot to flatter you with hopes of life, when there 
•re little or no grounds for hope. Hake the best you can of that time 

/> %Meh, perhaps, is to be your last. Admit but of few visits, nor of any 
” discourse but such as may be for yonr soul’s profit. 

4. Take proper care for the discharge of your debts, and all other 
mirations incumbent upon you ; and this as much as may be in the 
mgranfng also at your sickness. Forgive all those who have in any 
Vay injured you, and ask pardon of those whom you have injured. 

j 5. Receive your sickness from the hand of God, with a perfect reitg. 
nation to his holy will, as a just punishment of your offences; fre- 
quently offer yourself up to him, and- beg that he would give yog 
patienoe, and sanctify your sufferings, and that he would accept of all 
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I our paint and nneaaineas, in union with the Buffering* of your Savioa* 
eon* Christ, In deduction of the punishment due to your bins. 

C Often procure some friends to read to you such prayers as are raoeft 
affective and proper for your present condition, especially the Penitcu- 
tial Psalms, tne Litanies, Acts of the Love of God, of Patience and 
Resignation, dee. 

7. Have the crucifix, or a picture of Christ crucified, always before 
your eyes: think often upon his passion, hide yourself in spirit in hi* 
wounds, and embrace his feet with all the affeoCion of vonr soul. 

8. Aim, as much as yon can, at a penitential spirit during your 
tick ness ; often cry to God tor mercy, aud make frequent acts of con- 
trition for your sins. St. Augustine used to say, that no Christian .how. 
ever innocent his life might. have been, ought to venture to die in 
any other state than that of a penitent. 

A Prayer pfoper to be daily repeated in time of 
Sickness . 

T ORD Jesus Christ, behold I rqpeive this sick- 
JU ness, with which thou art pleased to visit me, 
as coming from thy fatherly hand. It is thy 
will it should he thus with me, and therefore I 
submit: thy will he done on earth as it is in 
heaven. May this sickness be to the honour of 
thy holy name, and for the good of my soul. For 
this end, I here offer myself with an entire sub- 
mission to all thine appointments, to suffer what- 
ever thou pleasest, as long as thou pleasest,and in 
what manner thou pleasest; for I am thy crea- 
ture, O Lord, who have most ungratefully offended 
thee; and since my sins have a long time cried 
aloud to heaven for justice, why should I now 
complain if I feel thy hand upon me? No, my 
God, thou art just in all thy ways; I have truly 
deserved thy punishment, and therefore I have 
no reason to complain of thee, but only of my 
own wickedness. 

But rebuke me not, 0 Lord, in thy fury, nor 
chastise me in thy wrath; but have regard to my 
weakness. Thou knowest how frail I am; that I 
am nothing but dust and ashes: deal not with 
me, therefore, according to my sins, neither pun- 
ish me according to mine iniquities: but, accord- 
ing to the multitude of thy most tender mercies, • 
nave compassion on me. Oh! let thy justice be 
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tempered with toercy, and let thy heavenly 
grace come in to my assistance, to snpport me 
under this my illness. Confirm my soul with 
strength from above, that I may bear, with a 
tree Christian patience, all the uneasiness, pains, 
disquiets, and difficulties of my sickness, and 
that I may cheerfully accept tnem as the just 
punishment of my offences. Preserve me from 
all temptations, and be thou my defence against 
all the assaults of the enemy, that in this illness 
I may in no way offend thee; and if this is to be 
my last, I beg of thee so to direct me by thy 
grace, that I may in no way neglect or be depriv- 
ed of those helps* which thou hast, in thy mercy, 
ordained for the good of my soul, to prepare it 
for its passage into eternity; that, being perfect- 
ly cleansed from all my sins, I may believe in 
thee, put my whole trust in tnee, love thee above 
all things, and, through the merits of thy death 
and passion, be admitted into the company of 
the blessed, where I may praise tliee for ever. 
Amen . 

Short Acts of the most necessary virtues proper to he 
inculcated in the time of Sickness. 

T ORD, I accept this sickness from thy hands, 
and entirely resign myself to thy blessed will, 
whether it be for life or death. Not my will, but 
thine be done; thy will be done on earth, as it is 
in heaven. 

Lord, I submit to all the pains and uneasiness 
of this my illness: my sins have deserved infi- 
nitely more. Thou art just, 0 Lord, and thy 
judgment is right. 

Lord, I offer up to thee all that I now suffer, 
or may have yet to softer, to be united to the 
sufferings of very Redeemer, and sanctified by his 
passhm. 

I adore thee, O my God and my All, as my 
first beginning and last end; and I desire to pay 
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thee the best homage I am able, and to bowdowft 
all the powers of my soul to thee. 

Lord, I desire to praise thee for ever, in sick- 
ness as well as in health: I desire to join my 
heart and voice with the whole church of heaven 
and earth, in blessing thee for ever. 

I give thee thanks from the bottom of my 
heart, for all thy mercies and blessings bestowed . 
upon me and thy whole church, through Jesus 
Christ thy Son; and above all, for thy having 
loved me from all eternity, and redeemed me 
with his precious blood. Oh! let not that blood 
be shed ror me in vain. 

Lord, I believe all those heavenly truths which 
thou hast revealed, and which Chy holy Catholic 
church believes and teaches. Thou Art the sove- 
reign Truth, who neither canst deceive, nor be 
deceived: and thou hast promised the Spirit of 
Truth, to guide thy church into all truth. I be- 
lieve in God (he Father Almighty , See. In this 
faith, I resolve, through thy grace, both to live 
and die. 0 Lord, strengthen and increase this 
my faith. 

O my God, all my hopes are in thee: and 
through Jesus Christ, my Redeemer, and through 
his passion and death, 1 hope for mercy, grace, 
and salvation from thee.

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I desire to embrace every neighbour with per- 
fect charity for the love of thee. I forgive, from 
my heart, all who have in any way offended or 
injured me, and ask pardon of all whom I have 
in any way offended. 

Have mercy on me, 0 God, according to thy 
meat mercy; and according to the multitude of 
thy tender mercies, blot out mine iniquity. 

Oh, who will give water to my head, and a 
fountain of tears to mine eyes, that night *and 
day I may weep for all my sins. 

Oh, that I had never offended so good a God! 
Oh, that I had never sinned! Happy those souls 
that have always preserved their baptismal inno- 
cence. 

Lord, be merciful to me, a sinner: sweet Jesus, 
Son of the living God, have mercy on me. 

I commend my soul to God my Creator, who 
made me out of nothing: to Jesus Christ, my Sa- 
viour, who redeemed me with his precious blood; 
to the Holy Ghost, who sanctified me in baptism. 
Into thy hands, 0 Lord, I commend my spirit.

THE HOLY VIATICUM. 

Trs Viaticum is the holy Eucharist received ■with the intention of 
preparing the Sick for death. This blessed Sacrament is indeed the 
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bread of life, 'which tho pious Christian frequently receives, it is to be 
hoped with great profit during health : but when the soul is about to 
pass from this to an immortal life, there arises a new and peculiar obli- . 

f ation of receiving it. again. This obligation is founded on the nbtin- 
ant graces which this holy sacrament above all the rest is capable of 
imparting, and which are at that time so necessary. It is the safe- 
guard that must preserve the soul on its journey to heaven, it is the 
pledge of immortal glory. He that tats this bread shall live for ever, St. 
John, vi. And so urgent is the obligation of receiving it at the approach 
of death, that the church dispenses in behalf of those, who are danger- ; 
ously sick, and allows them to communicate after having broken their 
fast. The sick person will therefore use his best endeavour to make a’ | 
•worthy preparation for this blessed Sacrament. " 

A short Exercise in preparation for Death, which 
may be used every day. 

JY heart is ready, O God, my heart is ready; 
IVL not my will, but thine be done. 0 my Lord, 

I resign myself entirely to thee, to receive death 
at the time, and in the manner, it shall please 
thee to send it. 

2. I most humbly ask pardon for all my sms 
committed against thy sovereign goodness, and 
repent of them all from the bottom of my heart. 

3. I firmly believe whatsoever the holy Catho- 
lic Church believes and teaches; and by thy 
grace I *ill die in this belief. 

4. I hope to possess eternal life by thy infinite 
mercy, and by the merits of my Saviour Jesus 
Christ. 

5. O my God, I desire to love thee as my sov- 
ereign good, above all things, and to despise this 
miserable world: I desire to love my neighbour 
as myself, for the love of thee, and to forgive all 
injuries from my heart. 

6. O my divine Jesus, how great is my desire to 
receive thy sacred body! Oh, come now into my^ 
soul, at least, by a spiritual communion! On, 
grant that I may worthily receive thee before my 
death! I desire to unite myself to all the worthy 
communions which shall be made in thy holy 
church, even to the end of the world. 

Grant me the grace, O my divine Saviour, 
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perfectly to efface all the sins I have committed 
by any of my senses, by applying daily to my 
soul thy blessed merits, and the holy unction of 
thy precious blood. 

8. Holy Virgin, Mother of God, defend me from 
my enemies in my last hour, and present me to 
thy divine Son. Glorious St. Michael, prince of 
the heavenly host, and thou my angel guardian, 
and you my blessed patrons, mtercede for me, 
and assist me, in this last and dreadful passage. 

9. O my God, I renounce all the temptations 
of the enemy, and in general whatsoever may 
displease thee. I adore and accept of thy divine 
appointmenta with regard to me, and entirely 
abandon myself to them as most just and equi- 
table. 

10. O Jesus, my divine Saviour, be thou a Jesus 
to me, and save me. O my God, hiding myself 
with an humble confidence in thy dear wounds, 
I give up my soul into thy divine hands. Oh, 
receive it into the bosom of thy mercy. Amen. 

THE SACRAMENT OF EXTREME 
UNCTION. 

Oe» Lord and Saviour Jeans Christ, in his tender solicitude for those 
▼bom he has redeemed by his precious blood, has been pleased to in- 
rtitote another Sacrament to help us at that most important hour on 
'which eternity depends, the hour of death. This sacrament ia called 
Xxtreme Unction, or the last anointing. 

Of this blessed Sacrament, Saint James, the apostle, thus speaks : Is 
say man eiek among you t Let him bring in the rnieste qf the church, and 
Id them pray over him , anointing him with ail in the name qfthe Lord. And 
the prayer qffaUh shall save the sick man, and the Lord shall raise him up, 
arid tf he be be sins, they shall be Jbrgiven him. v. 14, 15. These words 
■how the great and salutary graces bestowed by this sacrament. 

The priest in administering this sacrament anoints the five principal 
senses of the body: the eyea, the ears, the nostrils, the lips, the hands 
ttd the feet, because these may have been employed during life in of. 
folding Goa. At each anointing he pronounces these words : May the 
fold by this holy anointing, and by his own most tender mercy, par- 
den thee whatever sin thou hast committed by thy sight, hearing, Ac. 

The sick person should endeavour to prepare himself to receive this 
iscnunent by act# of sincere contrition for all bis sins, by great conft- 
dtnee ra the tender mercies of his Redeemer, and by a perfect resigna- 
tion of himsel t to the holy will of God. 
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A Prayer before Extreme Unction . 


Thou hast mercifully provided remedies, 0 
Lord, for all our necessities: grant me thy grace 
so to make use of them, that my soul may re- 
ceive all those good effects, which thou liast ap- 
pointed in then* institution. Now I desire to be 
anointed, as thou bast commanded by thine apos- 
tle; grant I beseech thee, that by this holy unc- 
tion, and the prayers of the church, I may par- 
take of that .spirit, with which Christ suffered on 
the cross, for thy glory, and for the destruction 
of sin. Give me tnie patience to support all the 
pains and trouble of my distemper; give me an 
inward strength to resist all the temptations of 
the enemy; give me grace for the pardon of all 
my failings; give me that true light, by which I 
may be conducted through the shadow of death, 
to eternal happiness: ana if my health be expe- 
dient for thy glory, let this be the means to re- 
store it. Behold I approach to this holy ordi- 
nance with a firm faith and confidence in thy 
goodness, that thou wilt not forsake me in this 
time of my distress, but that thou wilt stand by 
me with thy grace, and defend me from all evil, 
and now prepare my soul for a happy passage.

As the hour of death approaches, that awful hour on which so maofc 
depends, the pious Christian should fervently prepare to receive the 
Last Blessing and Plenary indulgence granted to those who are near 
their end. For our Lord Jesus Christ promised to St. Peter, Matt. xvi. 
the keyt qfthe kingdom of heaven, assuring him that, nrh atsse ver he should 
kind on earth , should be bound in heaven, and whatsoever he should loose on 
earth, should* be loosed also in heaven. By this power of binding and loot- 
ing, derived from St. Peter to his successors, and by them communi- 
cated to the pastors of souls, the latter are authorized to grant a Pie. 
nary Indulgence, together with a solemn Blessing to all such as are 
in or near their last agony. But then the dying Christian should 
remember well that, In order to receive the benefit of this Plenary 
Indulgence and Blessing, it is requisite that he concur on his part, by 
renouncing and detesting all his sins, both known and unknown, mor- 
tal and venial ; by accepting with patience and resignation whatever 
he may have yet to suffer, and offering up his pains and death- is 
union with the sufferings and death of his Redeemer in satisfaction 
<or his sins. 

During the time the Priest is conferring this solemn Blessing^ the 
following prayer may be repeated. ^ 
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O MY God, I once more renounce and detest 
all my sins. Have mercy on me, 0 God, ac- 
cording to thy great mercy. I cast myself into 
the arms of thy holy love, and I resign myself to 
thy blessed will. Receive me, I beseech thee, 
into the number of thv servants, that I may 
praise thee for ever. Father, into thy hands I 
commend my spirit. Lord Jesus, receive my 
soul. Amen.

We begin first by invoicing the adorable Trinity, and each of the three 
divine persons for mercy: to show that all meray aud every good 
thing comes from God, who is the fountain and origin of all good. 
Then we address ourselves to the blessed Virgin, begging the help of 
her prayers to obtain that mercy for us, of which we acknowledge our- 
selves to be unworthy. After this we have recourse toveras Christ, 
the L-mb of God that tabes away the sins of the wotk£%show that 
all our hopes of obtaining that mercy, through the }nt«ujcew$i of his 
blessed Mother, are wholly founded on the merits of nil passion and 
death, by which he takes away, the sins of the wprld. fijrfftly, the 
whole ends by a short anthem addressed to the blessed Virgin, rad » 
prayer to God, begging that through the cross of Christ we may be 
brought to a glorious resurrection. 

The titles which we give to the blessed Virgin refer to the great 
mystery of the Incarnation and redemption, and are grennded on that 
relationship which exists between her and her divine Son; so that all 
the honour which we here nay to the Mother, is founded on the dig- 
nity and sacred character or the Son. These titles are, 

1. Those whieh relate to her most exalted dignity of Mother of our 
usd Saviour Jesus Christ who is true God, and thp Creator of all

Thus she is called, Mirror if Justice, as being 
the bright pattern of exalted virtue ; Seat of Wisdom, as being replen- 
ished with this heavenly virtue, because she is the mother of him who 
is wisdom itself; Cause if our Joy, as being the instrument of that 
great blessing which is the source of all our Christian consolations j 
Spiritual Vessel, as being filled with the spirit of holiness ; Vessel of Hon- 
our, as being exalted to the dignity of being the Mother of Christ ; Vessel 
qf Singular Devotion, as being constantly united to God, and engaged 
in acts of sanctity ; Mystical Rose, as being distinguished by the beauty 
and odour of her virtues, just as the rose is the emblem of what is 
peculiarly beautiful and pleasing, according to that expression of the 
divine wisdom, I was exalted like the Rose plant in Jericho, Reel. xxiv. 
18 ; Toner of David, as being by her virtues, &c. the powerful descen- 
dant of the race of David ; Tower of Ivory, as being remarkable for 
the purity of innocence; ivory, by its whiteness, being the emblem of 
delicacy, whence that saying in the Canticles, Thy neck is as a tower qf 
ivory, vii. 4 ; House qf Gold, as being, by the mystery of the Incarnation 
the habitation of our blessed Redeemer; Arkcfthe ( 'orenant, as being the 
parent of Him who is the mediator of the new covenant ; Gate qf Hea- 
ven, as being, again, the Mother of Him who has opened to us the gate 
of eternal happiness ; Morning Star, as being the harbinger of that 
bright day which has brought immortality to light : Health qf the Weak, 
Refuge qf Sinners, fa. These are the expressions of her charity in our 
regard, and of the interest which she exerts in our behalf before the 
throne of her eternal Son.

"We there- 
fore employ them in order to express oor admiration and out gratitude 
to God for this inestimable benefit; to extol the virtues of her who 
was selected by divine wisdom to be the instrument in this great 
work ; and to solicit through her powerful intercession at the throne 
of her divine Son, those blessings and graces which he purchased for 
os by his death.
